3iIE following work, originally designed by my mother on 
a smaller scale, for she had not contemplated writing 
more than a history of our own branch of the family, 
has at length been carried out on a considerably extended plan, 
and is now printed by her desire. 

It was intended in the first instance solely for distribution among 
our near relations and those of our more distant connections with 
whom we may chance to be acquainted, all of whom may be supposed 
to have more or less interest in the subject, and not for the public in 
general who cannot be expected to have any. As, however, there are 
several families of the name, whose descent I have attempted to trace 
in these pages, with whom we have but a slight, and in some cases no 
acquaintance ; some branches of our own line that we have lost sight 
of; many individuals who though perhaps not very distantly connected, 
are practically strangers to us ; and a small number of persons who 
from various causes are interested in family history, though they may 
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have little or no connection with the particular family in question ; — 
the book has been published, two hundred copies having been printed, 
on the supposition that the interest in the subject may be sufficiently 
extended to warrant such a step. 

It is probable that persons of antiquarian and genealogical pursuits 
will be the first to detect the errors and inaccuracies which are with 
so much difficulty avoided in a work of this nature, especially when 
the author is but slenderly equipped for so ambitious an undertaking 
as writing a family history. If any such will be at the pains to 
point out mistakes, I can assure them that I shall be only too grateful 
to them, for no one can be more fully alive to the numerous deficiencies 
of the book than I am myself, or more anxious that the information 
it affords should be accurate. 

A generation, still in possession of numerous details of family 
history, which would probably perish with it, was seen to be rapidly 
passing away, and it seemed wise to print something from the collec- 
tions which had been made, and the communications of persons yet 
living, before it was too late. Most of us recognize the truth which 
Oliver Wendell Holmes has so well expressed in The Poet at the 
Breakfast Table, when he says, " As we grow older we think more and 
more of old persons and of old things and places. As to old persons, 
it seemed as if we never knew how much they had to tell until we are 

old ourselves, and they have been gone twenty or thirty years 

Among the lesser regrets that mingle with graver sorrows for the 
friends of an earlier generation we have lost, are our omissions to 
ask them so many questions they could have answered so easily, and 
would have been so pleased to be asked." 
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In the absence of anyone better fitted for the task, it has fallen to 
my lot to put on record what has been collected by others as well as 
by myself, about the family. Perhaps the information afforded may 
save the rising generation, that is to say, those of them who care 
about the matter, some "lesser regrets" hereafter, for, as they are 
not more likely than the generation before them to think of asking 
any questions on the subject till it is too late, it is possible they may 
be gratified at some future period by finding some of the things they 
would like to know about, but which they omitted to ask of living 
persons, answered by anticipation in the pages of this book. 

There has been little to tell, for our family lays no claim either 
to ancient or illustrious descent, nor can it boast of great names that 
have made a figure in the history of our country, and for this reason 
the record of its annals cannot pretend to create an interest beyond 
the limits of the family itself. More may come to light hereafter, 
and perhaps what is here published may be the means of leading to 
discoveries of interest at some future time ; and in the meanwhile the 
words which my brother-in-law, Mr. T. R. F. Cooke-Trench, uses in 
the preface to a Memoir which he wrote upon his own family so 
exactly express my own position that I cannot do better than shelter 
myself behind them. 

" I wished to leave behind me something upon which some future 
more competent family historian may work. I am quite aware that 
this tentative essay is full of blemishes ; but if we all hesitate to put 
on record what we do know because there is so much that we do not 
know, the coming generations will know less and less; whereas, if 
while we are still here we record what we have heard with our ears 
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and our fathers have told us, further research may tend to bring to 
light other facts bearing upon, and either confirming or contradicting 
these." 

It is hardly fitting to speak of my mother's share in this book as 
if it had been confined to planning the work and giving assistance in 
carrying it out, because in reality the laborious family researches 
which she made during a period of more than fifty years, form the 
foundation of the volume ; and, as I have acknowledged in the dedi- 
cation, a portion was actually written by her several years ago, 
which had only to be re-arranged and corrected in accordance with 
subsequent information. Without these collections I could not have 
undertaken the work at all, and to some extent, therefore, my part 
has been only that of a Compiler and Editor. 

But besides my mother, I am indebted to many others, especially 
to my sister, Miss Beatrice H. Heathcote, who has drawn all the coats 
of arms represented in the illustrations, besides taking most of the 
photographs from which the portraits and views have been reproduced, 
and giving me invaluable assistance in looking through proofs and 
making the Index. 

I have also to thank Messrs. Bemrose for permission to reproduce 
from The Reliquary the Bellfounders* marks attributed to the Heath- 
cotes of Chesterfield, and Messrs. Keene of Derby for the use of some 
of the photographs of views ; and in addition to a long list of friends 
and near relations, to acknowledge my obligations to thp Earl of 
Ancaster and Hon. Lady Tryon ; John M. Heathcote, Esq., of Conington 
Castle and his brother, Charles G. Heathcote, Esq. ; Major Henry 
Fisher Heathcote; Miss Bolle de Lasalle; R. H. Heathcote-Hacker, 
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Esq. ; William Heathcote, Esq., of Manchester, and his sister-in-law, 
Mrs. Rowland Heathcote ; Cockshutt Heathcote, Esq. and his brother 
Thornhill B. Heathcote, Esq.; Mrs. Henry Cohen; Colonel Charles

CHAPTER I. 

EARLY HISTORY OF THE HEATHCOTES. 
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IHE name of Heathcote is undoubtedly of territorial 
origin, and like all names, whether of persons or 
places, that can be traced to an early period in the 
history of our country, is spelt in a variety of ways. 
Hedcota or Hetcota in Saxon times gave place a 
little later to Hethcot, Hethcote, or Hethecote, and 
then by the introduction of the letter a, which however is not at 
present Bounded, whatever may have been the case formerly, took 
the more modern forms of Heathcott, Heathcoat, or Heathcote. As 
there are, however, four or five separate places which are or were 
called by this name in England, it must not be taken for granted 
that the numerous families which bear this surname are all derived 
from the same stock. Dugdale, in Ins History and Antijuitifs of 
Waririrkuhire, mentions two distinct places so denominated in that 
county, one adjoining to Miton Field, which under the title of the 
Mauour of Hethcote was granted by Walter Power to the Collegiate 
Church of Warwick in 2 Henry IV. ; the other in the parish of 
Wasperton, which had been the property of the monks of Coventry, 
but which passed to the Lucys of Charlecote, and after having been 
given by them some time afterwards to the little Monastery of 
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Thelesford, was, at the dissolution of that house, granted to Thomas 
Ardern and William Walter and to the heirs of William Walter, 
whose posterity still retained it when Dugdale wrote. 

Whether any of the existing families of Heathcote derive their 
name from either of these Warwickshire localities, it is impossible 
to say; but in the case of three other places called Hethcote, one 
of which lies in the parish of Gresley, a second in that of Stapenhill, 
and the third in that of Hartington, all in the county of Derby, the 
claim to have furnished the surname to the greater number of the 
families who at present are known by it, is considerably stronger, for 
at an early period we find frequent mention of persons called Hethcote 
or de Hethcote in the surrounding district, and by the end of the 
fifteenth century the clan, which had spread throughout the Peak as 
well as in other parts of the county, had established itself in and 
about the town of Chesterfield, where for many generations a consider- 
able branch, whose pedigree can be traced with certainty from that 
time to the present, flourished in the respectable trade of braziers 
and bellfounders, taking a leading position there from the date of 
the earliest mention of their name in connection with the place. 

Before coming to more exact history, a tradition, for which I am 
not in a position to offer the smallest authority, has something to say 
as to the origin of the family. It relates, as it has been communicated 
to me by a member of the Chesterfield branch to which I have just 
referred, that " Thorkell (a brother of Canute) landed in the Wash 
and took up his quarters on an island in Whittlesea Mere, where he 
ravaged the district, until Canute gave him a post as Commander of 
ThorkelFs host : he married a Saxon Hedcota, whence the family 
name " ; and further that " the crest and arms borne by the family 
were originally granted by Richard I. to a Hedcota who distinguished 
himself at the siege and capture of Acre [1191]." 

Of these interesting persons it would be a satisfaction to learn 
more, but at the present moment it is all I have ever heard of them. 

In the time of Edward the Confessor, Hedcote (in Gresley) was 
held with Drakelow by Elric ; after the Conquest he was succeeded 
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by Nigel de Stafford, the ancestor of the Gresleys, by which family 
the manor was held, and of whom it has been supposed the Heathcotes 
were sub-tenants. Afterwards it seems to have been held in mortmain; 
feudal records, however, contain little mention of it, although Hethcote 
in early times was a place of some importance, possessing a chapel 
which William I. gave to Burton Abbey, as appears by the confirmation 
of Pope Lucius.* 

In the reign of Edward I. there was a manor of Heathcote-Ward 
in the parish of Stapenhill, which, with Newhall and Stanton- Ward, 
belonged to the family of Ward ; this, partly by inheritance, partly 
by purchase, became the property of one of the Earls Stanhope, and 
was eventually sold by him in parcels. 

Heathcote in Hartington is a hamlet or village in that parish, 
and in early times was given by the Ferrars family to the monks of 
Gerondon, who, at the beginning of Edward I.'s reign, had held it 
for forty years. In Lyson's Derbyshire it is said to be the property 
of the Duke of Devonshire. 

The first person bearing the surname that I have come across is 
a certain Godfrey de Hetcota, who got into trouble in the twelfth 
year of Henry II. [11 60], as appears by a Pipe Roll of that year, 
and it is interesting to note that his Christian name is one which 
long afterwards became especially characteristic of the Chesterfield 
branch of the family, no single generation from 1558 to the present 
time being without a son so named. 

" The twelfth year of Henry II. is an important era in the 
development of English legal procedure. It is the year of the Assize 
of Clarendon, the edict by which the king made his first and most 
memorable attempt to set the criminal jurisdiction of the crown upon 
a popular basis, and at the same time to apply the proceeds of such 
jurisdiction directly to the improvement of the revenue. . . . The 
chattels of the culprits taken under the new procedure were forfeit 
to the king; the Pipe Rolls record the sums accounted for by the 
sheriffs on this head in each county. . . . But not only the chattels,

In the year 1848 Mr. Joseph Hunter, the well known antiquary, 
then Deputy Keeper of the Records, in arranging the documents 
relating to the affairs of the Royal Mint and Exchange in the Tower, 
which up to that time had been inaccessible on account of the confusion 
into which they had been suffered to fall, became acquainted w r ith the 
fact that during the first four years of the reign of Henry IV., the 
office of Gustos Cambii, or Keeper of the King's Exchanges at London 
and Canterbury, which was the highest in that department of the 
public service, was held by a Robert Hethcote, armiger. In the fifth 
year he was dead, and an account was rendered by his executors, 
Robert Rokell, William Hethcote, and Robert Cotton, draper. The 
office which he held was, as Mr. Hunter says, "one of great public 
importance and of high trust, and, I suppose, dignity"; and in further 
commenting on his discovery, though he failed to trace his name in 
any other public document of the time, he makes this observation : — 
" Considering that the surname is one of a class which seems to bind 
together, as in one family, all who inherit the name, it is a reasonably 
fair presumption that he was a member of the Derbyshire family of the 
name, though it may be utterly impossible to show with precision his 
place in any pedigree of them." A quarter of a century after these 
remarks were made, the will of this same Robert Hethcote, written in 
Norman-French, and dated 24 December, 5 Henry IV.,t came to light 
at Somerset House, and from it we are able to confirm Mr. Hunter's

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suggestion of a connection with Derbyshire, for in it he leaves 
61. 13s. 4d. to the sustentation of the church of Tyswall for the souls 
of his father and himself, although he was himself of Essex, and 
desires to be buried at Rochford in that county. His mother was still 
living, but had remarried Robert Waterton, who is called in the will 
" father," and three brothers Elys are also named : these were his 
half-brothers, as is clear from a comparison of the will with the 
Visitation of Yorkshire of 1584, and Foster's Yorkshire Pedigrees, 
which proves that his mother must have married three times. There 
seems to be an uncertainty as to her Christian name, which was either 
Joane or Elizabeth, but she appears to have been a daughter of Sir 

John Savile, by Isabel Eland, and widow of Elys when she 

married Robert Waterton, and, further, to have had a sister Jane, 
the second wife of John Wortley, who had a daughter Anne, evidently 
the person referred to in the will as Anne Wortle. Robert Hethcote's 
wife was already dead, and there is nothing to indicate who she was, 
but a brother George, at school, and three sisters, Hawys, Annys, and 
Moungomery, appear to have been her brother and sisters, and not 
Robert's own. He left, however, a son under sixteen, whose name is 
not given, and a sister, Margaret Rokell, who is left heir to his 
estate in the event of the son's death. The wills of both Robert 
Rokell, who died in 1421, and Margaret, his wife, who died in 1427, 
are extant, but they do not mention Robert Hethcote's son, or 
throw any further light on his pedigree. It is evident from the 
legacies under the will, which are numerous and valuable, as well as 
from his connection with such families as Savile and Waterton, from 
his important official position and intimate connection with the house- 
hold of his " much honoured lady the Countess of Hereford," who was 
the king's mother-in-law, and from the fact of his bequeathing his 
sword and collar to the king, that he must have been a person of 
station and consideration at that time. 

There is also a further interest attaching to him, in that he is the 
first person of the name of Hethcote who is known to have borne a 
coat of arms — for he describes himself as armiger, and his will is

given under his seal of arms. It would be most interesting if the 
impression of that seal was still in existence — but the will at the 
Prerogative Court of Canterbury is only a transcript, and we are left 
in complete ignorance of the heraldic insignia used by the first man 
of the name who stands out with any degree of historic clearness. 

Conjecture, however, has not been wanting, and an ingenious 
suggestion, coming as it does from so sagacious an antiquary as 
Mr. Joseph Hunter, is worthy of consideration, though when he made 
it he was careful to guard himself from being supposed to advance 
it in any other light than as a supposition. " But now for the 
conjecture," he writes, " and as a conjecture only I wish it to be 
entertained. I have often adverted to the singularity and indeed the 
beauty of the heraldic device borne by the family ; but particularly 
to the singularity, as I know of no other device which can be said 
to resemble it.* It now strikes me as possible that the pomies 
with the gold cross are three coins, or, if not coins, counters, such as 
were used to facilitate calculation in early times, and that the figure 
has allusion to the office which this Robert Hethcote held, which 
necessarily occasioned that he would have much to do with coins and 
calculation. I ought to say that I have no information respecting any 
grant of the coat by the heralds, and therefore think it probable that 
it was used before the period when such grants began to be made."t 

Another interesting fact connected with the Heathcote family is 
the appearance of the name of Hethcote, close to that of John de 
Rotherham, as an archer in Philip Leche's retinue at the battle of 
Agincourt [1415]. J 

I know of no further record of the name for about half a century, 
when, in 1464, a Ralph Heicote or Heithcote is collated to a prebendal 
stall at Lichfield, § moved to other stalls in 1473 and 1481, and in the

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last named year, unless this refers to a namesake, admitted Chancellor 
of Hereford, which office he held till 1487, either dying in that year 
or else resigning the appointment. It is possible that he may be 
the person referred to in the following extract from " Issues of the 
Exchequer *— Roll of Accounts— Easter, 5 Edw. IV. [1465]. To 
William Rogers of Seme, and David Colinley, valets of the king's 
chamber, as a reward for the cause aforesaid, paid to the hands of 
Edmund Glace, receiving the money from Lord Randolph Hethcote, 
6/. 13s. 4d" — where it seems as if the name must be a mistranslation 
of Dominus Radulphus Hethcote, which would be more correctly 
rendered, Sir Ralph Hethcote, giving him the usual title of a priest 
in those times. The " cause aforesaid " was for " costs and expenses 
incurred upon taking Henry of Windsor late de facto et non de jure 
king of England." 

There was also at the same period a Ralph Hethcott, master of 
the College of St. Laurence Pountney in 1481, resigned 1488; and 
a rector of St. Leonard's, Colchester, in Essex, of the same name, 
1481, resigned 1482 t; and among the wills in the Prerogative Court 
of Canterbury there is one of Rauffe Hethecote, clerk, of Bustellisham 
Priory, proved 25 November, 1499, which, however, contains nothing 
that can throw any light upon his history or family descent.

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CHAPTER II. 
THE HEATHCOTES OF CHESTERFIELD.

As early as the reign of Edward IV. tlie name of Hethcote appears 
in Chesterfield records, as in the 10th of that reign [1470] John 
Hethcote of Chesterfield, mercer, granted land to William Withil of 
Brampton, smith; and in 19 Edward IV. [1480], at the time of 
Grisop's composition, was a Capital Burgess: his name also appears 
as attesting charters, either alone or in company with Ralf Hethcote, 
as late as 3 Henry VIII. [1512]. 

From this period the family appears to have taken a leading 
position in that town ; and what renders it most probable that they 
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had come from the Peak district, and were connected especially with 
Tideswell, is the fact that in early Chesterfield records they are 
almost always associated with the family of Foljambe, not merely as 
witnesses, but in matters of trust. There is an important charter of 
17 Henry VII. [1502] (Hardwick Charters), in which Henry Foljambe, 
then Lord of Walton, appears to act as Trustee for the Hethcote 
family. In this deed Richard Hethcote is described as Alderman, 
that is, Mayor of Chesterfield, and in the same year he attested a 
charter to which Ralf Hethcote, potter, and John Hethcote, mercer, 
both also of Chesterfield, were witnesses. On St. John the Baptist's 
Day, 20 Edward IV. [1480], Richard Hethcote gave forty marks to 
Thomas Hampton, of Leicester, and James Hethcote, sen., for one 
messuage, eight acres of land, nine acres of pasture, in Chesterfield, 
Tapton, and Newbold; and at Michaelmas, 23 Henry VII. [1507], 
bought land at Buxton of Thomas Twell and Margaret his wife. In 
14 Henry VIL, Richard Hethcote, of Chesterfield, potter, granted land 
to Nicholas Skynn and Margery his wife (his daughter). His will 
is dated 15 January, 9 Henry VIII. [1518], and in it he styles himself 
brazier ; he mentions his brother Ralf Hethcote, bellfounder, his 
nephew Sir Richard Hethcote, his servant Margery Hethcote, leaves 
money for yearly obits to Buxtonford Chapel in the Peak and to the 
Town house Chapel in the Peak, for the souls of himself and of 
Isabella and Alice his wives, and for Thomas and Rose his parents, 
and also mentions his daughters, Margaret Skynn and Johanna 
Roderham (Foljambe MSS.). This will at least points to his origin 
from one of the Peak families, and Mr. Joseph Hunter says it is quite 
clear that Ralph Hethcote, the bellfounder, founded a chantry at 
Charlesworth, in the parish of Glossop, the most northern parish in 
Derbyshire, and that this fact raises a very strong presumption that 
Charlesworth was his birthplace.* 

In the Dronfield Guild Rolls the name of Hethcote is associated 
again with that of Foljambe. Several rolls are signed by Henry

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Foljambe and Ralf Hethcote ; John Hethcote and James are also 
mentioned.* 

It is, however, extremely difficult to disentangle the various 
members of the family in these early times ; they were fond of 
repeating a limited number of Christian names, of which Ralph 
appears to have been an especial favourite with all branches. Besides 
Ralph, the bellfounder, there was at the same time in Chesterfield 
another Ralph, a butcher, for they both act as witnesses to the same 
deed, dated 8 Henry VIII. [1516]. About twenty years later there 
is a will of a Sir Rauff Hethcott, a priest, of Wyllerley, in the south 
of the county, who, however, from the numerous legacies to churches 
in that neighbourhood, may have drawn his origin from Hethcote in 
Gresley; he, too, mentions a brother Richard, whose first wife's name 
was Isabel, but who appears to have been distinct from Richard, the 

Alderman. t 

In 2 Henry VII., Richard Hethcote was associated with John 
Tomson in a trusteeship. This John Tomson was, no doubt, the 
brazier of Chesterfield, whose two daughters, Ellen and Elizabeth, 
married respectively Ralph Hethcote the bellfounder and James 
Hethcote. Whether there was any relationship between Ralph and 
James is not known, though there are not wanting slight indications, 
which will be referred to later on, which suggest that they were not 
nearly, if at all connected. Ralph, who married Ellen Tomson (not 
Elizabeth, as has been sometimes stated), was the undoubted founder 
of the line of Heathcotes, who for several generations were established 
at Chesterfield as braziers and bellfounders, and whose descendants, 
still existing, though I am not aware whether any of them remain at 
Chesterfield, claim to be the senior line of the family. There is no 
doubt that this family of Heathcote is the one that can trace its 
pedigree further back than any other. Up to the present time, how- 
ever, no proof has been forthcoming that the Heathcotes of Brampton,

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now represented by the Earl of Ancaster, and the Heathcotes of 
Hursley, are connected with them, and, indeed, when we come to these 
branches of the family, reasons will be given for supposing that they 
form an independent line. 

John Tomson, whose will is dated October 7, 149G, left his wife 
Elyn and his son Raufe Hethecot executors, and in it he also mentions 
the four children of James * Hethecot and his daughter Elizabeth, 
namely, John, Henry, William, and Elyn, all then under twenty and 
unmarried. 

Ralph Hethcote the bellfounder was Alderman of Chesterfield and 
a considerable tradesman there, as his descendant Dr. Ralph Heathcote 
observes in the account of himself and his family which is given in 
Nichol's History of Leicestershire, and as appears in the following 
extract from a letter by Mr. Joseph Hunter : — " I lately discovered 
the name of Ralph Hethcot, the bellfounder, at the head of a list of 
gentlemen of Scarsdale who advanced loan money to the king, early 
in the reign of Henry VIII. The sum advanced by him was 53s. 4d. 9 
few other persons in the list advancing more than 40s., and only six 
persons in the whole Hundred advancing more than his four marks, 
viz., Foljambe, Varley, Revel, Mering, Leke, and Eyre. So it is clear 
that he was one of the more substantial people of the county." t 
By his wife Ellen Tomson, Ralph, the bellfounder, left a family of ten 
children. His will is dated 1502, the inventory 1525. His son John 
is left one of the executors, but not otherwise named ; the rest of the 
sons are mentioned in the following order, William, Thomas, George, 
Rowland, and Ralph, and his four daughters Christian, Johan, Anne, 
and Margot. 

It seems plain that most of Ralph's sons were quite young when 
he made his will, for in it he especially makes this provision, that

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" if any of my sormes wyll be a priest, I wyll that he be sent to the 
schole till he be able, and then his part of land to be divided among 
the other "; and it is possible that his first-named son availed himself 
of this permission, and was the Sir William Heathcott, sometimes 
called vicar, but more correctly one of the Stipendiary Priests of 
Chesterfield, whose will, dated 1 November, 1558, and proved 4 April, 
1559, makes mention of his brother Thomas Heathcott and his godson 
and " nevie " George Heathcott. To this William his father left his 
workshop and tools, and on the strength of this bequest Mr. Jewitt 
has concluded that he succeeded to his business, though he seems to 
know nothing further of him as a bellfounder. To Thomas, a house 
and land at Tapton in Chesterfield were left, and he may perhaps be 
the Thomas Hethcote to whose widow Elizabeth administration was 
granted 15 September, 1558, but if so, another origin must be sought 
for the Stipendiary Priest William, who speaks of his brother Thomas 
as living on 1 November, in that year. James Hethcote's son William 
may in that case have been the priest, and some considerations are 
offered in Chapter III, based upon the occurrence of some of the 
more uncommon Christian names, which render it not impossible that 
besides James' four children, who are named by their grandfather 
John Torason, there may have been a younger one named Thomas, 
born after the date of the will, and it may be observed that as the 
man suggested for identification with this Thomas had an eldest son 
named George, there would also in this case be an uncle and "nevie" 
of the right names to fit in with the priest's will. 

To his fourth son Rowland, the bellfounder left two shops and land 
in Chesterfield ; and to the youngest, Ralph, " Broadmeadow House 
Close and ground that butts on the water of Rodder," while the four 
daughters had ten marks apiece, but nothing further is known of any 
of these children. 

Mr. Jewitt, however, besides making William a bellfounder on 
insufficient evidence, has done the same for his brother Ralph, 
apparently in consequence of a confusion between father and son. 
Though Ralph the father's will was dated 1502, the inventory of his 
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goods does not appear to have been taken till 1 525, when he probably 
died ; but this inventory is attributed to the son, and his death 
assumed in that year. A release from Ralph Heathcote, bellfounder, 
to his son Qeorge Heathcote, of houses and lands in Chesterfield and 
Tapton in 1524 is also attributed to the son instead of the father. 
I have already pointed out reason for concluding that the children of 
Ralph the bellfounder were young when be made his will in 1502, 
and it is extremely unlikely that his youngest son Ralph, to whom 
his father did not leave the bellfounding business, should have taken 
the lead of all his brothers as one of the chief people in the district 
early in the reign of Henry VIII, have become a bellfounder as well 
as his brother George, risen 
to be alderman in 1513, as 
appears by the list of mayora 
given in the Feudal History 
of Derbyshire, and had a son 
old enough in 1524 to join 
with him in a legal transac- 
tion. Nothing is known of 
the younger Ralph as a bell- 
founder, but a mark of great 
rarity, which appears on the 
fifth bell at Matlock, one of 
the oldest as well as most 
interesting bells in the county, may, perhaps, belong to his father, 
and is given in the illustration in the margin.* 

There is no doubt that George Heathcote, the third son mentioned 
in his father Ralph's will, was a bellfounder, for in bis will dated 
4 August, 1558, be says, "I give and bequethe to Raffe Hethcott my 
sonne and Heyre all my lands and also I bequethe to the same Raffe 
my sonne all my moldes and Towles, all Brass and Bell metell and 
all other things in my workhowse apperteyning to my Occupation for

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and in recompence of a certaine summe of moneye which I the Baid 
George doe owe unto him." To this George, who was probably 
Alderman of Chesterfield in 1545, 
Mr. Jewitt attributes the founder's 
mark given here, and he observes 
that nearly all the marks which he 
assigns to the Heathcotes bear the 
fylfot cross as a prominent part of 
their design, a cross of a peculiar 
squared form, which one cannot fail 
to observe would, by a slight modifi- 
cation, assume the appearance of the 
pomy with its gold cross, as borne 
in the traditional coat of arms of 
the family. His wife's name was Margaret, and to her he left his 
dwelling house at Saltergate-head ; and besides Ralph and two 
daughters who were already married when he made his will, he left 
four unmarried sons, George, John, Thomas, and William, and two 
daughters also unmarried, named Alice and Mary, the latter of whom 
afterwards married Thomas Barker. The elder daughters, whose 
names are not mentioned, married respectively John Ashe and John 
Cleworth, and each left children. 

The second of his sons, George, was a draper in Chesterfield, as 
appears from a release of a messuage in Saltergate from " George 
Heathcote of Chesterfield, Draper, to Ralph Heathcote of ye same 
place, Brazier, his brother," dated 1567. He is mentioned in his 
brother Ralph's will as living 1576-7, but beyond that, nothing certain 
is known of him, though an interest attaches to his name from the fact 
of his having been assumed, upon no evidence whatever, to be the 
ancestor of the Brampton Heathcotes. It is likely enough that he was 
the George Heathcote who married Elizabeth Blackwell at Chesterfield 
in 1562, and who was, with little doubt, the father of four children, 
Mary, Anne, George, and John, the eldest of whom was born the 
following year ; but beyond the fact that one of those children was 
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named George, there is really nothing to suggest any connection with 
George Heathcote of Brampton, and it is far more probable that a man 
of the same name, living in Chesterfield, whose trade of weaver and 
haberdasher offers a more likely connection with the draper before 
him, and who appears to have died in 1 621 , having married and had 
three daughters, was the son in question. It must be remembered 
that though Brampton was closely connected with Chesterfield in 
certain ways, it had an ancient church of its own, and, no doubt, its 
own registers, though the existing ones do not go back to such an 
early date as those of Chesterfield. It is not to be expected, therefore, 
that the names of residents in Brampton would appear, except occa- 
sionally, in the Chesterfield registers, and as we know from other 
sources that there was at thiB date a George Heathcote, the son of a 
Thomas Heathcote, who had property at Lodes, in Brampton, it is 
more reasonable to suppose that he was the ancestor of the Brampton 
branch, who continued for several generations to hold land at that 
very spot. A pedigree of the probable line of descent from George 
Heathcote and Elizabeth Blackwell is given in the Appendix, as far 
down as the first quarter of the eighteenth century, but no attempt 
has been made to trace it beyond that time. It is possible that there 
may be descendants of this line still existing.* 

Of the other children of George and Margaret, very little further 
is known. John is not mentioned in his brother Ralph's will in 
1576-7 ; Thomas and William are named, the first as at that time 
" of London." Of the daughter Alice there is no mention. Mary 
married Thomas Barker, and is referred to, together with her husband, 
by her brother Ralph. 

Ralph Heathcote, the eldest son of George and 
Margaret, was, like his father and grandfather, 
a brazier and bellfounder, and to him Mr. Jewitt 
attributes the founder's mark containing the 
initials R. H., with a crown above, but without 
the fylfot cross. His will is dated 23 March, 
157C-7, and he was buried at Chesterfield the 31st

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March following, when he is styled " bellfounder." He leaves his 
son Godfrey executor, mentions his daughters, Elizabeth, married to 
Rychard Woodward, and Margaret; his brothers, William, Thomas 
of London, and George; his sister Mary and her husband, Thomas 
Barker; his brother-in-law, John Cleworthe ; his godsons, George 
Hethcote, Ralph Hadfelde, Ralphe Ashe, Ralph Cleworthe, and later 
on in the will, Thomas Foorthe, brother to Richard Foorthe ; and 
appoints as one of the supervisors of his will, Alexander Hadfelde 
of Shyregrene. He does not name any of his sons except Godfrey, 
but mentions the " residue of his sonnes " when they attain twenty- 
one, nor does he mention his wife. The names of his sons besides (1) 
Godfrey, the eldest, were (2) George ; (3) Thomas ; (4) John, baptized 
1569, buried 1572; (5) Francis; (6) William, baptized October, buried 
November 14, 1574. There was also a Ralph Heathcott, son of Ralph 
Heathcott of Chesterfield, baptized 4 March, 1563, who may have been 
another son, but who is not referred to by any of his brothers, and of 
whom nothing further is known. 

George, the second son of Ralph, baptized 6 July, 1561, was a 
butcher, and lived to a great age. It is probable that he was the 
George Heathcote who married Joanna Crosbie, 14 July, 1594, as his 
wife Joanna is left executor to his will ; but he appears to have left no 
children. He is mentioned in the wills of his brother Francis in 1619, 
and Godfrey in 1638. His own will, dated 1640, and proved 1650, 
mentions the fact that he is " ould," and besides naming his brother, 
Mr. Godfrey Heathcote, Bellfounder, speaks of Godfrey's son Ralph ; 
Ralph's two children, Godfrey, and Dorothy Nodder ; and a nephew, 
William Stanner; his brother-in-law, John Lowe, and others. 

Of Thomas, the third son of Ralph, baptized July, 1566, nothing 
further is known except that he had a son Francis, mentioned in his 
brother Godfrey's will in 1 638. 

Francis, the remaining son, baptized 10 October, 1570, was a more 
prominent person in Chesterfield, as he was Chamberlain in 1603, 
Burgess in 1609, one of the Six Brethren in 1612, and when he died 
in 1619 left certain charitable bequests to the town, which are entered 

c 2 
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in the parish register on the occasion of his burial.* He married, 
January 22, 1604-5, Jane Renshaw, who died only a month before him. 
In his will, dated 13 April, 1619, he mentions no children, but many 
years afterwards his brother Godfrey leaves a legacy to " Dorothy, the 
daughter of my brother Francis." Besides his brothers, Godfrey, 
George, and Thomas, and his sister Margaret, who had married in 
December, 1589, Anthony Tupman, referred to as "brother Tupman," 
he mentions "any uncle or aunt's child or children at Ecclesfield." 
The Registers of the parish of Ecclesfield have been published, and the 
only name which occurs there with any degree of frequency, and which 
seems connected with the Heathcotes, is that of the family of Alexander 
Hadfelde of Shiregreen, who was one of the supervisors of Ralph 
Heathcote's will, and whose son, Ralph Hadfelde, was his godson, and 
is mentioned in his will, together with three other godchildren, who 
were certainly his nephews. There were two Alexander Hadfeldes at 
that date who were kinsmen, and it seems quite possible that Ralph 
Heathcote the bellfounder married a sister of one of them, and that 
in this way there may have been " uncle or aunt's children at Eccles- 
field." Francis Heathcote also left a bequest to " George Heathcote's 
wife, my aunt"; the wording is peculiar, as if he wished to emphasize 
the fact that the wife was his aunt and not the husband his uncle. At 
the same time, though he may be referring to some other George 
Heathcote, he had, of course, an uncle of that name, who probably 
married, as has been observed above, Elizabeth Blackwell. She 
appears to have died in 1601-2, and in 1605 he married, as his second 
wife, a widow named Bennetta Wakefield, who would be the person 
referred to by Francis, and may have been his mother's sister. John 
Heathcote, the tanner, who was almost certainly identical with John 
the son of George and Elizabeth, calls this same person his " mother- 
in-law," by which, according to the common practice of the time, he 
no doubt means his step-mother — "my mother-in-law, Benet Heath- 

• April, 1619. Franciscus Heathcott qui vicario de Chesterfielde et successoribus suis vice*» per 
anfiu quadraginta sollidos in ppetuum dedit ac pariter paupibus ibidem annuatim tres libras in Ppetutn 
atq. pyramoli ecclesiac quadraginta sollidos annuatim in ppetum ultimo testamento Hberrime dedit, 
scpultus erat xvij. 
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cote, and her daughter, Anne Wakefield" (Will, 1611). John and 
Francis would have been first cousins, and were without doubt 
intimate, as Francis in his will leaves a bequest to William, son of 
John Heathcote deceased.* 

Godfrey Heathcote, the eldest son of Ralph, 
was baptized 21 March, 1558-9, and was like 
his ancestors a brazier and bellfounder, and 
became an important person in Chesterfield, of 
which place he was, according to Mr. Yeatman, 
five times mayor.t To him Mr. Jewitt assigns 
the simple shield with the initials G.H. and the 
fylfot cross below given here, as his founder's 
mark. He also seems to have placed the 
inscription "Gloria in Excelsis Deo" on his 
bells, and to have inserted the fylfot cross within the first letter G. { 
The third bell at Barlborough appears to have been of his casting, 
and to have both these marks. He married three times, and by his 
first wife Anne, who died in 1605, left several children. His second 
wife, to whom he was married in 1605, was Anne Allen, widow of 
David Allen, a surgeon in Chesterfield ; his third wife was Frances 
Crawshawe, who was named in his will in 1638, and who died in 1649, 
and to her he was married in 1625 when he was mayor of Chesterfield, 
as is expressly mentioned in the register, but by neither of these wives 
did he leave any children. By his first wife Anne he had two sons, 
Godfrey and Ralph, and two daughters, Frances and Anne, possibly 
also " John son of Godfrey Heathcott," who was buried 1 August, 
1581, and " Elizabeth daughter of Godfrey Heathcott," who was

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baptized 17 April, 1584, may also have been his children, but, if so, 
probably Elizabeth died young, as she is not mentioned in his will. 

Godfrey, the eldest son, was living in 1628, at which date there is 
a conveyance of house and lands in Whittington, from William Cooper 
of Mosboro', to " Godfrey Heathcotte, senr., of Chesterfield, co. Derby, 
Bellfounder, and Godfrey Heathcotte, junr., his heir," but he is not 
mentioned in his father's will, and has been supposed to be the eldest 
son mentioned by Dr. Ralph Heathcote in his account of his family 
given in Nichol's History of Leicestershire, as "a fine gentleman of 
the times, who in the civil wars of the last century, while his family 
continued loyal, became a Cromwellian ; and as tradition reports, 
contrived to get his father proscribed and imprisoned, for the sake of 
prematurely possessing " the landed property of the house. It must, 
however, be observed that if this man was the Cromwellian, he must 
have caused his father's imprisonment at a very early stage of the 
Civil War, which only broke out in 1642, the year before his father 
died, and it is more probable that the discreditable action should be 
transferred to the next generation, even though Dr. Ralph positively 
asserts the relationship as given above, in a note, where he says, " In 
my possession is a receipt to his father for two pounds lent to King 
Charles I., dated 21 Feb., 1626, in form following : ' Scarsdale in 
com. Derbie — Received the day and year above written of Godfrey 
Heathcote of Chesterfield, in the county of Derbie, gent., the some of 
two pounds, which the sayd Godfrey Heathcote hath lent unto the 
King's most Excellent Majestie ; I say, received to his Majesty's use 
the sayd some of 21. by me, Adam Eyre, collector.' " 

It must be noticed that Dr. Ralph Heathcote undoubtedly omits 
a generation in the pedigree given in Nichol's Leicestershire^ making 
Ralph the Rector of Staveley, son, instead of grandson, of Godfrey 
the bellfounder. I have little doubt that the Cromwellian was 
Godfrey, half-brother of Ralph the Rector of Staveley, and therefore 
son of the omitted Ralph by his first wife Katherine, and that it 
was this Ralph, not Godfrey the bellfounder, who was imprisoned 
for his loyalty. 
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Godfrey, the eldest son of Godfrey the bellfounder, probably died 
in his father's lifetime, which would account for the omission of his 
name in his father's will, and he may very likely be the " Godfrey 
Heathcote, swordslifer," * who is mentioned in the register as having 
been buried in 1635. The Bellfounder's will is witnessed in 1638 by 
a Godfrey Heathcote, but this may very well have been the grandson, 
even though his name also is omitted in the body of the will, for, as 
his father's eldest son, he may have been sufficiently provided for — 
his sister Dorothy and his half-brother Ralph are both mentioned by 
their grandfather. Young Godfrey afterwards married into the 
Puritan family of Stacey, which still more strengthens the supposition 
that he was the precious rascal who respected neither his father nor 
his king. 

Of Godfrey the bellfounder's other children, Frances, baptized 
February, 1597-8, married June, 1615, Thomas Higgins, and left 
three children mentioned in their grandfather's will ; and Anne, 
baptized September, 1599, married in 1619 Godfrey Hill, and left one 
daughter also mentioned by her grandfather. His will dated 17 May, 
1638, was proved 6 June, 1643, his burial having taken place on 
18 May of the same year. 




Ralph Heathcote, second but eldest surviv- 
ing son of Godfrey the bellfounder, and sole 
executor to his will, was baptized 27 May, 1592, 
and, according to Mr. Jewitt, was, like his father, 
a bellfounder. To him he assigns as a founder's 
mark a plain shield similar to the one used by 
his father, with his initials and the fylfot cross. t 
He was twice married, first, to Katherine, who

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died in 1630, and was buried on 1 May, together with a son ; and 
secondly, to Mary Brailsford of Ankerbold, in Northwingfield, who 
died in 1654.* By his first wife he had, it is probable, two children, 
Frances and Elizabeth, who died young, and a third, John, born in 
1622, whose burial is not recorded in the register, and who may 
perhaps have been the son buried with his mother, as it is certain 
he did not live to man's estate.

III. Ralph Heathcote, the only son of Ralph by his second wife 
Mary Brailsford, baptized 11 April, 1633; he was of Magdalen 
College, Cambridge, where he took his degree of B. A. 1654-5, 
M.A. 1GC2; and to him his grandfather Godfrey left land in Newbould 
at Chesterfield in 163S. He was Rector of Staveley in 1662, and died 
there in 1715, his will being dated the same year. He married three 
times, and left an only son, Ralph, by his first wife, Grace Bateman 
of Hartington, to whom he was married in 1663, and who died in 
1674. His second wife was Abigail, daughter of Richard Hall of 
Dronfield, co. Derby, to whom he was married 20 January, 1675-6,

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Ralph Heathcote, the only child of Ralph and Grace, was baptized 
at Staveley 3 November, 1664, and was of Christ's College, Cambridge, 
where he took his degree of B.A. in 1684 and M.A. 1688.

Derby, 
1696, and Rector of Morton, co. Derby, 1710. His will is dated 1738, 
in which year he died. He married in 1695 Elizabeth, daughter and 
heiress of James West of Aston, in the county of York, who was 
born 1662 and died at Morton 15 January, 1747, her will being dated 
1745.

He was Rector of Sawtry, 
Vicar of Sileby, and Vicar-general of the Collegiate Church of South- 
well, and was a controversial writer of some note in his day. There 
is a life of him in Cunningham's Lives of Eminent Englishmen, and 
he also wrote an account of himself and his family, which is printed 
in Nichol's History of Leicestershire. He married, 1750, Margaret, 
daughter and coheiress of Rev. William Mompeseon, Vicar of Mansfield, 
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by Elizabeth, daughter of John Chapel of Mansfield -Woodhouse ; and 
by her, who was born 1723, and died 1790, he had two sons, Ralph 
and Godfrey. In 1753 he was appointed by Dr. Warburton assistant 
preacher at Lincoln's Inn.

Ralph Heathcote, the eldest son of Dr. Ralph and Margaret, 
was of Christ Church, Oxford, where he matriculated 17 February, 
1769, aged seventeen, B.A. 1772, M.A. 1775, and was of Lincoln's 
Inn. To him his father left lands in Nottinghamshire, which came 
from the Mompesson family. He was Minister Plenipotentiary to 
the Elector of Cologne and Landgrave of Hesse-Cassel in 1796, and 
married a German lady, whose Christian name was Antoinetta, and 
who is referred to in the will of Mrs. Anne Mompesson in 1798 as 
"My niece Heathcote of Bonn." He died 15 January, 1801, at

Tub first person of the name of Heathcote who is known to have 
been connected with the parish of Brampton, is a Thomas Ileathcott, 
of Chesterfield, whose will ia dated 12 November, 1558, and proved 
16 November, 1559.* In the inventory of his goods, taken 4 June, 
1 Elizabeth [1559], he is called " Bocher," but lie was evidently a 
man of substance, holding a position which wonld \te more aptly 
described as grazier, and, besides disposing of other property, bequeaths 
lands and tenements at " the Loodes, pysbe of Branton," to his sons 
George and Ralph, with remainder, after Ralph's death, first to the

sons of George, and in default of issue by him, to the sons of Ralph. 
Forty years after this we find George Heathcote the elder and George 
Heathcote the younger, both of Brampton.* In 1601 administration 
is granted to Anne, widow of George Heathcote of Brampton ; and 
in 1609, Agnes, who was also widow of a George Heathcote, describes 
herself in her will as of Lodes, in Brampton. If Anne and Agnes 
are distinct persons, their husbands are, no doubt, the George Heath- 
cotes, elder and younger; but it has been suggested to me by Mr. 
Pym Yeatman that, as Anne and Agnes are often considered to be the 
same name, there is probably only one George referred to here, who 
no doubt died in 1601, and was George Heathcote the elder. George 
and Agnes were undoubtedly the parents of George who bought 
Cutthorpe, who would be George Heathcote the younger, and also of 
Gilbert, who became the ancestor of the Heathcotes of Normanton and 
Hursley; and though positive proof of the descent from Thomas of 
Chesterfield may be wanting, there can be little question that the 
Heathcotes of Brampton should trace their origin to him. 

It has generally been assumed that Ralph the bellfounder, the 
head of the family which continued to reside at Chesterfield for so 
long, and whose line has been traced in the preceding chapter, was 
the ancestor of the Heathcotes of Brampton. No proof, however, of 
any connection has ever been produced, and from the will of this 
Thomas it would seem that if there was any, it could only have been 
a distant one, as in appointing three supervisors, one of whom is 
" Raphe Heathcott, belfound r ," he describes them as his " welbeloved 
friendes," and this at an age when even remote kinsmen were more 
often claimed as "cozens," than relations designated as friends. 
Thomas left a widow, Mary, who, with her sons George and Ralph, 
were appointed executors, and besides these two sons, six other 
children, John, James, Elizabeth, Alice, Henry, and Rolwrt, and

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desired to be buried in Chesterfield Church. It is uncertain when he 
himself died, as his name does not appear in the parish register, but 
as the earliest existing entry there is dated 17 November, 1558, I am 
disposed to think that he died immediately after the date of his will, 
12 November, 1558, as it seems unlikely that a person of position in 
the town, as he evidently was, who desired to be buried within the 
Parish Church, should have been omitted from a register which was 
apparently kept at that date with great care ; and in support of this 
conjecture it may be observed that there is an entry in the Act Book 
of an administration of Thomas Heathcote of Chesterfield, granted to 
Mary the relict, and George Heathcote the son, of the deceased, dated 
26 November, 1558, though the document itself is not extant, which 
most probably is a temporary administration prior to the probate of 
1559, belonging to the same person. His widow appears to have been 
buried at Chesterfield on 13 April, 1570, and administration of her 
effects was granted to her son Ralph on 26 April in the same year, 
as appears by an entry in the Act Book. 

It is not improbable that Thomas Heathcott may have been the 
son of James Hethcote, who married Elizabeth Tomson, the sister of 
Ellen Tomson, the wife of Ralph Hethcote the bellfounder; and though 
this can be considered only as a conjecture, there are not wanting 
indications in support of it. In the first place it may be observed 
that the four children of James and Elizabeth were all minors when 
they were mentioned by their grandfather, John Tomson, in 1496, 
and that therefore there is no impossibility involved in the supposition 
that another child may have been born afterwards. But a further 
hint is afforded by the occurrence of the two Christian names James 
and Henry, which never appear in the bellfounder's line, either in the 
parish register or in any of their wills. Among James's children there 
is a Henry, and among Thomas's both James and Henry. Now the 
name James occurs only twice in the Chesterfield Registers as a 
Heathcote Christian name, during the whole course of the sixteenth 
century, and in these two cases the persons so named are son and 
grandson of a Thomas Heathcote who cannot be identified with 
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anyone of that name in the bellfounder's line ; while the name Henry 
only appears once,* early in the seventeenth century, as the son of 
a George, who in the same way cannot be identified with the bell- 
founder's line, but who was, I believe, a certain George Heathcote, 
so called in the register, though noted as the illegitimate son of Ralph 
Heathcote, a butcher, who from his trade may not unreasonably be 
supposed to be the son of Thomas so named. 

There can be very little doubt, as I have said, that Thomas, who 
left land at Lodes in Brampton to his son George, was the ancestor 
of the Heathcotes of that place, and in further corroboration of this, 
the following fact is of interest. 

In the Library at Lambeth Palace t there is a letter dated 1 April, 
1574, written by Henrie Hethcote, captain of the ship Talbotte, to 
George Talbot, sixth Earl of Shrewsbury, whose property it was, 
upon business connected with the ship. Now we know from a paper 
in the handwriting of the first Sir William Heathcote of Hursley, that 
his great- great- grandfather, George Heathcote, who was the man 
whose wife's name was Agnes, and who it must be remembered 
possessed land at Lodes in Brampton, lessened his estate in con- 
sequence of entering into engagements for Gilbert, seventh Earl of 
Shrewsbury, with whom he was intimate, and who standing godfather 
to his third son Gilbert, thus brought that name into this branch of 
the family. If, as I am confident, George who married Agnes and was 
intimate with the seventh Earl of Shrewsbury, was either the son or 
the grandson of Thomas, there would be nothing improbable in tli3 
fact that Henry, who would be either his brother or liis uncle, was 
employed by the sixth Earl; and it is at least a significant circum- 
stance that George Heathcote, to whom his father Thomas left land at 

• In Mr. Pym Yeatman's extracts from the Chesterfield Registers, there is also a " Henry fil. 
Thomas, bapt. Jan., 1573," which does not occur in my copy; while I have a " Margreta fil. Thomas," 
baptized in the same month and year, which does not occur in his. Margaret was the daughter of 
Thomas Heathcote, the dyer, and is mentioned in his will, 1620 (see App. II., Ped. 3). If there is no 
mistake as to Henry, he must, almost certainly, have been a son of Thomas Heathcote, the mercer, and 
if so prob-ibly died young, as he is not mentioned in his father's will, 1604; but it is interesting to note 
that in this case he would be son of the same Thomas Heathcote, mentioned above who had a son and 
grandson both named James (see App. II., Ped. 2).

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Lodes in Brampton, had a brother named Henry, who would have been 
of suitable age for the employment in question, especially when we 
consider the extreme rarity of the name in the family at that date.* 

Of George Heathcote of Brampton, identical upon my supposition 
with the son of Thomas of that name, nothing further is known, 
except that administration was granted to his widow Anne,t on 6 
November, 1601 ; but it is interesting to note that the inventory of 
his goods taken 2 November in the same year is signed, among other 
persons, by Richard Senior, as it strengthens the supposition that 
there is only one George in question, who with very little doubt 
married Agnes, sister both of Richard Senior and also of Anthony 
Senior of Bridgetown, Darley, whose descendants, Anthony and 
Richard, are styled cousins by both her eldest son and her grandson. J 
Her will, dated 9 September, 1609, was proved 4 May, 1610, and in it 
she mentions her eldest son George, her younger sons Godfrey and 
Gilbert, and her daughters Dorothy and Catherine ; she describes 
herself as of Lodes in Brampton, widow ; desires to be buried in the 
Parish Church of Brampton ; appoints her two daughters executors, 
but makes no mention of lands or estates. No doubt the greater part 
of her husband's landed property descended to his son George, who 
in his will, dated 1625, mentions, besides other estates, " lands and 
tenements situate at Overloodes and Netherloodes in Brampton, which 
were George Heathcote my late father's." 

What became of Godfrey, the second son, is not known; he is 
not named in his brother George's will, nor are his sisters, Dorothy 
and Catherine. The third son, Gilbert, became the ancestor of the 
Heathcotes of Normanton and Hursley, and will be referred to in the 
next chapter. 

• It is possible that a William Heathcote of Sheffield, who was brought to be buried at 
Chesterfield in 1589, may have been connected with the Heathcotes of Brampton, as among his sons 
the name of Gilbert also appears, and may have come from the same source. He married at Sheffield 
Margery Corwall, and three children were baptized there, viz., Mary in 15741 Gilbert in 1578, and 
George in 1580. In any case his burial at Chesterfield implies a connection with the Heathcotes 
of that place.

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George Heathcote, the eldest son of George and Agnes, was of 
Cutthorpe Hall, in Brampton, where he died in 1628, and must have 
been possessed of considerable landed property. The village of Cut- 
thorpe, about four miles from Chesterfield and one mile and a half 
north of Brampton, is a small township in the parish and manor of 
Brampton, and in the hundred of Scarsdale, standing on an eminence 
which commands the vale of Chesterfield. The old hall called 
Overholrae or Cutthorpe Hall, which is still standing, an«l has the 
appearance of an old-fashioned farmhouse, was bought by George 
Heathcote, with the surrounding estate, in 1614, of the Foljambes 
of Walton, and had been inhabited previously by one of the Beresford 
family, to whom it had been let on lease in 1580 by the Foljambes. 
Here the Heathcotes continued to live until, several generations later, 
they inherited Barlborough Hall, the fine old seat of the Rodes family, 
to which they removed, but Cutthorpe remained in the possession of 
their descendants until the death of the last representative of this 
branch of the family, the Rev. Cornelius Heathcote Reaston- Rodes, 
in 1844, when the Hall and about two hundred acres of land were 
put up for sale. 

At the Visitation of Derbyshire in 1611, George Heathcote of 
Brampton, before he bought Cutthorpe, appears in the list of dis- 
claimers, together with his relative, Richard Senior of Bridgetown, 
Darley, and Andrew Morewood of Stadon. It is not clear whether, 
in spite of his disclaimer, he made any use of the coat of arms 
traditionally borne by the Heathcotes, viz. : Argent three pomeis 
each charged with a cross or; but this heraldic device is found in use 
by members of the family not long afterwards, and continued to bo 
used by them until the grant of the slightly altered coat was made to 
Sir Gilbert Heathcote and his brothers in 1708. This older bearing 
appears on a seal of a John Heathcote, which was made use of by 
John Bastwick in two deeds dated 1652, to which John Heathcote 
was a witness,* and also in the wills of two Samuel Heathcotes of 
Derby, father and son, dated 1677 and 1723, the elder of whom was

son of a John Heathcote who died in 1656, the ancestor of the Heath- 
cotes of Littleover, and, I suspect, identical with John Heathcote, 
the witness mentioned above. 

About 1707 there was, I suppose, some question as to the coat, and 
Sir Gilbert, evidently in answer to an interrogation on the subject, wrote 
a letter, in which he stated that he was summoned at the Visitation of 
London in 1687 and asked for his coat of arms; that ho produced a 
representation of it on cloth, which had been given to him when at 
his father's house in Chesterfield about five years previously; that 
many questions were asked, notes taken, and money paid ; that twice 
since that time he had sent persons who required his armorial bearings 
to the Herald's College, and they had been there furnished with the 
proper coat, the first time when he was preparing his father's monu- 
ment for Chesterfield Church in 1690, and the second when he was 
appointed Sheriff of London, which was in 1703.* This coat had the 
argrnt field, and is so entered at the Heralds' College, where mention 
is made that it was taken from an old scutcheon produced at the time, 
the crest being exactly as it is borne at present and represented on 
the title page, viz : " On a mural crown azure, between two wings 
displayed ermine, a pomy charged with a cross, or." In 1708, 
however, for some reason not stated, a grant of a new coat was made 
to Sir Gilbert and his brothers, in which the field was changed from 
argent to ermine, and from that date this has been the proper bearing 
of their descendants, and should be confined to them, though in 
practise it is often used by other families of the same name who do 
not draw their origin from Sir Gilbert or his brothers, and who 
therefore are not entitled to assume the ermine field. It is some- 
what curious that the Heralds, who did not recognise that George 
Heathcote had any right to bear arms in 1611, and apparently would 
not grant the old bearing to Sir Gilbert in 1708 without some change, 
however slight, should have confirmed it without alteration in the 
case of the Heathcotes of Barlborough, George Heathcote's lineal 
descendants; for on 20 July, 1776, the coat with the argent field was

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confirmed to Cornelius Heathcote-Rodes, and the descendants of his 
grandfather, at the same time that he was empowered to assume the 
arras of Rodes. In Glover's History of Derbyshire there is an en- 
graving of the arms and quarterings of Heathcote-Rodes in a large 
shield, the field of the Heathcote coat being given ermine, and in a 
note to page 81 Glover says that the arms have the argent field 
in an engraving sent to the publisher, but that Lysons and Burke 
emblazon them ermine, and on the strength of this, I suppose, he took 
upon himself to make the alteration; but from what I have written 
above, it is plain that the Heathcotes of Cutthorpe never had any 
right to the ermine field.* 

George Heathcote of Cutthorpe, in his will, dated 20 April, 1625, 
and proved in the Prerogative Court of Canterbury in 1628, names his 
late father, George Heathcote, his brother Gilbert of Chesterfield, 
his late wife Dorothy, his sons George, Thomas, Joseph, and Gilbert, 
in the order of their birth, his four daughters Dorothy, Anne, Alice, 
and Mary ; and desires " to be buried in the Church or Chappel at 
Brampton, near unto Dorothie my loving wife." He disposes of much 
landed property besides the Cutthorpe estate, at Brampton, Newbould, 
and Tapton; at Bridgtown and Wensley, in the parish of Darley, 
which he had bought from the Seniors ; at Bawtry, in the county 
of York ; and also in the town of Chesterfield ; which he bequeaths 
among his four sons, leaving to Gilbert, his youngest, besides other 
lands, a messuage and lands at Brampton, purchased of his "cousin 
Godfrey Heathcote," t also Lockerworth Close in Tapton, " sometime 

• The ermine field is erroneously assigned in Burke's Armory to the Heathcotes of Chesterfield, 
temp. Edw. IV.; of Brampton ; of Littleover; and of Longton Hall ; none of whom derive their descent 
from Sir Gilbert or his brothers. The Heathcotes of Stand iffe Hall ; of Tottenham ; and of Shephal- 
bury, had each a separate coat granted to them, distinct from the old bearing, but founded on it. The 
coat with the argent field is also assigned in Papworth, on the authority of Glover's Ordinary, to a 
family of Hethcote in Suffolk, of whom I know nothing, though it seems possible that they may have 
descended from Robert Hethcote, Armiger and Custos Cambii 1403, who had property in the adjoining 
county of Essex, and as to whose coat of arms Mr. Joseph Hunter made the ingenious suggestion 
given in Chapter I.

the inheritance of George Heathcote my father." To his eldest son, 
George, he leaves his Cutthorpe estate, also all his messuages and 
lands, etc., at Overloodes and Netherloodes, " which were George 
Heathcote my late father's." He also provides for his daughters, 
leaving them 320Z. apiece. Dorothy was the eldest of his children, 
and after her father's death married at Trinity Church in York, in 
1632, John Shawe, Vicar of Hull, who was ejected in 1662 by the 
Act of Uniformity. She died 10 December, 1657, and to her memory 
in Trinity Church, Hull, where she was buried, the following inscrip- 
tion was placed : — 

Here sleepeth the Body of M™ Dorothy Shawb, late 

the wife of M r John Shawe, Preacher of the Gospel 1 in 

this church, who was interr'd Decemb. 12, 1657, waiting 

for the morning of the Resurrection of Jesus.' 1 * 

After her death her husband published a short account of her life, 
called " Mistress Shawe's Tombstone, being a breif narrative of some 
remarkable passages in the holy life and happy death of Mrs. Dorothy 
Shawe, wife of Mr. John Shawe, who died on the 10th December, 
1657." From this little book we learn that she was born in the parish 
of Brampton, and was the eldest child of Mr. George Heathcote and 
Dorothy his wife of Cutthorpe Hall, and that of her four brothers and 
three sisters but three were living in 1657, viz., two sisters married in 
Hull and one brother " late an officer in the Army and now in Ireland." 
It is also stated that " after her mother's decease, though then she was 
young," she kept her father's house, who is alluded to as "her old 
father," and puritan, rather than disloyal tendencies are probably im- 
plied when we read that " sometimes she was hurried by the Cavaliers 
towards Prison in Rotherham, sometimes in great danger by sea in 
Lancashire, her house and goods robbed and plundered." Nicholas 
Heathcote, Pastor of Rowley in the East Riding of Yorkshire, who 
was descended from the Heathcotes of Aylestone, was an intimate 

the bellfounder, was born in 1558, and was also living at this time; but, as I have observed before, 
no connection has been established between his family and the Heathcotes of Brampton, and the 
suggestion made here seems to me a more probable explanation of the relationship.

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friend of hers, and wrote a letter to her husband, dated 8 January, 
1658, which is inserted in the book, in which he bears testimony to 
her worth, and says that he had known her thirty -four years. 

Of her mother we only know her Christian name and that she 
died before the date of her husband's will; but Mr. Joseph Hunter 
in a pedigree which he made of the Heathcote family, and which 
is published in Familise Minarum Gentium, says that she was " of 
Somersal," and suggests that she was a Clarke of that place, though 
he gives no authority for the assertion. I think it more probable that 
her name was Renshaw, as her son Gilbert in his will, dated 1646, 
mentions his "Cousin William Renshaw, son of Thomas Renshaw, 
butcher, deceased," and the Renshaws had property in Brampton. 
There was a John Renshaw of Brampton whose will, dated 1613, 
mentions a daughter Dorothy, who might very possibly be the wife 
of George Heathcote. 

Of the other children of George and Dorothy, Gilbert, the 
youngest son, is mentioned in his eldest brother George's will, dated 
1636, when he is said to be still under age. He died a young man, 
as his will, dated 14 August, 1646, was proved 9 May, 1649; by it 
it appears that he was of Chesterfield, and a felmonger, and he can 
therefore be identified with the Gill>ert Heathcote who was buried 
22 April, 1647, and described in the register on that occasion as 
" Felmonger." He left a wife, Ellen, his executrix, and a son, 
Thomas, under twenty -one, who appears to have been baptized 15 
September, 1644. He names his three brothers, George and his 
children, Thomas and his children, and Joseph, though George was 
already dead. It is plain from this that Dorothy Shawe's brother, the 
only one living in 1657, must have been either Thomas or Joseph, and 
not Gilbert as is stated in Brady's Record* of Cork, on the authority of 
the Rev. S. Hayman. In this book Gilbert is boldly turned into a 
Captain in the Parliamentary army in 1658, eleven years after his 
death, and, apparently on no better authority than his Christian name, 
asserted to have been the father of Gilbert Heathcote, of Christ's 
College, Cambridge, afterwards Chancellor of Cloyne from 1685 to 

E 2 
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1693. The Cambridge man had nothing whatever to do with the 
Heathcotes of Brampton ; he was not born till after his supposed 
father's death, and as a matter of fact when he was admitted to 
Christ's College in 1666 at the age of eighteen, ho was duly entered 
as the son of Michael Heathcote of Buxton. This same Cambridge 
education has been also attributed in the Dictionary of National 
Biography to Sir Gilbert, the Lord Mayor, who, however, never went 
to either of the Universities. 

It seems probable that the second son, Thomas, was the father 
of a George Heathcote, who went out to America and became a rich 
man. In Bolton's history of the County of Westchester, New York, 
we read, " The name of George Heathcote appears among the inhabit- 
ants of New York in 1676, and his property is rated at 2036/., which 
placed him as one of the rich of the time. George died unmarried, 
and his property devolved to Caleb." This is probably incorrect, for 
his will, dated 1710, making his "cousin Caleb" his executor, and 
leaving him the residue of his estate, mentions " the children of John 
Barker, in London, which he had by my daughter, deceased," and the 
statement was mo.st likely founded on a legal opinion dated September, 
1727, in possession of the de Lancey family, respecting an action 
brought against Caleb Heathcote's widow, which recites that " George 
Heathcote, late of the Province of Pennsylvania, Merchant, being 
seized in fee of three lots of Land in the City of New York, in New 
England, and having no wife or issue, made his last will and testament 
in writing, etc.," which, in the face of the words quoted above, must 
be held to mean no more than that neither wife nor child were living 
in 1710. The will, which also mentions his sisters Hannah Brown 
and Anne Lupten in England, is in the possession of Mr. Edward 
Floyd de Lancey, in America, the descendant of Caleb, brother to 
Sir Gilbert the Lord Mayor, whose father, Gilbert Heathcote of 
Chesterfield, was first cousin of Thomas, and I know of no way 
in which a George Heathcote of that date (who was certainly not 
George Heathcote of Cutthorpe) could be described as cousin to Caleb, 
unless he had descended from Thomas, whose children are mentioned 
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by Gilbert the felmonger, as living in 1646. George was without 
doubt the Quaker of that name who wrote a letter, dated Barbados, 
19° d. 5 Mo. 1669, to John Winthrop, Governor of Connecticut.* It 
appears to be written by a young man in fear of consumption, and he 
mentions having been told by his mother, when in " Antego," that this 
was the case, but that he had not then believed it, as a doctor had 
"informed him to the contrary"; now, however, he seems to have 
changed his mind, and asks the Governor to send him something to 
relieve him. Mr. Joseph Hunter thought this letter was written by 
the George Heathcote of Cutthorpe, who married Lydia Clarke and 
died in 1677, founding his conjecture upon the known Quaker views 
developed by the family about this time ; but he did not know of the 
existence of this American George Heathcote, and the relationship, if 
my view is correct, would equally in his case account for the peculi- 
arity of religious belief. 

Besides his will, dated 14 November, 1710, and proved 16 Nov- 
ember, 1711, in which George Heathcote describes himself as "of the 
County of Bucks in the Province of Pennsylvania, Merchant," Mr. 
de Lancey possesses a deed from William Penn to him, dated 18 
August, 1682, granting him two hundred acres near Chepassin, on the 
Delaware, in which he is styled " George Heathcote, of Ratcliffe, in the 
County of Middlesex, Mariner," and it appears that he owned lands in 
New York City, New Jersey, Long Island, and Pennsylvania. In the 
Colonial Documents of New York, Vol. III., in the papers relating to 
the Custom House quarrels of that time, mention is made of him which 
shows that he commanded, between 1684 and 1689, the ship "Hope," 
trading between New York and England. In 1675 he was in Boston, 
for in that year Governor Andros sent from New York a copy of his 
land order about granting lands to settlers in New York "by the 
ship * Good Hope,' Cap 1 * George Heathcote, a Quaker," who it appears 
was imprisoned at Boston by Governor Bellingham "for delivering 
him a letter and not putting off his hat," and in 1676 fined in

the New York Court of Assizes " for talking seditiously." * From 
this date his name occurs frequently in deeds connected with his 
purchases of lands and other matters, preserved in the New York 
archives, and in 1692, April 16 (4 th Mo.) there is a Patent and confirm- 
ation of Patent from William Penn's Commissioners in Pennsylvania 
" . . . for 304 acres at Chepassin on the Delaware River, Bucks, 
C°- Penn* to George Heathcote, adjoining his former grant." 

Ratcliffe in Middlesex is in the parish of Stepney, and I therefore 
suspect that an administration in the Prerogative Court of Canterbury, 
of George Heathcote, of the ship " Canterbury," late of the parish of 
Stepney, who died abroad, granted to his widow Phillis in 1696, refers 
to a son of George the Quaker, who dying without issue during his 
father's lifetime, is not mentioned in his will. From the dates given 
above, it might be thought that the relationship of these two Georges 
should be reversed, and possibly that all the deeds in which the name 
occurs do not belong to the same person, but as George Heathcote 
of Pennsylvania was old enough to be a grandfather when he died in 
1710, the descent may very well have been as I have suggested it. 
Mr. de Lancey, however, tells me that the Quaker and Caleb were the 
only two Heathcotes who appear to have been known in Colony times. 

Of Joseph, the third son of George and Dorothy, nothing is known, 
and very little of the three remaining daughters. Ann was married in 
Hull, and was living in 1657. Alice was mentioned in the list of debts 
in her brother George's will, as his " Sister Ales Morewood," and may 
probably be identified with the Alice Heathcote who married Andrew 
Morewood on 1 March, 1635-6 and died the next year, administration 
of Alice Morewood, alias Heathcote of Stadon, being granted to 
Andrew Morewood, her husband, on 3 May, 1637.t. The youngest 

daughter, Mary, married Veevers, of Hull, and was living in 

1657. 

George Heathcote, the eldest son of George and Dorothy, lived at 
Cutthorpe, and he also added to the family property by buying houses

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in the town of Chesterfield, as appears by his will. He married Grace, 
daughter of Mr. Thomas Smith of Derby, and sister of William Smith, 
merchant, in London ; a family of much respectability in Derbyshire, 
which for many generations was settled at Alvaston in that county. 
His will, dated 1 July, 1636, and proved at Lichfield, 27 February, 
1638-9, is an interesting one. He desires to be buried in the Church 
or Chapel of Brampton " neere unto my late deere father and mother," 
names his sisters Ales and Mary, his late deceased father George, his 
youngest brother Gilbert, his " late deceased unkle, Gilbert Heathcote 
of Chesterfield," his father-in-law, Thomas Smith of Derby, gentleman, 
his brethren, William Allestrey of Derby, Esq.,* and William Smith of 
London, merchant, also his cousins Anthony and Richard Senior of 
Darley, co. Derby, gent. He directs that " Grace Heathcote my 
lovinge wife shall have my chiefe house at Cutthorpe," and bequeaths 
lands and woods at Loades in Brampton and Cutthorpe to his sons 
George and John, and 200/. in money to his daughter Grace — all his 
children being then minors. His wife and father-in-law are left 
executors ; how long the former survived her husband does not appear, 
but we find a petition presented to the House of Commons from 
" Grace Heathcote widow " in 1644 for licence to transport her 
lead, etc., upon certain specified conditions. The lead mines in this 
part of Derbyshire were at this time much worked, and the Heathcotes 
are said to have had large concerns in them and to have been great 
losers in the end by such speculations, but there is no mention of 
mining operations in the wills of the Cutthorpe branch.t 

John Heathcote, the younger son of George and Grace, was no 
doubt the " John Heathcote of Cutthorpe " who was admitted a 
member of Gray's Inn in 1665 : nothing further is known of him.

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His sister Grace married William Rugeley, citizen of London, the 
second son of ... . Rugeley of Dunton, co. Warwick, Esquire, and 
left two sons, John and Wirley, aged respectively twenty-five and 
nineteen, in 1682. 

George Heathcote, the eldest son of George and Grace, married 




afterwards coheiress of Cornelius Clarke of Norton Hall, co. Derby, 
Esquire, who died without issue in 1696. This Mr. Clarke was a 
Presbyterian in religion and a wealthy man, but though twice married 
had no children, and his five sisterst became his heirs. In 1604 he 
had built and endowed the first dissenting chapel in Chesterfield, and 
the Heathcotes of Cutthorpe were at this time, like himself, Noncom- 
formistB. In the next generation they became Quakers, if they had 
not already become so in this. Lydia Heathcote after her first 
husband's death is believed to have re-married Mr. Thomas Ogle, who 
was preaching as a dissenting minister at Chesterfield as early as 1681, 
and who was also the first minister appointed to Mr. Clarke's Chapel ; £g 
he is said to have died in or before the year 1703. George Heathcote 
was buried at Brampton 7 October, 1677, and administration was 
granted in that year to his widow, who was appointed guardian to 
George and Gilbert his children. 

George Heathcote, the eldest son of George and Lydia, was baptized 
at Brampton 27 March, 1662, and died at the age of twenty-three, 
being buried there 6 April, 1685. According to the pedigree given 
in Fam. Min. Gent, he appears to have married and to have had a 
daughter Barbara, baptized at Brampton 25 July, 1684. 
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Gilbert Heathcote, who succeeded his brother in the representation 
of the family, was baptized at Brampton 12 Octoljer, 1664. He 
was a Quaker, and became eminent as a physician in London; in

herbs by which be performed wondrous cures. Adjacent to the 
t£tw: meadow is the very laboratory which he used wherein to conjure up 
his mysterious compounds, and the very vat or copper wherein he made 
the decoctions. Tradition has it that he once cured the Queen, and 
then said to her, "Now, Anne, I have cured thee; but thou mustna 
lift thy hand to thy mouth so much."* Whether he was ever called in 
to prescribe for the Queen is doubtful, but he was quite capable of 
expressing bis views without consideration for other people's feelings, 
or studying questions of propriety, for on "7 October, 1707, Gilbert 
Heathcote, of Cutthorpe, doctor in medicine, was fined iOl. for con- 
temptuously disturbing Christopher Collis, clerk in the parish church 
of Dronfield, during the sermon, and whilst he was doing his office." t 
He died in August, 1719, from the effects of an accident, having been 
overturned in bis carriage in the Hampstead Road, and was buried in 
the Dissenters' burying ground in Bunhill Fields, having bad four 
sons, Gilbert, Cornelius, John, and George, and one daughter, Martha. 

Gilbert, the eldest son, who was born the 2nd and baptized the 
3rd April, 1692, at Brampton, died unmarried 27 of 11th month, 
1718, before his father, and was buried in the Quakers' ground at 
Han ds worth -Wood hon se. 

John, the third son, baptized at Brampton 1 September, 1696, died 
unmarried. 

George, the fourth son, was baptized at Brampton 17 August, 1698, 
and was buried 4 January, 1700. 

Martha, the only daughter, was baptized at Barlborough 19 
October, 1691 ; she married Hilvanus Bevan, of Lombard Street,

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London, f.b.s., at the Quakers' Meeting House in the Savoy, 30 June, 
1719, and dying, without issue, in June, 1757, was buried in Bunhill 
Fields. 

Cornelius Heathcote, the eldest surviving son of Gilbert and 
Frances, was baptized at Brampton 18 October, 1694. He was also a 
physician like his father, and married Elizabeth, daughter and heir of 
Robert Middlebrook, of Thorn, co. York, by Ellen, daughter of John 
Seaton, of Blythe; he died 18 December, 1730, and was buried in the 
Quakers' burial ground at Handsworth-Woodhouse, having had three 
sons and three daughters. His widow re-married at the Quakers' 
Meeting House at Chesterfield 16 March, 1746, Peter Aclam, Esq., of 
Hornsey, co. York, and died 26 December, 1758. 

One of the three sons of Cornelius and Elizabeth was named 
Cornelius, and died an infant. 

Of the daughters, Frances died an infant. 

Martha, the eldest daughter, married at the Quakers' Meeting 
House in Chesterfield 21 June, 1744, Benjamin Bartlett of Bradford, 
co. York, f.s.a., who was living in the parish of St. George the Martyr, 
co. Middlesex, in 1780, and died at Hertford 2 March, 1787 ; she died 
1 January, 1783, having had one only child, Benjamin Newton 
Bartlett, who died unmarried in 1 787. 

Elizabeth, the second daughter, was living unmarried in 1780. 
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Gilbert Heathcote, the eldest son, became heir to his great-uncle, 
Sir John Rodes, Bart., of Barlborough, in 1743, and under his will took 
the surname and arms of Rodes, but died unmarried in April, 1768, and 
was buried at Handsworth-Woodhouse — his nephew, Cornelius, son of 
his younger brother John, succeeding him. 

John, the second surviving son of Cornelius and Elizabeth, married 
Millicent, daughter of Thomas Saterthwayte, of Lancaster, merchant, 
but died 28 March, 1758, at the age of 28, leaving two sons, Cornelius 
and John, and two daughters, Mary and Elizabeth. His widow 
re-married William Watson of Lancaster, merchant, and left issue 
by him. 
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John, the Becond son of John and Millicent, was born at Lancaster 
9 March, 1758, and died unmarried in 1813. 

Mary, the eldest daughter, born 27 May, 1753, married firstly, at 
the Quakers' Meeting House, Bishopsgate Street, 16 April, 1772, John 
Miers of London, merchant, and secondly Lieut.-Col. Hugh Massey, 
but died without issue, 1832. 

Elizabeth, the second daughter, born 1 752, married at St. George's, 
Hanover Square, June 19th, 1790, the Rev. Peter Aclam Reaston, of 
St. John's College, Cambridge, Rector of Barlborough, and died 
November 22, 1821, leaving one son, Cornelius Heathcote Reaston, 
who succeeded to the Barlborough estates on the death of bis uncle, 
Cornelius Heathcote- Rodes, in 1825. 

Cornelius Heathcote, the eldest son of John and Millicent, was born 
7 July, 1754, and as heir to his uncle, Gilbert, assumed the surname 
and arms of Rodes by Royal sign manual 21 June, 1776. On 20 July, 
1776, the old Heathcote coat with the argent field was confirmed to 
him and the descendants of his grandfather, though it does not appear 
to have been ever granted or allowed to his ancestors at any of the 
herald's visitations, and at the same time he was authorised to bear 
the arms of Rodes quarterly with it. He died unmarried March 6, 1825, 
and was buried at Barlborough, and with him ended in the male line 
the elder branch of the Heathcotea of Brampton and Cutthorpe. He 
was, however, succeeded in his estates by his nephew, Cornelius 
Heathcote Reaston, the only son of his sister, Elizabeth Reaston. 
Mr. Reaston at his uncle's death had the Royal Licence to bear the 
surname of Rodes after Reaston in grateful and affectionate regard to 
the memory of his late uncle, and to bear the arms of Rodes quarterly 
in the first quarter witli his paternal arms, 20 April, 1825. In the 
same year he married Anna Maria Henrietta, daughter of William 
Gossip, Esq., of Hatfield House, near Doncaster, co. York, and being 
in Holy orders was known as the Rev. Cornelius Heathcote Reaston- 
Rodes, of Barlborough Hall. 
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In the life and letters of Washington Irving published in 1862, 
there is an interesting account of this fine old Elizabethan house, and 
of the then owner, in some letters written by Washington Irving to his 
sister, Mrs. Paris.* He dates from Barlborough Hall, October 28, 
1831, and says : — 

I left Sheffield about five days since, to pay a long promised visit to the 
owner of this mansion, which is in Derbyshire, about twelve miles from 
Sheffield. It is an old hall built in the time of Queen Elizabeth, and the 
owner declares it is the original of Bracebridge Hall, for which in truth it 
might have stood for a model. It is in the midst of a beautiful country, and 
stands in the centre of one of those princely domains which render English 
country gentlemen little sovereigns. 

I am writing in my bedchamber, one of the most delicious old panelled 
rooms, with stone shafted windows, ancient portraits, silk curtains of old- 
fashioned needlework by some of the family dames of olden time. Mine host, 
the Rev. C. R. [H.] Reaston Rodes, is a man of great wealth and greater 
eccentricity ; a kind of viet parson, if I may borrow that phrase from the 
Quakers, as he is a complete bon-vivant — hunts, shoots, races, and keeps a 
kind of open house. His neighbours say that hospitality is his greatest vice. 
With all this, he is an excellent scholar, something of a poet, and a most 
kind, generous, and warm-hearted man. He has restored the old mansion in 
the ancient style ; keeps up the old usages, particularly the ceremonials of 
Christmas ; and notwithstanding his extreme buoyancy of spirit and bustle 
of existence, manages all his affairs and conducts his whole establishment 
with admirable system. 

In another letter to his sister he describes a visit to Barlborough 
at Christmas time, which gives a lively picture of the festivities kept 
up there between sixty and seventy years ago : — 

We finally arrived on Christmas Eve at Barlborough Hall, where we had 
engaged to remain during the holidays. Here then we passed a fortnight, 
during which the old hall was a complete scene of old English hospitality. 
Many of the ancient games and customs, obsolete in other parts of England, 
are still maintained in that part of the country, and are encouraged by Mr. 
Rodes. We accordingly had mummers, and morris-dancers, and glee singers 
from the neighbouring villages, and great feasting with the boar's head

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crowned with holly, the wassail bowl, the yule log, snapdragon, etc., etc. 
There was dancing by night in the grand tapestried apartments, and dancing 
in the servants' hall, and all kinds of merriment. The whole was to have 
been wound up by a grand fancy ball on Twelfth Night, to which all the 
gentry in the neighbourhood were invited, when Mr. Bodes received news of 
the death of a relation, which put an end to the festivities. 

Mr. Reaston-Rodes died without issue in 1844, leaving his property 
at Barlborough and Cutthorpe to his wife's nephew, Mr. W. H. Gossip, 
of Hatfield, who took tho name and arms of De Rodes. HiB widow 
died in 1849. 





CHAPTER IV. 

THE HEATHUOTES OF BRAMPTON. 
— Tri Junior Line, Dkstemmnth of (Iii.xkht Heathcote,

Gilbert IlEATiiroTK, the third son of George Ileathcote of Bramp- 
ton, and Agnes his wife, was the ancestor of Sir Gilbert Ileathcote 
and his brothers, who, towards the close of the seventeenth century, 
became eminent merchants in London, and were the founders of the 
two lines of Baronets, of Nornianton and Hursley; the former of 
which was in 1856 raised to the Peerage by the title of Baron Aveland 
of Aveland, in the county of Lincoln, and in 1802 advanced to the 
Earldom of Ancaster. 

In some family memoranda, in the handwriting of the first Sir 
William Ileathcote, Bart., of Hursley, beaded " Family Pedegree," and 
"a small account of our family," it is stated that George Heathcote, 
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the father of the above-named Gilbert, and also Gilbert himself, were 
of Staley or Staveley, in Derbyshire. There is, however, no entry of 
the name of Heathcote in the Staveley Parish Register (which begins 
in 1558) which can be connected with this branch of the family, and 
it is improbable therefore that either George Heathcote or his son ever 
resided there. "Gilbert Heathcote," so the paper above alluded to 
continues, " had large concerns in the lead mines, by that and in other 
things. he had 5000/. per annum clear, but venturing into projects did 
lose considerably, and therefore was forced to sell great part of his 
estate," including, it may be supposed, any property he may have had 
at Staveley. In his will he mentions his red lead mines at Loades, 
and his lead and various groves * which he bequeaths to his wife and 
daughters, leaving his dwelling-house at Chesterfield to his son Gilbert, 
whose descendant still possesses it. It is plain from the Corporation 
books of the town of Chesterfield, that Gilbert Heathcote took a 
prominent part in the affairs of the place, serving various public offices 
between the years 1616 and 1624. He is named in the will of his 
eldest brother, George Heathcote of Cutthorpe, in 1626, as "my well- 
beloved brother Gilbert, of Chesterfield," and as trustee with " my 
good cousin Anthony Senior " for certain lands, etc., therein disposed 
of; also in that of his nephew George, in 1636, as "my late deceased 
unkle Gilbert, of Chesterfield." His own will, dated 20 October, 
1634, was proved in the Prerogative Court of Canterbury, January 30, 
1634-5 ; by it, as also by an entry in a pedigree in the Heralds' 
College, we find that he had married Elizabeth Owtrem, who at the 
date of the will had two brothers living, viz : Francis and Robert 
Owtrem ; and that he left six daughters and one only son, named 
Gilbert after his father.t 

The Owtrems or Outrams were a family of much respectability 
in the parish of Dronfield, which adjoins those of Chesterfield and 
Staveley, and of Bradway, in the parish of Norton, four miles from 
Sheffield ; but they did not appear at the Heralds' visitations, although

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the name of William Owtrem de Holmefeld, near Dronfield, is in the 
list of the gentry of Derbyshire in the twelfth year of Henry VI., in 
Fuller's Worthies of England. 

Of the six daughters named in Gilbert Heathcote's will, Elizabeth 
and Alice were already married. Elizabeth married at Chesterfield, 
30 December, 1630, Mr. Peter Watkinson, Rector of Kirk Ireton 
in 1647, and a leading member of the Wirks worth Presbyterian 
Classes. In 1658 he was appointed Vicar of Wirksworth, possibly 
holding the two appointments together. The other married daughter, 
Alice, was the wife of Mr. Harding. The unmarried daughters were : 
Dorothy; Frances, baptized 1615; Ann, baptized 8 November, 1617; 
and Rosamund, baptized 5 December, 1620. Another daughter, 
Helena, who was baptized at Chesterfield 1619, had died in April, 
1625. Mr. Peter Watkinson was living in 1682, when Sir Gilbert 
Heathcote describes his coming to visit him while at his father's house 
in Derbyshire, and giving him various information as to family matters, 
being then between seventy-five and eighty years old. Whether he 
was the same Mr. Peter Watkinson who, as Vicar of Edlington near 
Doncaster, to which he had been presented in 1670 by Sir Thomas 
Wharton, preached the funeral sermon of Lady Mary Wharton in 
1672 is uncertain. 

Gilbert Heathcote, the youngest child and only son of Gilbert and 
Elizabeth, was baptized at Chesterfield, 24 August, 1625, and according 
to his grandson, Sir William, inherited but a small estate in con- 
sequence of the losses sustained by his father and grandfather. He 
went into the Parliament army, and it is said behaved with great 
courage and bravery in several engagements in the Civil Wars in the 
reign of Charles I. His portrait on the opposite page in a flowing wig 
and robe, with his horse by his side in military trappings, makes him 
look more like a Cavalier than a Roundhead,* but as he was expelled 
the Corporation of Chesterfield in 14 Charles II. [1663] for refusing to

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take the oath of allegiance, it is to be feared that his disloyalty clung 
to him at least till middle life. He lived at Chesterfield, of which place 
he was, according to Glover's History of Derbyshire, three times Mayor, 
and married Ann, daughter of Mr. George Dickons,* of that town, who 
died at her son Sir Gilbert's house, in Epping Forest, 29 November, 
1705, in the seventy-sixth year of her age. The house in which Gilbert 
Heathcote lived, which he had inherited from his father, and which is 
shown in the illustration at the head of this chapter, is still standing 
at the north end of the street called St. Mary's Gate, opposite the east 
window of the interesting old parish church, and with other property in 
and near Chesterfield belongs to his descendant, the Earl of Ancaster. 
In his will, dated 24 September, 1688, and proved in 1690, he mentions 
his wife Ann, his son Gilbert, and his grandchildren Frances and 
Ann, and besides various houses and tenements in Chesterfield, 
property at Moniash and Tapton in Derbyshire, and at Barnesley in 
the County of York. 

He died in 1690, having had eight sons, Gilbert, John, Samuel, 
Josiah, William, Caleb, George, and Thomas, and one daughter, Eliza- 
beth, of whom the son Thomas and the only daughter died in infancy, 
but the other seven sons were all brought up by him as " Merchant 
Adventurers," and hereby, says Sir William, " with God's blessing all 
got good estates." A monument was erected to his memory by his 
sons in the Church of All Saints, Chesterfield, and placed against the 
wall on the north side of the altar rails, with the Heathcote coat of 
arms and the following inscription beneath it : — 

At the foot 

of this here lieth, 

in hopes of a blessed resurrection, 

the body of Gilbert Hbathoote, 

late of this town, gentleman, 

who departed this life the 24 th April, 1690, 

in the 65 th year of his age. 

By his wife Ann, 

daughter of Mr. George Dickons, of this town,

Caleb, George, and Thomas; 

of which, Elizabeth and 

Thomas died in their infancy; 

but he had the particular blessing to 

see all the rest merchants 

adventurers, either in 

England or in foreign parts. 

This was erected by his sons, 

as well to testify their gratitude, 

as to perpetuate the memory 

of the best of fathers. 

Here also lieth interred 

the body of Ann, his said wife, 

who departed this life 

the 29 th day of November, 1705, 

in the 76 th year of her age. 

Ann Heathcote and five of her sons were benefactors to their old 
home at Chesterfield by bequests in their wills of various sums of 
money, for the purpose of placing out apprentices, which were recorded 
on a tablet in the parish church : — 

Ann, Relict of Mr. Gilbert Heathcote, late of this Burrough, 

by her will, gave £100 

Josiah, one of her younger sons, by his will, gave - - 200 

John, another of her younger sons, by his will, gave - - 200 

William, another of her younger sons, by his will, gave - 200 

George, another of her younger sons, by his will, gave - 200 

The yearly produce whereof is by the appointment of the donors to be employed 

in putting out to trades or to sea, poor boys yearly, for ever, whose parents shall for the 

time being be inhabitants of this Burrough. Such boys whose parents receive alms from 

the said Burrough only excepted. 

And Sir Gilbert, her eldest son, also by his will, gave £400. The yearly produce 
whereof is likewise by the appointment of the donor to be employed as well in putting 
out to trades or to sea yearly, for ever, such poor boys as aforesaid, and for repairing and 
preserving, when occasion shall require, the monument erected by him and his other 
brothers in this church, to perpetuate the memory of their parents. 

The bequests made by Ann Heathcote and her younger sons, 

though it is not so expressed on the tablet quoted above, were intended 

in the first place for the benefit of " children of good families " who 

had "come to poverty, or fallen to decay, by misfortunes"; Sir 
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Gilbert's legacy was to be applied generally for the use of the poor of 
Chesterfield, but with a special preference, most characteristic of the 
man, for those whose parents had been "very industrious in their 
calling for the support of their families." 

Of these seven brothers, Merchant Adventurers, Gilbert, the eldest, 
was the ancestor of the Heathcotes of Normanton, and Samuel, the 
third, of the Heathcotes of Hursley, and will be referred to later. 

John Heathcote, the second son, was born at Chesterfield, 12 Dec- 
ember, 1653, and in early life was apprenticed to a mercer in Derby. 
He did not, however, like the trade, and after a while joined his 
brother Samuel in Dantzic, where he remained two years. He then 
settled as a factor at Konigsberg, and afterwards, by the advice of 
his brother Sir Gilbert, went to Jamaica, as a merchant, where he 
acquired a considerable fortune. He died, unmarried, at his house in 
St. Swithin's Lane, in London, 17 March, 1710-11, and his will was 
proved in the same year. 

Josiah Heathcote, the fourth son of Gilbert and Ann, was born at 
Chesterfield, 24 June, 1660. He traded to the West Indies, and 
married, in Jamaica, Catherine, the widow of a merchant there, named 
Barrett, by whom he had an only son, George. Josiah soon, however, 
returned to England, for he died in his own house, in St. Swithin's 
Lane, in London, 24 November, 1706, "of a feaver after about four 
days sickness," leaving his wife Catherine his sole executrix. His 
brother, Samuel, says of him, " he was a little under middle stature, 
pretty well set, a man of few words, had a good judgment, 
industrious and exact in his business, very just, temperate, and of 
an easy disposition." 

George Heathcote, the only son of Josiah and Catherine, was born 
in Jamaica, in the parish of St. Andrew, 7 December, 1700, and 
educated at Clare Hall, Cambridge, but does not appear to have 
graduated there. He was afterwards living as a merchant in London, 
and on very intimate terms with his Heathcote cousins, both of Nor- 
manton and Hursley. In 1727 he was returned to Parliament for the 
borough of Hindon, and in the following Parliament for that of 
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South wark. " At the election for Lord Mayor in 1 740, the two senior 
Aldermen were Sir R. Godschall and George Heathcote, who were 
accordingly returned by the Liverymen, but the Court of Aldermen, 
contrary to the usual custom, rejected the senior Alderman, Sir R. 
Godschall, and elected Mr. Heathcote; he, however, begged to be 
excused, alleging ill-health, and that he had so lately served the office 
of Sheriff, and did everything in his power to avoid serving. A good 
deal of discussion and excitement followed, but the Court of Aldermen 
were determined not to elect Godschall, and finally, after holding many 
courts, elected an Alderman who had already passed the chair, viz., 
Mr. Humphrey Parsons ; he, however, fell ill and died in the following 
March, when Godschall was again rejected, and Mr. Daniel Lambert 
elected Lord Mayor." * 

In 1741 George Heathcote was elected one of the Members for the 
City of London, and in June, 1742, on the death of Sir R. Godschall, 
who had at last been elected Lord Mayor, served that office, which 
he had avoided two years before. 

It is mentioned in Maitland's History of London that, in 1733, when 
Sir Robert Walpole brought forward in Parliament a scheme for a 
general excise, George Heathcote led the Opposition and spoke against 
the measure, being followed by William Pulteney and Sir William 
Wyndham, and so successfully that, although the Bill was at last 
carried by a small majority, it was finally dropped and was never 
afterwards renewed.! 

It appears from the Stuart Papers, quoted by Lord Stanhope in 
The Forty- Five, that George Heathcote was a thorough Jacobite, and 
was even looked upon in 1 745 as the head of that party in London ; 
and in a secret letter from Lord Sempill, transmitted to Rome, dated 
London, October 21, 1745, he says, "Alderman Heathcote and several 
more have been with Sir Watkin Wynn to assure him that they 
will rise in the City of London immediately upon a landing, and to 
beg that arms and ammunition be brought with the troops"; and

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Lord Sempill adds in a subsequent letter, November 13, 1745, "Mr. 
Heathcote has been reckoned, especially since the base defection of 
Pulteney, one chief leader of the patriot Whigs, not in the City of 
London only, but in the nation. He opened himself above two months 
ago, to Sir John Hinde Cotton." * 

In 1749 George Heathcote resigned his Alderman's gown, giving 
as his reasons, in a letter addressed to Sir William Calvert, the then 
Lord Mayor, that the general corruption of the age he had the mis- 
fortune to live in, " and the frequent detestable instances of apostacy 
from every principle of Honour, Integrity, and publick spirit " of many 
of his countrymen, both of his own and a superior rank, had fully 
convinced him " that the endeavours of the Few, determined to live 
and die honest men, are fruitless and vain"; he had therefore deter- 
mined to return no more to London, but to seek in privacy and 
retirement " that small share of happiness which is to be acquired in 
this venal country," and not thinking it right to hold an office he 
should never attend, he felt obliged to apply to his Lordship and Court 
of Aldermen for leave to resign his gown. At the Court of Lord 
Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Council, held on the following 26th 
of January, it was " Resolved that the thanks of this Court be given 
to George Heathcote, Esq r , late Alderman of this City, for his uniform, 
active, and disinterested conduct in every station of publick Trust. 
For the many and great services he has done this Metropolis, as 
Magistrate and Representative in Parliament. For his zealous and 
laudable endeavours to promote the Trade and prosperity of his Fellow 
Citizens. For his exemplary publick spirit and independence, in 
making the preservation of the Laws and Liberties of his country the 
constant and invariable rule of all his actions." 

In Smollett's Humphrey Clinker there is a passage which the late 

• Horace Walpole, in a letter to Sir Horace Mann, dated September, 1745. says, "The merchants 
are very zealous and are opening a great subscription for raising troops. The other day at the City 
meeting to draw up the address, Alderman Heathcote proposed a petition for a redress of grievances, 
but not one man seconded him"; and in a letter to the Rev. W. Mason, dated March 16, 1778, he 
mentions him as " Alderman Heathcote, a paltry, worthless Jacobite, whom I remember," a description 
which, in the Dictionary of National Biography, has been erroneously transferred to his uncle Sir 
Gilbert Heathcote, the Lord Mayor.— Letters of Horace Walpole (Bentley, 1857), i, 387; vii, 42. 
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Mr. John Heathcote, of Conington, believed, though I know not on 
what authority, had reference to Sir Gilbert Heathcote, the Lord 
Mayor. I have very little doubt that if it refers to anyone of this 
family, it is to George Heathcote, the Lord Mayor, who has been more 
than once confused with his uncle. Smollett was only a child when 
Sir Gilbert died, but may very likely have known George, who died 
shortly before Humphrey Clinker was written. The passage, which 
is by no means inconsistent with what has been stated above, or 
with the expressions used on George Heathcote' s monument, is as 
follows : — 

G. H., who is really an enthusiast in patriotism, and represented the 
Capital in several successive Parliaments, declared to me t'other day, with 
tears in his eyes, that he had lived above thirty years in the City of London, 
and dealt in the way of commerce with all the citizens of note in their turns ; 
but that, as he should answer to God, he had never, in the whole course of 
his life, found above three or four whom he could call thoroughly honest. 

About 1724 or 1725, George Heathcote purchased of John 
Baynton, Esq., whose wife was a coheiress of the Brouncker family, 
his moiety of the estate of Earles- Stoke and Colson in Wiltshire, 
which had been granted to Henry Brouncker, Esq., of Melksham, by 
Henry VIII. He built a house here, but soon afterwards sold the 
property to one of the Delme family and removed to Walcot, near 
Bath, where he lived during the latter part of his life. 

He married, about the year 1725, Maria, eldest daughter of John 
Eyles, Esq., and Mary his wife (who was also an Eyles by birth), of 
South Broom House, co. Wilts, and died 7 June, 1768, being buried in 
St. John's Church, Devizes, where his wife, who died in 1 792, is also 
buried, and where there are monuments with inscriptions to their 
memory in the following words : — 

Sacred to the Memory of Gboroi Hbathcotk, Esq., a man of strict honour, Integrity, 
and Christian piety, in private Life a warm friend and indulgent Parent, a tender and 
affectionate Husband. In public an upright and diligent Magistrate, an able and strenuous 
assertor of the liberty of his country, which he manifested in his couduct when Lord 
Mayor of the City of London and as a member of the British Senate, to which he was 
chosen in three successive Parliaments. But observing the torrent of corruption too 
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powerful to be opposed by the utmost efforts and examples of a few steady patriots, he 
chose to retire from all public employments, and to dedicate the remainder of his life to 
the cultivating those virtues in the rising generation, which he had the mortification 
to see neglected and despised in the present, and in promoting the arts and sciences of 
which he was an admirer and patron. Thus employed, he ended his days on the 7 1 * 
of June, 1768, nged 68 years, in that peace and tranquility ever attendant on conscious 
virtue. To whose memory his affectionate wife, Maria Heathcote, caused this Monument 
to be erected. 

Sacred to the memory of Mrs. Maria Heathcote, widow of George Heathcote, Esq., 
and daughter of John Eyles, Esq., and Mary, his wife, of Southbroora House, near this 
Borough. She was born on the 12"' day of June, 1706, and died on the ,5 th day of 
January, 1792. Reader, this marble is placed here to remind thee if thou knewest her, 
to inform thee if thou didst not, that the Christian piety of this excellent woman shone 
conspicuous in all the relative duties of life. Her sou pays this tribute to the memory of 
his beloved mother, hoping that her example uiay not be forgotten by some, nor lost 
to others. 

Mr. George Heathcote liad by his wife Maria four children, of 
whom, two only survived. 

I. George, born 28 February, 172G; died 1727. t 

II. Josiah Eyles, who succeeded him. 
I. Augusta Utica, born 23 September, 1742; married, 1803, 
Rev. Thomas Sedgwick Whalley, i>. n., J. h., of Mendip Lodge, co. 
Somerset (third son of Rev. John Whalley, i».d., Master of Peterhouse, 
Cambridge, and Regiua Professor of Divinity), who was born 1740, and 
died, without issue, at La Fleche, in France, 1828. Hiswife died 1807. 

II. Maria, born 3rd June, 1744; died 1747. 

Josiah Eyles Heathcote, the only surviving son, was born at JKJS^JU^j^K 
Walcot, 14 November, 1748, and succeeded to his father's property \Lv. aJXtiivtV.'"'"** 
there, and to South Broom House and estates near Devizes, in 1792, 
under the will of his uncle, Edward Eyles, Esq., his mother's only 
surviving brother. He lived at Walcot, which is now a part of Bath, 
until he inherited the Eyles property, when he removed to South 
Broom House, where he died unmarried in 1811, leaving only an 
informal will. His paternal estates therefore, and that portion of the 
Eyles property which he had purchased from his sister, reverted to 
Sir Gilbert Heathcote of Normanton, as his heir-at-law, on the father's 
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side ; that portion which he had inherited direct from his uncle, Edward 
Eyles, went to his maternal heirs-at-law, Colonel Montagu and Mrs. 
Egerton. His personal property went under a will which he had 
made sometime previously (but which was not sufficiently formal to 
carry real property) to some ladies of the name of Richards, who gave 
up to Mr. Samuel Heathcote of Shaw Hill, his cousin and intended 
heir, some family portraits which had been at South Broom House, 
and which remained in the possession of his descendants until 1896, 
when six of them were sold by Mr. Thomas George Jenkyns 
Heathcote.* 

On the death of Mr. Josiah Eyles Heathcote, his line became extinct. 
South Broom House and estate was purchased by Mr. Salmon in 1812, 
and sold by him in 1825 to the Trustees of Mrs. Watson Taylor. 

In St. John's Church, Devizes, the following inscription was 
placed on a monument erected in memory of Mr. Josiah Eyles 
Heathcote : — 

Josiah Kyles Heathcote, Esq., to whose memory this monument has been erected, 
was the only son of George Heathcote, Ksq., of London, by Maria Kyles, the eldest 
daughter of John Kyles, Kstj., of South broom House, near Devizes. He was a 
Gentleman whose courtesy, hospitality, polite manners, and animated conversation, 
united with the highest principles of honor and probity, made him pleasing to and 
esteemed by his equals, while his unbounded benevolence and extensive charities made 
him equally beloved and revered by his domestics and drew down on him the best 
blessings on this side of the grave, those of the poor and destitute. A fit of apoplexy 
terminated his exemplary life on the 22 nd day of August, 1811, in the 63 rd year of his 
age. Nor was his sudden death, tho' appalling, justly to be lamented, saving him as it 
did from the languors and sufferings of lingering disease, and prepared as he happily was 
by firm faith, lively though humble hope and truly Christian piety to appear before the 
awful tribunal of his God. 

William Heathcote, the fifth son of Gilbert and Ann, was born in 
1662, and died, unmarried, in 1719. He was buried at Low Layton, 

• Five of these portraits, which were afterwards purchased by Lady Heathcote, widow of Sir

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in Essex, where his brother, Sir Gilbert, was then living, but his body 
was afterwards removed with several others of the family to the vault 
at Norman ton. 

Caleb Heathcote, the sixth son of Gilbert and Ann, was born in 
1666, and emigrated to America in 1691, according to a tradition 
among his descendants, in consequence of a matrimonial disappoint- 
ment, two of the brothers having fallen in love with the same 
lady. It must, I imagine, have been Mary Dawsonne who enflamed 
the hearts of the two brothers ; and the disagreement which 
ensued is probably alluded to by Caleb in a letter written, after his 
own marriage, to his brother Samuel, who had been the successful 
suitor in 1690. The object of the letter, which is dated New York, 
16 July, 1702, is to ask his brother's assistance in getting the post 
of Collector for the Province of New York, and in it ho says, " I 
was overjoyed to understand by Mr. Honan that you did not only 
bid him tell me your desire of having all things passt forgotten, but 
of your readiness to do me all the service that lay in your power, 
& assures me you pressed him over and over to tell me so. This has 
emboldened me to write you again, because I was formerly appre- 
hensive of you being so angry with me that a letter would have been 
very far from being acceptable, etc." 

Caleb settled at New York, and was appointed in 1692 one of His 
Majesty *s Council, in which office, as well as in the command of the 
Militia of the county of Westchester, he continued all his life ; he had 
also been Judge of its Court of Common Pleas, Commander of the 
Colony's Forces, Mayor of the borough of Westchester and of the city 
of New York, which latter office he filled at the time his brother Sir 
Gilbert was Lord Mayor of London, in the year 1711, and three 
following years. Colonel Heathcote, as he was generally called, seems 
to have been a remarkably intelligent and able man, and his memory 
is still held in much respect in his adopted country. He was a zealous 
and steady Churchman, his means and influence being ever employed 
to their utmost extent in behalf of the Church. He established all the 
older parishes in Westchester County and his name stands at the head 
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of the first Vestry of Trinity Church, New York, which was founded 
in 1697. With the help of his brother-in-law, the Rev. George 
Muirson, Rector of Rye, county of Westchester, he carried into 
Connecticut the knowledge of the Church, and founded at Stratford 
the first parish of the Church of England that was established in that 
now flourishing Diocese. Caleb Heathcote made large purchases of 
land in New York and in Connecticut from the Indians and others, 
the largest tract of which he called "Scarsdale," and had erected 
into a manor in the year 1701. It was situated nearly in the centre 
of the county of Westchester, upon Long Island Sound, and comprised 
the present townships of Maraaroneck and Scarsdale. The manor 
house in which he lived was built upon a beautiful eminence over- 
looking the Sound, and was called Heathcote Hill. This house was 
burnt down at the beginning of the Revolution, but was rebuilt in 
1790 on the same site, and is still known by the same name. 

About the year 1702,* Caleb Heathcote married Martha, daughter 
of Colonel William Smith, of Long Island, who had been Governor 
of Tangier, in Africa, in the time of Charles II., at which place 
Mrs. Heathcote was born 14 September, 1681. She survived her 
husband, her will bearing date 13th August, 1736. 

In 1715 he was appointed Survey or- General of the Customs for the 
Northern Districts, and he was also Judge of the Admiralty Court for 
the provinces of New York, New Jersey, and Connecticut. His death 
took place very unexpectedly in the city of New York, on 28 February, 
172), for he had been employed in the morning of the same day in 
procuring subscriptions for a charitable purpose. He left six children, 
Gilbert, William, Elizabeth, Mary, Anne, and Martha. 

Gilbert died in England in 1727, at the house of his uncle, Sir 
Gilbert, at the age of twenty and unmarried; William, Elizabeth, 
and Mary all died unmarried ; administration in the case of Gilbert 
mid Mary being granted to their mother, Martha, in 1731, in the 
Prerogative Court of Canterbury. 

* In the same letter from him to hii brother Samuel, which ha* been partly quoted above, dated 
16 July, 1703, he presents " mine and mj wife's hearty love and service to yours," 
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Of the two surviving children, Anne married, about 1729, the 
Hon. James de Lancey, Chief Justice and Lieutenant-Governor of 
New York, whose descendants in the male line still own Heathcote 
Hill, and are represented by Edward Floyd de Lancey, Esq., eldest 
son of William Heathcote de Lancey, d.d., late Bishop of Western 
New York, who died in 1865,* to both of whom we have been greatly 
indebted for much valuable information respecting this branch of the 
family. 

Martha, coheiress with her sister Anne, married, in 1736, Lewis 
Johnston, m.d., of Perth Amboy, one of the most eminent men of the 
province of New Jersey, by whom she left numerous descendants, 
among whom was Charles Petit Mc Ilvaine, d.d., Bishop of Ohio, 
great-grandson of Lewis Johnston. 

Caleb Heathcote's will, which was dated at Jamaica, February 29, 
1719, was proved in New York and letters testamentary granted to 
Martha Heathcote, the sole executrix, 19 April, 1721. 

The following obituary notice is taken from The American Weekly 
Messenger : — 

New York, March 6, 1721. On the 28th day of February last, died the 
Honourable Caleb Heathcote, Esqr., Surveyor General of Her Majesty's 
Customs, etc., and brother of Sir Gilbert Heathcote of London. He was a 
gentleman of rare qualities, excellent temper and virtuous life and conversa" 
tion, and his loss lamented by all that knew him, who in the day of his death 
went about doing good in procuring a charitable subscription, in which he 
made a very great progress.

transactions with Jamaica; indeed he found the remittances for the 
government wherewith to pay the troops in that island.* In 1693 a 
ship named the Redbridge, of which he was part owner, was detained in 
London by order of the East India Company, on suspicion of intending 
to infringe the monopoly granted by the Crown, by trading to the Bast. 
The public was convinced that the detention was illegal, and drew the 
inference that the monopoly was illegal too. As soon, therefore, as 
Parliament met the matter was brought before them and referred to a 
Committee of the whole House. The Committee proceeded to inquire 
by what authority the Redbridge had been stopped, and Mr. Heathcote 
appeared at the bar as a witness. He was asked whether he would 
venture to deny that the ship had really been fitted out for the Indian 
trade. He maintained that even if it were so he was within his 
rights. " It is no sin that I know of," he answered, " to trade with 
India; and I shall trade with India till I am restrained by Act of 
Parliament." The Committee reported that in their opinion the 
detention of the Redbridge was illegal, and the House agreed with 
the Committee by a hundred and seventy-one votes to a hundred 
and twenty-five. A few days later it was agreed that all subjects 
of England had equal rights to trade to the East Indies unless 
prohibited by Act of Parliament, and this memorable vote destroyed 
the East India Company's monopoly.t 

In 1694 Mr. Heathcote took an active part in founding the Bank 
of England, of which he was a Director, and in 1709 the Governor; 
he was also Governor of the Eastland Company and President of 
St. Thomas' Hospital, of which he was a munificent patron, and 
where there is a full length portrait of him in the civic scarlet 
furred gown, hanging on the staircase outside the Court room. He 
was also Colonel of the Blue Regiment of the Honourable Artillery 
Company, the once famous old City Trained Bands. 

In 1698 the Czar, Peter the Great, who was then in England, 
was entertained in the city by the Lord Mayor and Aldermen, when 
he was addressed by Mr. Heathcote in Dutch on the subject of the

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Tobacco Trade with Russia, which the Czar was willing to facilitate, 
and on Mr. Heathcote alluding to the opposition to be expected from 
the Greek church, the priesthood being much against its introduction, 
the Czar replied that he " would do well enough with them when 
he went home."* 

In 1682 ho married Hester, daughter and heiresB of Christopher 
Rayner, Esq., of London, Merchant, and by her, who was born 1658 
and died 27 September, 1714, aged fifty-six, he had three sons and 
four daughters. 

In 1701 he was chosen one of the representatives in Parliament 
for the City of London, for which he sat in four successive Parlia- 
ments; and in 1702 he was knighted by Queen Anne on the occasion 
of Her Majesty's visit to the City, and her presence at a grand 
banquet there on Lord Mayor's day. Sir Gilbert was Sheriff in 1703, 
and served the office of Lord Mayor of London in 1711. It is said 
that he was the last of the Lord Mayors who rode on horseback in 
the procession on Lord Mayor's day, though I believe the statement 
has been questioned, and that on account of his unpopularity with 
the lower orders, the procession to Westminster was curtailed. " In 
the following year, a coach was first provided for the Lord Mayor; 
but whether this innovation was due to the disorderly scenes of the 
preceding autumn, or whether there is any truth in the story that 
it was introduced owing to the fact of one of Sir Gilbert's immediate 
predecessors having lost his equilibrium, and being prostrated in the 
mud, is a moot point." t 

In 1715 Sir Gilbert sat in Parliament for Helston, in the next 
Parliament for Lymington, and in 1727 for St. German's in Cornwall, 
which seat he retained until his death, which took place at his house 
in St. Swithin's Lane in London, on the 25th January, 1732-3, a 
few days after be had been raised to the rank of a Baronet, at the 
mature age of eighty-one.

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The issue of Sir Gilbert and Hester Rayner were : — 
I. Gilbert, born and died 1687. 
II. John, who succeeded as second Baronet. 
III. Henry, born 1697; died unmarried 27 October, 1727. 
I. Anne, born 1683; married Sir Jacob Jacobson, of London, Knt., 
and died 29 August, 1737. 

II. Frances, born 1685; died unmarried 14 December, 1731. 

III. Hester, born 1699 ; married, as his second wife, William Sloane, 
Esq. of Chelsea, and died without issue 22 July, 1732. 

IV. Elizabeth, born [1705]; twenty in 1725, when she married 
Sigismund Trafford, Esq., of Dunston Hall, Lincolnshire, died in 
1742, and was buried at Watlington. 

Sir Gilbert Heathcote was undoubtedly a remarkable man, and 
commanded the universal respect of all who came in contact with him. 
The influence for good of a man of Buch well-known honour, integrity 
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and moderation, that throughout all his vast mercantile transactions, 
extending over all the civilized world, he passed through so long a life 
without a law suit, as is recorded of him on his monument, must have 
been invaluable at a time when we are told a very low standard of 
morality prevailed among all ranks of society. He was regarded with 
much affection by his relatives, and was both a kind landlord and a 
steady friend, in proof of which the following mention of him in one of 
the letters of Sarah, Duchess of Marlborough, may be quoted. In an 
account of Lord Halifax, she says: — 

Of all my Whig friends and professors, when I had interest with the 
Queen, except Lord Cowper, whom I have given a just character of, I cannot 
recollect any one who did not treat me in an infamous manner, and, except Sir 
Gilbert Heathcote, Sir Nathaniel Gould, and my Lord Orford, they railed at 
me everywhere, and said, that I had ruined them, and were as violent as the 
Tories had been, who had some reason, for I was against them. But I never 
deceived them, though I could not be of their opinion. The first I have 
mentioned, Sir Gilbert, was always the same to me as when I was a favourite, 
wrote to me when I was in exile ; and Sir Nathaniel Gould and he continued 
my friends till their death. And after the Duke of Marlborough was dead, 
which was very polite in men of business, they hired a coach, and came to visit 
me at Windsor Lodge, when I was in affliction. This was after the Hanover 
family were in England, when both Whigs and Tories railed at me. 

From the same correspondence we get a further glimpse of Sir 
Gilbert in a letter from Lord Godolphin to the Duke of Marlborough, 
written soon after the battle of Taisnifcres (Sep. 11, N.S., 1709) and 
dated Windsor, September 9-20, 1709 :— 

I shall only add, that upon the strength of your victory, I spoke yesterday 
to the Bank, that pursuant to the latitude given in the last session of 
Parliament, they would now contract with me for the circulating of 600,000/. 
more in Exchequer bills to the carrying on the public service. What I said 
seemed to be pretty well received, and I hope it will succeed ; but upon that 
occasion Sir Gilbert Heathcote, who is Governor, said to me, " Pray, my Lord, 
don't let us have a rotten peace." " Pray tell me," I answered, " what you 
call a rotten peace ? " "I call anything a rotten peace," he said, " unless we 
have Spain, for without it we can have no safety, and now we have them down, 
let us keep them so, till we get quite out of the war." " But, Sir Gilbert,"

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I said, "I want you a little to consider the circumstances of the Duke of 
Marlborough and me ; we are railed at every day for having a mind, as they 
call it, to perpetuate the war, and we are told we shall be worried next winter, 
for refusing a good peace, and insisting upon terms which it was impossible for 
Prance to perform." He replied very quick, " They are a company of rotten 
rogues that tell you so ; I'll warrant you we'll stand by you." I had a mind by 
this safe hand to give you an account of this dialogue naturally, as it passed. 
Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer, and Mr. Gold, Deputy Governor of the Bank, 
were both present at our discourse. By this you will see that as all the 
malicious people will rail, if there be no peace, so those who wish best will 
be very uneasy at any peace under which they do not think themselves safe, 
or that leaves them to an after game for the recovery of Spain. 

In answer to this the Duke of Marlborough replied to Lord 

Godolphin, October 3, 1709:— 

I am very much of the opinion of Sir Gilbert Heathcote, that we must not 
be contented with a rotten peace.* 

It is believed among his descendants that the description of 
Sir Andrew Freeportt in the Spectator was intended for Sir Gilbert 
Heathcote, and certainly no words could more justly describe his 
character, which is also well summed up in Denton's Life and Eirors, 
published in 1705, in the following words: — 

He is a person of as known prudence as integrity, a good Christian, a 
compleat citizen, a wise Alderman and a zealous Church of England man ; and 
all that know him must own he is very much a gentleman. ... It further 
hightens his character that he is no Bigot to any Party ; he loves and respects 
his Fellow-citizens, not as Churchmen, Presbyterians, Independents, but as 
honest men; and for these Hot-heads that think otherwise, they can be no 
Friends to a good magistrate or their native country. 

At the time of his death, Sir Gilbert, as senior Alderman, was 
"the father of the city," and was reputed the richest Commoner in 
England, being reckoned worth 700,000/., a large sum in those days. 

Like many men who have made their own fortunes and thoroughly 
understand the value of money, he has not escaped the imputation of 
parsimony, chiefly on the authority of a few spiteful couplets by Pope, 
who was in the habit of scattering a little of his venom on people who

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disagreed with him, and on the somewhat disingenuous interpretation 
of a letter which Sir Gilbert wrote to Strype upon the charges made 
on the occasion of his brother John's burial. He has been accused 
of " wretched covetousness " for disputing " a few shillings with the 
parson of his parish for the funeral fees of his own brother"; but 
anyone who reads his letter will see that Sir Gilbert's main objection 
was not the amount of the fee but the injustice of the demand as it 
was made upon him. "I cannot," he says, "for my life persuade myself 
of the equity of paying parish duties in two places for one and the 
same corps, where in one of them neither the service is performed 
nor the ground made use of, but seeing you say it is Law, I'll say no 
more of it." Having drawn attention to a principle which was 
obviously unjust, he allows it to pass, but it is essentially the sort of 
demand that a straightforward Englishman, famed for the upright- 
ness of his business qualities, would be most likely to resent, and, 
as far as appears, Sir Gilbert comes out of the transaction in a more 
favourable light than Mr. Strype, who is found demanding money 
without equivalent service.* 

Sir Gilbert could be openhanded and generous enough on occasions, 
as is shown by a pleasing anecdote, related of him by a Mr. Thomas 
Wale about the year 1785. He had told his eldest son John, while a 
young man, that he must not marry a girl with less than 10,000/., as the 
fortune he should give him would merit much more as times then went, 
but finding afterwards that his son was in love with a daughter of one 
of his old friends, Major White, who could not give her more than 
1,500/. at the outside, in order to keep word with his son, he made a 
present of 8,500/. to the Major's daughter, that her fortune might 
amount to the sum he had told his son his wife must have.t 

Sir Gilbert was the possessor of large estates in the counties of 
Lincoln and Rutland. He had bought the manor of Kelthorpe and 
other lands in Rutlandshire of the Wotton family as early as 1702, and 
the manors of Empingham and Normanton, with other estates formerly 
belonging to the Mack worths, of Charles Tryon, Esq., about 1729.

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Normanton had belonged from the time of the Conquest to the ancient 
family of the Norraanvilles, and from them went by marriage to 
the Basings, from whom it descended to the Mackworths, Thomas 
Mackworth of Mackworth, in the County of Derby, having married 
Alice, the sister and heir of Sir John de Basings, who died without 
issue in the 24th of Henry VI. Before the purchase of Normanton, 
Sir Gilbert seems to have lived mostly, when not in London, at a house 
called Forest House, at Low Layton, in Epping Forest, Essex, at 
which place several of the family were buried, but were afterwards 
removed to Normanton. The Forest House had anciently belonged to 
the Abbey of Waltham, and was eventually sold by Sir John Heathcote 
to the Bosanquet family. The present house at Normanton, which is 
of considerable size, but without any pretensions to architectural 
beauty or decoration, was built by Sir Gilbert. 

Sir John Heathcote, the second, but eldest surviving son of Sir 
Gilbert and Hester, was born 1689, and succeeded his father as second 
Baronet. He was Member for Bodmin at the time of Sir Gilbert's 
death, and continued to represent that place until April, 1741, having 
been previously Member for Grantham from 1715 to 1722; he was 
also one of the Trustees of the British Museum. Sir John was a 
patron of Dyer, who was presented by bim to the living of Coningsby 
in 1751, and who refers in The Fleece, published in 1757, to the 

" Grassy slopes and verdant lawns 
Of beauteous Normanton, health's pleasing haunts, 
And the beloved retreat of Heathcote'* leisure " — 

besides penning a few feeble lines in praise of its owner. 

In 1 720 Sir John married Bridget, daughter of Thomas White, Esq., 

of Tuxford and Wallingwells in Nottinghamshire, and by her, who died 

5 May, 1772, aged sixty-eight, he had two sons and six daughters, viz.: 

I. Gilbert who succeeded him as third Baronet. 

II. John, who became the ancestor of the Heathcotea of Conington 

Castle. (See chapter VI.) 

I. Bridget, married 29 July, 1755, as his second wife, James 
16th Earl of Morton, and died 2 March, 1805, leaving issue. 
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II. Hester, married 28 April, 1778, at St. George's, Hanover 
Square, as his second wife, Sir Archibald Edmonstone, Bart., and died 
without issue. 

III. Anne, married 6 February, 1778, at her brother Sir Gilbert's 
house in Grosvenor Square, as his second wife, Lieut. -Gen. Sir Robert 
Hamilton, of Silvertonhill, Bart., and died without issue. 

IV. Henrietta, born 1 733 ; died 14 September in the same year. 
V. Mary, born 13 December, 1734; married 30 November, 1775,

Sir John Heathcote died in 1759. 

Sir Gilbert Heathcote, the eldest son of Sir John, succeeded as 
third Baronet, and was member for Shaftesbury from 1762 to 1768. 
He married first in 1749 Lady Margaret Yorke, youngest daughter 
of Philip, first Earl of Hardwicke, by whom, who died 10 August, 1769, 
aged thirty-eight, he had no issue; and secondly in 1770 Elizabeth, 
daughter of Robert Hudson, Esq., of Teddington, by whom, who died 
14 July, 1813, he had three sons and one daughter, viz.: — 
I. Gilbert, who succeeded as fourth Baronet. 
II. John, who died unmarried, having been accidentally killed by 
being thrown out of his curricle 7 October, 1802, at the age of twenty- 
seven. 

III. Robert, married in 1807 Elizabeth, daughter of John Searle, 

an actress of repute, and died in 1823, leaving by her three sons, viz : —

Sir Gilbert Heathcote, third baronet, died 2 December, 1785. 

Sir Gilbert Heathcote, the eldest son of Sir Gilbert and Elizabeth, 
was born 6 October, 1773, and succeeded bis father as fourth baronet. 
He represented the county of Rutland in 1796, and in the following 
Parliament was returned for Lincolnshire, which he represented in two 
parliaments ; in 1812 he was again elected for the county of Rutland 
for which be sat uninterruptedly until 1841. Sir Gilbert married 
twice, first 16 August, 1793, Lady Catherine Sophia, daughter of John 
Manners, Esq., of Buckminster Park, Co. Leicester, and Grantham 
Grange, Co. Lincoln, M.P., and Louisa, Countess of Dysart, by whom 
he had three sons, viz ; — 

I. Gilbert John, who succeeded him as fifth baronet. 
II. Lionel Edward, born 1796, Capt. Royal Horse Guards (Blue), 
died 17 July, 1875, without issue. 

III. William Henry, born 1797, of North Luffenham Hall, who 
married 17 December, 1833, Sophia Matilda, only daughter of Thomas 
Wright, of Upton Hall, Co. Notts, Esq., who died 20 November, 1880, 
in her seventieth year. Mr. William Henry Heathcote died without 
issue 17 October, 1880, aged eighty-three. 

Lady Sophia Heathcote died 28 March, 1825, and Sir Gilbert 
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married secondly 10 August, 1825, Mrs. Eldon, by whom he left one 
son, viz. : — 

IV. Arthur, born 22 June, 1829, late the owner of Durdana, in 
Surrey, who died unmarried in 1869. 

Lady Heathcote, Sir Gilbert's second wife, died 21 October, 1842. 
Sir Gilbert died at his seat at Durdans, near Epsom, 26 March, 1851, 
at the age of seventy-eight, and the following notice of him is taken 
from The Guardian newspaper of 2 April in that year : — " Sir Gilbert 
Heathcote entered Parliament at twenty-one and sat for the county 
of Lincoln in three and for Rutland in nine parliaments ; at the disso- 
lution in 1841, he retired from public life and devoted himself to the 
amusement of the Turf, on which no one was more distinguished for 
high principle and honour. It is perhaps worthy of remark that 
during his long sporting and political career, on the turf he never 
made a bet, and in his many elections he never had a contest." 

Sir Gilbert John Heathcote, the eldest son of Sir Gilbert and Lady 
Sophia, succeeded his father as fifth baronet. He was born 16 
January, 1795. In 1820 be was returned for Boston, which he also 
represented in the parliaments of 1826 and 1831, and in 1841 he 
succeeded his father as M. P. for the county of Rutland, for which he 
continued to sit, until in 1856 be was raised to the peerage by the title 
of Baron Aveland of Aveland, in the county of Lincoln. He married 
in 1827 Hon. Clementina Elizabeth, eldest daughter of Peter Robert, 
nineteenth Lord Willoughby de EreBby, at that time Lord Gwydyr, 
and bad by her one son and two daughters, viz : — 

I. Gilbert Henry, who succeeded bira as second Baron Aveland. 
I. Clementina Charlotte, born 1833, married 5th April, 1869, 
Vice-Admiral Sir George Tryon, R.N., K.C.B., A.D.c. to the Queen, who 
was lost in the Victoria in 1893, leaving one son, George Clement 
Tryon, Lieut. Grenadier Guurds. 

II. Elizabeth Sophia, born 1838. 

The first Lord Aveland, who was Lord- Lieutenant of Lincolnshire, 
died 6th September, 1867. In 1870, on the death of Alboric, twentieth 
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Lord Willoughby de Eresby, the Barony fell into abeyance between 
bis sisters, and was terminated in favour of the eldest, Lady Aveland, 
who thus became Baroness Willoughby de Eresby in her own right, 
and as heiress to the estate added the names of Drummond and 
Willoughby to the family name of Heathcote. She died 13 November, 
1888, when her title and estate devolved upon her son. 

Gilbert Henry, twenty-second Baron Willoughby de Eresby, second 
Baron Aveland and sixth baronet, waB born 1 October, 1830. From 
1856 until 1867, when he succeeded his father as Lord Aveland, he 
was M. P. for Rutland. In 1892 be was created Earl of Ancaster. 
He married 14 July, 1863, Lady Evelyn Elizabeth, second daughter of 
Charles, tenth Marquess of Huntly, and by her he has had four sons 
and six daughters, viz : — 

I. Gilbert, born 29 July, 1867 ; Capt. Leicestershire Yeomanry 
Cavalry ; M.P. for Horncastle, 1894. 

II. Charles Strathavon, born 18 May, 1870; Lieut. ScotB Guards.

John Heathcote, the second son of Sir John Heathcote of 
Normanton, second Baronet, and Bridget his wife, was the ancestor 
of the branch of the family seated at Conington Castle, in the county 
of Huntingdon. He was member for the county of Rutland from 
1754 to 1761, and married in 1764 Lydia, daughter and coheiress 
of Benjamin Moyer, Esq., of Low Layton, who on the death of her 
half brother, Robert Boothby, Esq., in 1774, inherited under his 
will the Manor of Chingford in EsBex, which still belongs to her 
descendants. Mr. Heathcote had only two children, viz. : — 

John, his successor at Conington. 
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Lydia, born 31 January, 1774, who married 4 June, 1811, the Hon. 
and Rev. William Henry Dawnay, afterwards sixth Viscount Downe, 
and died 18 March, 1848, leaving issue. 

Mr. Heathcote inherited the Manors of Steeple-Gidding and 
Conington in Huntingdonshire from his father, but did not live at 
Conington Castle, which had indeed been almost entirely pulled down 
and converted into a farm house by the last owner, Sir John CottoD, 
.„ ..... ^d <»tiwd great-grandson of the antiquary, and was in a ruinous state when 
'* «SS?" £& bought of him by Sir John Heathcote in 1753. The celebrated 
Sir Robert Cotton, the compiler of the Cotton ian Manuscripts, had 
built the Castle and used in its construction some of the carved stone- 
work brought from Fotheringay Castle, it is believed in memory of 
Mary Queen of Scots, to whom he was of kin, and indeed is said to 
have removed thither the very room in which she was beheaded. This 
mansion Dr. Stukeley describes in 1724 as in dismal ruins. The present 
house was built by Mr. Heathcote's only son and successor in the year 
1800 from the designs of Mr. Cockerell, with additions by the same 
architect a few years later, and was further enlarged and improved by 
his grandson, Mr. John Moyer Heathcote in 1838 or 1839, under the 
direction of Mr. Blore. The grounds originally laid out by Lappidge 
were completed by Nesfield. It is a comfortable residence, covering 
a good deal of ground, and rather remarkable in appearance from 
the round-headed arches and old stonework from Fotheringay, which 
have been used in the lower storey, and which may be seen in the 
illustration at the end of this chapter. It is situated in the flat 
country about half way between Huntingdon and Peterborough, and 
close to the parish church, which has a fine tower of early perpen- 
dicular date. 

Mr. Heathcote died 29 July, 1795, and was buried at Chingford, 
where, in the old church, there is a monument to his memory with the 
following inscription : —

happened July xxix, mdccxcv. 

He married Lydia Mover, daughter of Benj n . 

Moyer, Esq., of Low Ley ton, by whom his surviving 

issue are one son, John, and one daughter, Lydia. 

With the utmost Veneration and Respect, his 

disconsolate Widow desires to record her 

profound sense of the virtues of the Husband, 

the Father, and the Friend. 



John Heathcote, the only son of John and Lydia, was born 
14 November, 1767, and graduated at Queen's College, Cambridge, 
in 1789. He was elected Member for Ripon in 1796, and again in 
1802, and was Sheriff for Cambridge and Huntingdonshire in 1809. 
He married, in 1799, Mary Anne, daughter of George Thornhill, Esq., 
of Diddington, in Huntingdonshire, who survived him and died 27 July, 
1854, aged seventy-two. In 1800 Mr. Heathcote began draining and 
improving the estate of Conington, which was liable, like the rest of the 
surrounding country, to serious floods. Some idea may bo formed of 
the state of the district from the fact, mentioned by Mr. John Moyer 
Heathcote in his Reminiscences of Fen and Mere, that Mr. George 
Thornhill had once got into a gunning-boat from the windows of the 
dining room on the ground floor at Conington Castle, and paddled off 
afloat to shoot coots in the lower part of Conington Fen. At the 
same time, the farm horses on the soft lands used to plough with wide 
boards attached to their shoes by straps. Mr. Heathcote died 3 May, 
1838, leaving three sons and two daughters, viz. : — 
I. John Moyer, his successor at Conington. 

II. Robert Boothby, born 1805, of St. John's College, Cambridge, 
Rector of Chingford, Essex. He married first in 1837, Charlotte, 
second daughter of Admiral Thomas Sotheby and Lady Mary Anne 
Bourke, daughter of the third Earl of Mayo, by whom, who died in 
1845, he had one son and two daughters, viz : —

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1. Robert Boothby, born 1844, of Friday Hill, Chingford, 
Essex ; married, 1872, Jane Vere, only daughter of 
Rot.

The Rev. Robert Boothby Heathcote married secondly in 1848, 

Elizabeth Bridget, daughter of Capt. "William "Wells, of Holme House, 
Hunts, and Lady Elizabeth Proby, youngest daughter of the first 
Earl of Carysfort, by whom he had two sons and two daughters, viz : — 

2. "William Edward, born 1853, of Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, FirBt Class in Classics and First Class in 
Mathematics, 1875, to whom his half-brother, Robert 
Boothby, left Friday Hill. 

3. Frederick Granville, born 1857, of Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge; J. P. and D. L. for Caithness; married 18 
October, 1888, Agnes Charlotte, eldest daughter of 
Thomas J. Barnes, Esq., of Richmond, Surrey, and of 
the Middle Temple, Barrister-at-Law. Mr. Frederick 
Heathcote took the name of Sinclair under the will of 
the fifteenth Earl of Caithness, who left him his estate. 

3. Emily Frances, born 1850; married, 1874, Robert Thorn- 
hagh Gurdon,* eldest Bon of Brampton Gurdon, Esq., 
of Letton, Norfolk, and has issue. 

4. Louisa Gertrude, born 1854. 
The Rev. Robert Boothby Heathcote died in 1865. 

III. George, born 1811, of St. John's College, Cambridge, M. A. 
1834, Rector of Conington and Steeple-Gidding, 1835-1884. He 
married in 1839 Catherine Sophia, daughter of Admiral Thomas 
Sothcby, and sister to his brother Robert Boothby's first wife, who 
died 1 August, 1840, aged twenty-eight. The Rev. George Heathcote

John Moyer Heatbcote, of Conington Castle, the eldest son of 
John and Mary Anne, was born in 1800, and graduated at St. John's 
College, Cambridge, in 1822. He married, in 1833, Hon. Emily 
Frances, daughter of the 1st Lord Colborne, and by her, who died 
13 October, 1849, aged thirty-seven, he had four sons and one 
daughter, viz. : — 

I. John Moyer, who succeeded him. 

II. William George, born 1836; died 2 November, 1857. 

III. Charles Gilbert, born 1841. First Class Classical Tripos; 
Fellow of Emmanuel College, Cambridge; Stipendiary Magistrate of 
Brighton from 1884 ; author of the article on Lawn Tennis in the 
Badminton Series; married, 1869, Lucy Edith, only daughter of Hon. 
Walter Wrottesley, fourth Bon of the 1st Lord Wrottesley, by whom 
he has one son and two daughters, viz. : —

2. Mabel Frances, born March, 1873. 

IV. Henry Francis, born 1849; died 4 October, 1854. 
I. Mary Emily, bom 1838. 

Mr. Heathcote, who was D.L. and J.P. for Hunts, was a man of 
highly cultivated tasteB, an excellent and indefatigable artist, and 
exercised his talent up to the very close of his long life, which 
terminated in 1892. In 1876 he published an interesting account of 
the Fen district and of the draining of Whittlesea Mere, illustrated 
almost entirely by his own sketches, entitled, Reminiscences of Fen 
and Mere. 

John Moyer Heathcote, of Conirtgton Castle, eldest son of John 
Moyer and Emily Frances, was born in 1834, and was of Trinity 
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College, Cambridge. He is J.P. for Hunts and Sussex, and is well 
known as for many years the Champion Amateur Tennis Player, and as 
the author of the section on Tennis and the volume on Skating in the 
celebrated Badminton Beries. 

He married December, I860, Louisa Cecilia, daughter of Norman 
MacLeod of MacLeod, and has had by her two sons and two daugh- 
ters, viz. : — 

I. John Norman, born June, 1863. 

II. Arthur Ridley, born 14 February, 1877. 
I. Emily Louisa,born February, 1 8G2 ; died at Calais, 25 May, 1880. 

II. Evelyn May, born November, 1865. 
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Dantzic and Konigsberg, became afterwards a London Merchant. He 
was a director of the East India Company and the Eastland Company, 
and in 1707 was made a Deputy Lieutenant of the Tower Hamlots. 
On 22 January, 1690-1, he married, at St. Leonard's, Shoreditch, 
Mary, youngest daughter and eventually heiress of William Daw- 
sonne, Esq.,* of Hackney, Treasurer of the Excise, who in 1659 had 
held a Captain's commission in Colonel Robert Overton's Regiment 
of Foot. There was some connection between the Dawsonnes and 
Overtons, and Mr. Dawsonne's eldest son was born in Colonel Overton's 
house in Hull, in 1658, at the time that the Colonel was imprisoned 
in Jersey. In the next year Colonel Overton was liberated and made 
Governor of Hull, but lost his appointment in 1600, and, after an 
imprisonment in the Tower, was removed to Chepstow Castle, where 
he is supposed to have died in 1661 or 10G2.t Mr. Dawsonne's eldest 
surviving son William was also a Merchant in London, and in partner- 
ship with his brother-in-law Mr. Samuel Heathcote, with whom and 
with his family ho appears always to have been on terms of great 
intimacy and affection. In 1700 Mr. Heathcote bought of Mrs. Mary 
Kekewich the remainder of her lease of Clapton House in the parish 
of Hackney, which had previously been the residence of Dr. Thomas 
Wood, Bishop of Lichfield and Coventry, and finding the place in a 
very dilapidated condition, he spent a considerable sum in putting it 
in order, making minute notes of all his alterations and improvements, 
among which he mentions erecting a sundial with his coat of arms 
upon it, and filling up a moat four or five hundred feet long, thirty 
feet wide, and Dine or ten feet deep, which looks as if the residence 
had been an old Manor House in former times. Whether the house 
exists at the present time or not I do not know, but not many years 
ago it was still standing. 

Mr. Samuel Heathcote was an intimato friend of the celebrated 
John Locke, to whom he gave much assistance in his work on regu- 
lating the coin of the kingdom, and made a copy of a long letter

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to him on financial matters, in his note book preserved by the family. 
In this book he was in the habit of entering all sorts of domestic 
particulars, such as the agreements he made with his servants, who 
seem, by the way, to have remained with him generally but a short 
time ; and under this head he makes a memorandum which shows, not 
only the altered state of society at the present day, when an arrange- 
ment such as he makes would be impossible, but perhaps, to some 
extent, the rapid rise to affluence of these merchant brothers, who by 
their success in trade had more than restored the family to the position 
it had held a few generations back. On 27 October, 1693, he receives 
a letter from "Cousin Elizabeth Ash of Chesterfield, wherein she 
desires me to take her sonne Gilbert upon the terms I proposed to 
her. Gilbert Ash lodged first at my brother Gilbert's the 22 of Jan. 
last, to serve there in the room of their footman Phillip, till he came 
back from Chesterfield, whither he went to wait on my brother John 
and William Heathcote, Bro. Jn° and Will, with Phillip returned to 
Lond. from Chesterfield the 8 March, '93-4, and then Gill. Ash came 
into my service." Letters at a later date show that " Cousin Gilbert 
Ash " turned out very badly. 

In the same book he also refers to the use of a medicine which 
at one time enjoyed a high reputation. His mother, who had been 
suffering from asthma for several weeks, died in November, 1705, 
and in her last illness he writes that they gave her "a pretty large 
quantity of Goa stone, which after some time brought her into a little 
Breathing," without, however, any permanent good result. Several 
branches of the family possess specimens of these heavy, highly 
scented, oval shaped balls, covered with gilding, and enclosed in their 
ornamental silver cases of Indian chased work. This interesting 
preparation was named from the place of its manufacture in India, 
where the secret of its composition was in the possession of Portuguese 
monks at Goa, though not long ago I saw one described, phonetic- 
ally, in a sale catalogue, as a Gore stone, almost as if the writer 
was under the impression that it had gained its name from being 
used as a styptic. In a MS. of Philip, second Earl of Chesterfield, 
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communicated by the late Evelyn Philip Shirley, Esq., its uses are 

thus given : — 

The Goa stone is an admirable preparation of several ingredients, 
it is made by a Jesuit at Goa, it hath the same effects with Lady 
Kent's powder but is much stronger, it is a sudorificke & expels all 
poisons & malignant humours in the bloud, it is admirable in all feavers 
& agues and good to prevent them, it drives out mesles & small pox, 
some persons do eate a little of it every day & doe scrape some of it 
in to drinke, it is a great cordiall. 

Belief in its remedial powers has long gone the way of many another 

nostrum of our ancestors. Lady Betty used it to scent the linen 

cupboard, and her grandson Sir William put it to the baser purpose 

of imparting an agreeable flavour to the punch bowl. Its delicious 

perfume is retained unimpaired to the present time, and, if the cover 

is removed from the case and the ball left exposed in a large room 

for even a few minutes, will be instantly perceived by any one 

entering. The place where it has been scraped when used medicinally 

can be plainly seen in the illustration. 

Mr. Samuel Heathcote died 13 November, 1708, at Clapton, of a 

violent fever, after a short illness, at the age of fifty-two, and was 

buried at Hackney. His character is thus summed up by his son : — 

" He had great natural parts, and certainly he was one of the soberest, 

most just and industrious of men, and also an extraordinary good 

Husband and Father as ever lived My grandfather gave him 

but a small matter to begin the world with, not above 500/., but God 

was pleased to prosper and bless him so much that he was worth 

90,000/. when he dyed." His portrait, and his wife's too, were painted 

in November, 1694, by "one Dowdett, a Frenchman," at the same 

time that the picture of his father was copied by the same person, but 

however " formidable " they may have been as likenesses, they do not 

give an exalted idea of the artist's powers. The gentleman presents 

a hard and rather ill-tempered looking reproduction of his father's 

features ; the lady, with as little expression as it is possible to convey 

in a portrait, sits calmly, though with a dislocated arm, gazing at the 

spectator, while she feeds a sheep without looking at it, on a bunch of 
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not unnatural. This letter, youthful and very human in its tone, was 
written only three months before he died, and as we turn its yellow 
pages, now after the lapse of almost one hundred and ninety years, we 
seem to find ourselves standing side by side with the dead and gone 
actors in the little tragedy, taking sides, perhaps, according to our 
age and temperament, and wondering whether the fatal journey was 
planned to detach the poor youth from the object of his affections, and, 
if so, whether the thought came at last that success was in this case 
worse than failure. 

II. William, became the first baronet of Hursley. 

III. Samuel, born 1094, died 1695. 

IV. Samuel, born 11 February, 1698-9, married 3 May, 1720, at 
Gray's Inn Chapel, Elizabeth, eldest daughter of Matthew Holworthy, 
Esq., of Hackney, who died without issue 6 May, 1726. He married 
secondly, about 1 729, a French lady, of whom little is known except 
that her Christian name was Frances, that she was living in 1 747, and 
that he bad by her a daughter born about 1730. In 1740 he became 
M.P. for Beeralston, and died 31 March, 1775. His will dated 12 fS'JT&^'t.&i'E 
October, 1772, was proved 3 April, 1775, and in it he describes himself JiSCu !* ™. "SSf

as of the parish of St. James, Westminster. The children mentioned 
in his will are Mary, wife of Samuel Ryley, William Samuel, Robert, 
Henry, Ann, and Mary Ann, but there is an uncertainty as to when 
the younger children wore born ; the sons, at any rate, must have been 
much younger than their sister Mary, as an Act for providing and 
securing portions for the children of Sir Thomas Heathcote, second 
baronet, dated 1752, recites that Mr. Samuel Heathcote, brother of the 
first Sir William, " hath no male issue." It is not known when his 
second wife died, and it is possible that be may even have married a 
third time ; in any case the birth of the sous could not have taken 
place much later than 1752, as the two younger ones were settled in 
business by 1772, when he made his will. It might, ]»rhaps, be con- 
jectured from numerous references to him, both published and private, 
which show that his character was not one of which the family has any 
. to be proud, that these children were illegitimate, but there is 
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no hint of this in his will, and when he administered the estate of his 
son George, a Lieutenant in the Navy, who died just before he made his 
own will in 1772, he is described as his " natural and lawful father." 

1. Mary, his eldest daughter, born cir. 1730, married at St. 
George's Chapel, Hyde Park Corner, 30 July, 1747, Samuel Ryley, 
and died 1775, having had one only child, Samuel William Ryley. In 
consequence of this marriage Mary Ryley, who seems to have been a 
woman of good sense and principle was, to use her son's words, 
" rejected by all her relatives," but as her uncle, Sir William Heathcote, 
allowed her an annuity of 350/., and settled 4000L on her children, 
and Sir Thomas was very kind afterwards to her son, this sweeping 
statement must be understood, I suppose, to apply only to her parents. 
Her husband, who was a wholesale grocer in St. James's Market, seems 
to have ruined himself through drink, and eventually to have become 
insane, having previously removed from London to Boughton, in 
Cheshire, and after his wife's death to Clifton near Preston in Lanca- 
shire. A letter from the Rev. Henry Heathcote to his brother, Sir 
Thomas, dated 1777, asking for young Ry ley's address, describes an 
unexpected and unwelcome visit from the poor man, who had escaped 
from the care of his friends at Preston and appeared one morning at 
Walton on-the-Hill, obviously out of his mind. Their only child, 
Samuel William Ryley, after having been apprenticed to a woollen cloth 
manufacturer, named Kenworthy, in Yorkshire, made a Gretna Green 
marriage at the age of nineteen with his master's daughter, and 
eventually became an actor. Under the name of Romney, which he 
expressly says was a fictitious one, he wrote a lengthy history of 
himself and his life, published under his real name of Ryley in 1808. 
This book is called The Itinerant, and is a curious production. A few 
years ago various questions were asked and answered about him in 
Notes and Queries, and the late Mrs. Gamlin wrote an account of him 
in Ttvixt Mersey and Dee, published in 1897, which tells pleasantly all 
there is to say about his long, roving life, though she falls into the 
same mistake which others have made in saying that his real name 
was Romney. He was a friend of Charles Mathews, who alludes to 
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him in his Memoirs, and took from him his Mundungus Triste, a 
character in one of his entertainments, and he seems to have been 
amiable, genial, and hopelessly improvident, after the example set him 
by so many of his profession. 

1. William Samuel, the eldest son of Samuel Heathcote, who, as I 
have stated, must have been born after 1752, died unmarried 29 March, 
1779. In his will dated 30 January, and proved 12 April, 1779, he 
describes himself as of New Burlington Street, where his father had 
left him a house, and mentions his brothers, Robert, of Fleet Street, 
and Henry, of Tottenham, his sisters, Ann and Mary Ann, and his 
intended wife, Maria Watson, his father Samuel, deceased, Sir Thomas 
Heathcote, and Admiral F. W. Drake. 

2. Robert is mentioned by his father in 1772 as having already 
received his portion when he was established in business, and from a 
memorandum at Hursley the business appears to have been that of 
a linen-draper in Fleet Street. On 23 September, 1777, he married, 
at St. George's, Hanover Square, Elizabeth Blunt, daughter of Philip 
and Hannah Deare, who was born 9 December, 1 744, and had married 
first, at St. James'jPiccadilly, 26 August, 1764, John Blunt, of St. Giles- 
in-the-Fields. On the occasion of his marriage Robert Heathcote is 
described as of St. Bride's, London, and their eldest child, Mary Anne, 
was christened there 6 January, 1779. 

(1.) William Samuel, mentioned in his father's will, 1811, as 
provided for in the East India Company's service. In 
the list of officers of the Indian Army he appears as 
Cadet, 1796; Colonel, 5 June, 1829; and with the 
local rank of Major-General, in the Army List, 1838. 
His will, dated 30 June, 1825, was proved 21 April, 
1841, and in it he mentions his wife, Harriot Amelia 
(she died in London, 1865, in her 81st year); his reputed 
daughter, Mary, who is also mentioned in his father 
Robert's will, 1811; his brother George Deare Heathcote ; 
and his sisters Mary Anne and Maria. In 1841, when 
the will was proved, Mary Anne was the wife of Henry 
Angelo, and both Maria and George Deare were dead. 
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(2.) George Deare, mentioned by his father in 1811 as pro- 
vided for in the East India Company's service. He 
appears as Cornet 27 September, 1801 ; Lieut. Colonel 
13 May, 1825, and died 31 August, 1831, in England. 
His will, dated 9 August, 1831, proved 11 January, 
1832, describes him as of the Oriental Club and 2, 
University Street, Tottenham Court Road, and mentions 
neither wife nor child. His sister Mary Anne is named 
as still unmarried, but Henry Angelo is one of the 
executors. 
(1.) Mary Anne, born 8 December, 1778, baptized 6 January, 
1779. She married Henry Angelo, Esq., and was 
living 1841, when her brother William Samuel's will 
was proved. 
(2.) Maria, living 1825, dead in 1841. 
Robert Heathcote's will was dated 10 January, 1811, and proved 
15 February, 1819. He describes himself as of High Street, but now 
of Beaumont Street, Marylebone. He mentions his wife Elizabeth, 
whom he leaves executrix with his brothers-in-law, Charles Deare and 
Major-General George Russell Deare, apparently an error for Charles 
Russell Deare and Major-General George Deare, as plainly appear 
from the parish register of St. James', Piccadilly, where they were 
christened, and from the Army List. He mentions also his sister, 
Ann Pugh, deceased ; his brother William Samuel, deceased, and his 
intended wife, Maria Watson ; and his four children as given above, as 
well as Mary, the natural daughter of his son William Samuel. 

3. Henry, mentioned by his father Samuel in 1772 as started in 
business, and referred to in various accounts of the executors of Sir 
Thomas Heathcote in 1 787, as Clerk of Bank. In his brother William 
Samuel's will, he is said to be of Tottenham, and his brother Robert 
writes on 20 February, 1792, to say that he is dead. In 1780 he was 
apparently in difficulties of some kind, as there is an entry dated 
6 March in that year in one of Sir Thomas Heathcote's pocket books, 
of a subscription amounting to 150/. got up for him in the family, and 
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paid to a Mr. Mullins for his use, a portion being for "Tottenham 
landlord." In 1 787, in the executor's accounts, he appears as " Henry 
Heathcote, late Clerk of Bank," and is entered as owing 184/. 19s. 9J., 
and a note records that towards discharging his debt, his brother is to 
pay one quarter of the rent of an house in Burlington Street. Robert 
Heathcote continued to make this payment until Henry died in 1792, 
when a note in the executor's accounts records that Robert is under no 
obligation to pay any arrears of rent, and the debt is apparently 
written off. I have failed to find any trace of him at Tottenham, and 
his will does not appear to be extant. I suspect, however, that he was 
the father of a 

Henry Heathcote, whose wife was Mary Shephard, described in his 
will dated 2 July, 1808, and proved 13 May, 1811, as sister to Charles 
Shephard, because I find in the same executor's accounts referred to 
above, that together with the accounts of Henry Heathcote, Clerk of 
Bank, comes regularly the entry of the payment of interest on a 
mortgage by Charles Shephard. This Henry Heathcote was of 
Bouverie Street, Fleet Street, London, and in his will mentions " all 
our children," without giving names. He probably died a young man, 
as his widow re-married a person of the name of Drayton. He left at 
least two children, viz. : — 

(1.) Henry Spencer, born 1798, lived at Woodbury, Tottenham, 
married 14 April, 1831, Anne, daughter of Mark Currie, 
Esq., of Hayes, Kent, brother of Sir Frederick Currie, 
1 st Bart, and died 2 1 April, 1 844, leaving by his wife, 
who died 11 April, 1864, aged 55, three sons and one 
daughter, viz. : — 
(a.) Alfred Spencer, born 29 March, 1832, late 60th 
Rifles; V.C. India, 20 January, 1860; living in 
Australia 1898; married Mary Harriet, daughter 
of R. Thompson, Esq., of Westerham, Kent, and 
has —

4. George. Administration of George Heathcote, late of the 
parish of St. James, Westminster, Lieutenant in the Navy, Bachelor, 
is granted to Samuel Heathcote, his natural and lawful father, 23 June, 
1772, which being shortly before Samuel made his will, accounts for 
his not being mentioned in it. 

2. Ann, daughter of Samuel Heathcote, married at St. James 9 , 
Piccadilly, 26 September, 1777, Rev. John Pugh, of the parish of 
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Rauceby, co. Lincoln, the marriage register being signed by William 
Samuel Heathcote, Mary Ann Heathcote, and Maria Watson. Mrs. 
Pugh did not live long, as on 16 November, 1782, Mr. Pugh married 
in the same church Sophia, second surviving daughter of Sir Francis 
Henry Drake and Anne Heathcote, first cousin of his first wife. Mr. 
Pugh died 26 April, 1799; his widow survived him a few years. 

3. Mary Ann, daughter of Samuel Heathcote, was liviog in 1779, 
at the date of her brother William Samuel's will, but I have no more 
information respecting her. 

I. Mary, the eldest daughter of Samuel Heathcote and Mary 
Dawsonne was born 18 June, 1696, and married in 1716 William 
Yonge, Esq., afterwards the Right Hon. Sir William Yonge, Bart., of 
EBCott, Co. Devon, and by him had a son, Walter, born 22 August, 
1717, died 10 June, 1719. The marriage was an unhappy one, and 
was dissolved by Act of Parliament in 1724. Shortly afterwards 
~s~imtoA*$ml& Bne marr i e< l Mr. John Marsh, an attorney, and bad two sons by him, 
"~"~ ~" Samuel and John, and died in 1766.* 

II. Anne, the youngest daughter of Samuel and Mary, was born 
22 March, 1702, and married 27 September, 1720, Sir Francis Henry 
Drake, fourth Bart., of Buckland Monachorum, who represented 
Tavistock in three Parliaments, and was member for Beeralston at the 
time of his death in 1740, in which seat he was succeeded by his 
brother-in-law, Samuel Heathcote, as mentioned above. Sir Francis 
Henry Drake was of the family of the celebrated navigator, descended 
from his brother Thomas, whose son Francis was first baronet. Sir 
Francis Henry and Lady Drake had three sons and three daughters, 
but on the death of Sir Francis Henry, the fifth baronet, the family 

• In the GtntalagUt (Murray) New Series, vi, under M/awson's Obits, occurs the following :— " 1714. 
Mrs. Mary Heathcote, late wife of the Right Hon. William Younge was married to Patrick Macinohon, 
Esq., in the county of Tipperary, in the Kingdom of Ireland, 22 December." There is no truth in this 
statement. She left her husband in 1719 and lived with her mother at Hackney ; in 1722 she went to 
London. In 1724 she was divorced, and the money for her separate maintenance paid to her as 
" Mary Yonge" from 1722 to 1724, is in 1725 paid to her as" Mary Marsh," Her second marriage 
was no happier than her first. Sir William, writing to his sister, Lady Drake, in 1734, says: — " I 
received the other day a letter from our unfortunate sister. She is pretty well, and makes great 
complaints about her fine husband. I am afraid they live like cat and dog." 
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became extinct in the male line, and is now represented by the 
descendants of the eldest surviving daughter Anne, who had married 
Lord Heathfield, the celebrated defender of Gibraltar. 

William, the eldest surviving son of Samuel and Mary, was born at 
Hackney 15 March, 1692-3, and in the early part of his life, in con- 
junction with his uncle, William Dawsonne, took an active part in the 
mercantile affairs in which his father and Heathcote uncles had been 
so successfully engaged, but he soon determined to withdraw from 
trade, for as early as 1715, when he was only 22 years of age, he 
writes thus in his private note book : — " I began to draw home that 
part of my estate that I have abroad in trade, being fully resolved to 
leave off trade and be content with my present estate." 

Early in 1718 he writes to the Rev. Edward Griffith, Vicar of 
Hursley, telling him of his intention of treating with Dr. Gibson for 
the purchase of Hursley, in Hants, from which place he had just 
returned to Hackney, having been hospitably received there in 
Mr. Griffith's house, whom accordingly he thanks for his " favours." 
This place, with the Manor and Castle of Merdon had belonged since 
1660 to the Cromwell family, having come to Richard Cromwell, eldest 
son of the Usurper, Oliver, through his marriage with Dorothy, eldest 
daughter of Mr. Richard Maijor, who had bought the manor and 
property in 1638 of Sir Gerard Napier. Richard Cromwell, surviving 
his only son Oliver who had claimed the property upon his mother's 
death and retained it till he died, unmarried, in 1705, entered into 
possession of it as his son's heir, though not without opposition from 
his own daughters, who considered themselves heirs to their brother, 
and obliged Richard to take the case to a Court of Law. The decision 
however being in his favour he continued to reside occasionally at 
Hursley until his death in 1712,* when his two surviving daughters, 

• Richard Cromwell died at Cheshunt, 12 July, 1712, but was buried at Hursley, 18 July, in the 
chancel of the Church, where a monument was erected to his, and his children's, memory. When the 
Church was rebuilt in 1848 this monument was removed, the tablet bearing the inscription being alone 
retained and placed in the Tower. The monument however, as originally erected, was restored by the 
late Rt. Hon. Sir William Heathcote, Bart., a few years before his death, and now occupies the central 
place on the north wall of the Tower.

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Elizabeth Cromwell, and Ann, who had married Dr. Thomas Gibson, 
formerly Physician-General in the army, became his coheirs, and in 
November, 1718, sold the estate and manor for £35,100 to Mr. 
Heathcote, who a fortnight afterwards took possession of it, and in the 
course of the next few years added to it by various other purchases. 

The old house, then called " the Lodge," had been built, it is 
supposed, by Sir Philip Hobby, in the time of Edward VI., for the 
manor and castle of Merdon, which had belonged from a very early 
period to the Bishops of Winchester, were alienated from the See by 
that King in 1558 and given to Sir Philip, who had been a privy 
councillor to Henry VIII., was a zealous Protestant and a great pro- 
moter of the Reformation. Marsh, in his Memoranda of the Parish 
of Hursley, says: — 

Merdon Castle is situated at the top of the park, and at the distance of 
half a mile from the lodge, or mansion-house of the lord of the manor. It was 
built by Henry de Blois, Bishop of Winchester, for the purpose, as it is 
supposed, of supporting the interest of his brother King Stephen, against the 
Empress Matilda, mother of King Henry H. The time when it is said to have 
been erected, was the year 1138 ; soon after which (the Empress having taken 
post in the castle of Winchester) it was more strongly fortified and surrounded 
with entrenchments. 

Being erected on one of the episcopal manors, it became from this time 
one of the castles or palaces of the see of Winchester ; and we have evidence, 
that it was for many years after, kept in good repair, and habitable for its 
owners. It is said, however, to have been suffered to go to decay in the course 
of the fourteenth century ; though, I believe, this was the case with such parts 
of it only as were intended for defence, and were useless for the purposes of 
habitation : for it appears unquestionable, that Bishop Edington resided much 
in it in the year 1365 ; and there is not wanting good reason for believing, that 
some parts of it were inhabited so late as in the year 1601.* 

All that remains at the present time is a portion of the gateway, on the 
inner wall of the Castle, with the guardroom on one side and two very 
considerable circumvallations, which show that when in a perfect state 
it must have been an exceedingly strong fortress. The ancient Castle 

* Marsh, Memoranda of the Parish of Hursley, 1808, p. 31. 
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of the house, and unbroken at that time by the staircase which was 
afterwards made at the west end. The material used was red brick, 
with cut stone pilasters and pediments on the north and south fronts, 
and the exterior bears in some of its features a resemblance to parts of 
Chelsea Hospital, which I have always thought may have been in 
Mr. Heathcote's mind when he sketched his elevation. The entrance 
was on the north, up a single flight of stone steps, into a large hall in 
the centre of the house, then paved with stone, but which was after- 
wards boarded when it was changed into a sitting-room by Sir Thomas 
Freeman-Heathcote, fourth baronet. At the east and west ends were 
stone porticos, each with three Doric columns, and with steps from 
the first floor leading respectively to the stables and the gardens ; a 
double flight of stone steps led also from the principal sitting-room to 
a bowling-green on the south side, but when the entrance to the house 
was altered, the steps on the north and south sides were removed, as 
well as the portico at the east end. 

There is a tradition that the celebrated Earl of Burlington, famed 
for his love of building, once drove down from London to see Mr. 
Heathcote's new house at Hursley, but that on coming in sight of the 
Portico at the east end with its three Doric columns, the idea was 
immediately presented to his mind that there must be an entrance into 
the house, which was either placed directly behind one of the columns, 
or else was not made in the centre of the wall in which it appeared, as 
indeed was the case, and that horrified at the architectural enormity 
implied on either supposition, he turned his horses round then and 
there and went home again in disgust, without so much as driving up 
to the door to have a nearer inspection. 

Whatever the error in taste may been with respect to the porticos 
at the east and west ends, the house was conveniently planned and 
most substantially built, with solid walls of great thickness, and took 
three years in building, not being completed till 1724.* 

• Sir William reckoned that the building of the house cost / 14,000, including £3000 at which he 
valued the materials of the old house and buildings used in it, and exclusive of ^4000 more spent 
in building offices, garden walls, park palings, etc. 
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On 7 April, 1720, Mr. Heafchcote married, in the Royal Chapel of 
St. Peter ad Vincula, Tower of London, Elizabeth, only daughter of 
ThotnaB Parker, Baron Parker, of Macclesfield, Lord High Chancellor 
of England, who was soon afterwards created Viscount Parker of 
Ewelme, and Earl of Macclesfield, with remainder in default of male 
heirs to the descendants of his daughter. In 1722 he first came into 
Parliament, when he sat for the borough of Buckingham on the retire- 
ment of Alexander Dentoo, Esq. In 1 729 lie was returned for that of 
Southampton, and again in 1734 at a general election, when he stood a 
contest and came in at the head of the poll. In 1 723 he was made a 
Deputy Lieutenant for the county of Hants, and ten years afterwards, 
16 August, 1733, he was created a baronet, a few months after his 
uncle, Sir Gilbert Heathcote, had been raised to the same rank. 

From the time Sir William first settled at Hursley he seems to 
have taken great interest in the place and property. One of his first 
acts was to restore the deer in the park, which his predecessors had 
neglected. The Park was of great antiquity, and though not 
mentioned in the Domesday Survey, which omits all mention of Hursley, 
is BuppoBed to have been in existence at that date. Sir William 
imported deer from Mr. Powlett's, of Rotherfield, * from Lord 
Lymington's at Hurstbourne, from the Duke of Bolton's at Hackwood, 
and other places. He also added to his original purchase the manors 
of Compton, Stoke Charity (where was an old seat of the Barons Ogle, 
but uninhabitable), and Fuller-ton in Hants, besides various other farms 
and smaller purchases, and in 1737 he bought of the Earl of Burlington 
a considerable estate near Cappoquin in the Counties of Waterford and 
Cork in Ireland. In 1734, on the subdivision of Ormond House in 
St. James' Square, in London, he bought a portion from Mr. Clarges, 
which he rebuilt the following year at a cost of £5700, and which 
is now known as No. 10. This house, which retains the dwarf 
pilasters on either side of the entrance door, with their link extin- 
guishers, in all probability as they were placed there by Sir William, 
is now the property of Lord Kinnaird, to whom it was sold in 1891.

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Sir William had six sons and three daughters, viz. : — 
I. Thomas, his successor. 

II. William, who was born 10 September, 1723, was probably 
neither robust in body nor particularly strong in character, as letters 
from his schoolmaster at Hackney, from his mother, and from himself, 
seem to show. In 1738 his father sent him to Hart Hall in Oxford, 
under Dr. Newton, making arrangements for him to travel by coach, 
for, as he observes in a letter to the Doctor, "my son is not very 
much used to riding on horseback, having been (as I hope) better 
employ'd." In the following year a satisfactory account of him was 
received, with a hint however that his manners might be improved, 
for Sir William writes to Dr. Newton, "As there is nothing in this 
world I am so desirous of as seeing my children do well, you may 
imagine how very agreeable your letter of the 8th inst. was to me, 
by giving me so good a character of my son, which I hope he will 
always continue to deserve ; indeed, I think ho is naturally of a good 
disposition, and as he has the happiness of being under your direction, 
hope he will prove a sober, vertuous, good man, and be of service to 
his country according to his station in it. I entirely agree with you 
that he wants a little polishing, w ch made me the more willing he 
should come home while I am in town, for the advantage of his dancing 
master coming to him, for tho' I think being a fine dancer not of any 
necessity yet a graceful carriage is certainly an advantage." 

On 21 December, 1747, William Heathcote was ordained priest by 
the celebrated Bishop Hoadley, but died unmarried the next year, on 
22 December, 1748, and was buried at Hursley. 

III. Samuel, born 23 September, 1725, who lived at Redhouse in 
Hursley, and died there unmarried in 1797. In early life he had been 
in business in Lisbon. He was a remarkably plain man, as his portrait, 
an admirable painting by Gardner, testifies, and a curious mixture of 
intelligence and simplicity. He had a mechanical turn of mind, and 
planned and carried out the system by which the Park House was 
supplied with water from Ladwell Hill, which was about a mile distant, 
and near where his own dwelling-house at Redhouse was situated. On 
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one occasion, however, when his sister Lady Macclesfield, who was 
paying him a visit, upset a cup of coffee over his white buckskin 
breeches, and so caused a stain which no amount of scrubbing would 
remove, he requested his old servant maid Phoebe to mix up some more 
coffee and dip them in bodily, fully expecting that they would appear 
of an uniform tint. Somewhat to his amazement they had indeed 
turned an agreeable brown in the process, but the original stain instead 
of disappearing had only assumed a still darker hue and was as visible 
as ever. This caused him some perplexity until a brilliant thought 
struck him, upon which he reminded Phoebe that my Lady Macclesfield 
always drank milk and sugar in her coffee, and explained that it would 
be necessary once more to make some coffee, but that to render it 
effectual it must be compounded exactly like the original peccant 
mixture, and have a proper allowance of milk and sugar introduced. 
In what state the luckless garments eventually emerged from this 
novel dyeing process history sayeth not. 

He carried his oddity to the extent of writing the following peculiar 
testamentary instructions as to his funeral, which, however sensible in 
substance, are expressed in a manner which must be considered at 
least as unconventional: — 

To Sir William Heathcote & Rev. Thomas Heathcote. 

Hursley, 5 March, 1789. 
Gentlemen, Two days or three days after I am stiff, (for I am under no 
apprehensions of being buried alive) you will be so good as to hire eight men 
and pay them one guinea each, to carry me on their shoulders for me to be 
buried in Hursley Churchyard, provided I take my departure in this parish, 
the men to be of Ladwell or near it. I imagine I shall die in this parish, if not 
then to be buried in the parish churchyard where I die, with no more fuss, 
trouble or expense than attends the funeral of a poor Labourer. I desire to 
have no arch over me or Headstone, to be buried underground nearly double 
the usual depth, therefore I desire the Grave digger may be very handsomely 
paid for his trouble. I am certain that my Brothers and Sister will not look 
upon this as extravagance if they consider what a very cheap funeral it will be. 
My coffin, in course, must be wood. I chuse to be buried anywhere within a 
few yards of the Mausoleum, which will be much more snug laying, than to be 
pushed into one of the Pigeonholes of that horrid cold place, the Mausoleum. 
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John Piper and Wm. Taylor are not to have the honour of being Bearers, 
for I hate all blubbering and Hypocrisy, for that reason they, Nanny Batemon 
or Phoebe will on no consideration put on mourning or any of them attend my 
funeral. I am positive that at first they will all be extremely concerned, but 
very likely they may within a twelvemonth wake in a fright by dreaming that 
Master is alive. I hope all my Relations will lay aside their black very soon 
after my death, particularly my Brothers and Sister Jennetta, and that other 
persons that I have left Legacies to, that are no Relations will put on no 
mourning. I shall beg the favour of the Rev. Mr. Gauntlett and Mr. Marsh 
to keep this Letter & to open it & to give directions about my funeral in case 
neither of you shall be at Hursley. I have also given directions to Nanny 
Bateman where to find a copy of this Letter. I am, your very affectionate 
& obliged uncle, Sam 1 . Heathcote. 

23 d May, 1792. Since the foregoing directions I have made a new will and 
continue still in the same mind in regard to my funeral and other things that 
I have mentioned in this Letter, & I am certain I shall always continue so, 
therefore there will be no occasion for me to open this Letter again on account 
of any future will. 

In accordance with these instructions he was buried in the church- 
yard at Hursley, and the following inscription to his memory was 
placed on the outer wall of the Mausoleum: — 
Near this stone 
are interred by his own desire 
the remains or 
Samuel Hbathcotb, Esq. 
(brother to the late Sir Thomas Heathcote, Bart) 
who died September 17, 1797, 
aged 72 years. 
He was a man whose unaffected Humility, artless Manners, 
strict Integrity, and truly Christian Benevolence demanded 
and obtained the esteem of all who knew bim. 

IV. Gilbert, born 25 January, 1732-3, died unmarried 11 May, 
1800, and was buried in the Mausoleum. 

V. George, born 20 January, 1 73-1-5, died 31 March, 1735. 
Buried in Hursley Church, but afterwards removed to the Mausoleum. 

VI. Henry, born 4 March, 1735-6, was of Exeter College, Oxford, 
where he took his M.A., 1759. He was in Holy Orders, and was 
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presented by his brother in 1768 to the living of Walton -on-the-H ill, 
in Lancashire, and died 16 January, 1803, having been twice married, 
first to a daughter of Wadham Diggle, Esq., of Yateley, Hants, by 
whom he had : —

Elizabeth (who died 1852, aged 80), daughter of Rev.

2. Elizabeth, born 1767, married Rev. George Harper, D. D.,

The Rev. Henry Heathcote married secondly, Mary Ellen, daughter 
of William Statham, Esq., of Liverpool, by whom, who died 1800, 
aged fifty-three, he had two sons and three daughters, viz : — 

2. Samuel, died unmarried, 1826. 

3. Thomas Henry, of Clare College, Cambridge, 1813-1816, 

Incumbent of St. James', Liverpool, Chaplain to the 
.Earl of Macclesfield, and for thirty-eight years Vicar of 
Leek in Staffordshire ; he married twice, first, Elizabeth, 
daughter of Rev. Robert Hankinson Roughsedge, Rector 
of Liverpool, who died at Bath, 4 May, 1846, and was 
buried at Leek, and secondly, Dorothy, daughter of 
Anthony Tyson, who died 9 July, 1878. He died 
himself b. p. 10 September, 1860. 

3. Jennetta, married Admiral James Master, fourth son of 

the Rev. Robert Master, v. i>., and died 1828, leaving 
issue. 

4. Anna Maria, married Rev. Jonathan Brooks, Rector and 

Archdeacon of Liverpool, and left issue. 

5. Harriet, married her first cousin, William Statham, Esq., 

and died 24 September, 1844, leaving issue. 
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The three daughters of the first Sir William Heathcote were: — 
I. Mary, born 29 December, 1726; married 12 December, 1749, 
her first cousin Viscount Parker, afterwards third Earl of Macclesfield, 
and died 1812, leaving issue. 

II. Elizabeth, born 19 October, 1730; married 12 November, 
1763, her first cousin Vice- Admiral Francis William Drake,* and died 
16 March, 1797, leaving two daughters, Marianne, married . . . Evance ; 
and Sophia, married Count de Salis. 

III. Jennetta, born 8 August, 1737, was, though not a dwarf or 
at all mishapen, a diminutive perBon, and in her childhood performed 
an involuntary journey from top to bottom of the staircase of the 
house in St. James' Square, while shut up in a trunk, which her 
brother Samuel, who was playing with her, managed to let slip. 
" Odda so ! I've killed the child ! " was his horrified exclamation, as 
be saw the trunk go bounding from step to step. Miss Jennetta, 
however, emerged none the worse for her jolting, and lived to a 
reasonably good old age, dying unmarried 17 October, 1809. She 
was a quick, clever person, extremely plain, but famous for writing 
charades and epigrammatic poems, one of which on George III. was 
said to have given the kind old king much satisfaction when it was 
shown to him. She was buried in the Mausoleum at Hursley. 

Sir William Heathcote was a man of great intelligence and ability, 
and of accurate habits of business, as the memoranda and account 
books left by him clearly show. He was a just and kind master, a 
good father, and much respected and looked up to by his family and 
neighbours. Both he and Lady Betty (as she was always called) were 
much distressed by the marriage of their eldest son when only one 
and twenty, to a very beautiful girl living in the parish of Hursley, who 
though of irreproachable character was in humble life, to whom he 
seems to have been deeply attaohed, and who as far as is known made 
him happy as long as she lived. Lady Betty, indeed, though she did 
ber best to overcome her disappointment at the marriage] as a long

II. Anne Sophia, Sir Thomas's only daughter by his second wife, 
was baptized 16 July, 1757, and died unmarried 16 December, 1821. 
She was buried at Hursley. 

Sir Thomas Heathcote was for many years a Fellow of the Royal 
Society, he was also a Deputy Lieutenant for the County of Hants, 
and served the office of High Sheriff in 1754; in the following year 
he was appointed Colonel of the Hants Militia. He was fond of 
country pursuits, and seems to have been very popular among his 
neighbours, but to have avoided taking a prominent part in public 
affairs, though at one time he was much pressed to allow himself to be 
brought forward for the County of Southampton, both Lord North, 
who was then Prime Minister, and Lord Northington, the Leader of 
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the Opposition, writing to him in 1780 on the subject, after Sir Harry 
St. John had communicated to Sir Thomas his intention to retire. Sir 
Thomas declined, alleging his age and declining health, when Lord 
North in reply, after regretting the cause, suggests that his son in that 
case would be more acceptable than anyone else. If Mr. Heathcote 
will stand, he writes, " the election will pass without opposition," if 
not, he begs Sir Thomas to suggest a proper candidate. Sir Thomas 
replies that his son dislikes a town life and will not come forward, and 
suggests either Mr. Thistlethwayte, Mr. Fleming, or Mr. Iremonger, 
as fit candidates to represent the county. 

Sir Thomas was very fond of music, a taste which has not been 
much developed in this branch of the family, though Lady Betty 
was probably musical, as in her portrait painted by Kneller she is 
represented playing on a harpsichord, still remaining at Hursley Park, 
which has the usual colour of the keys reversed. Sir Thomas' son 
Gilbert, the Archdeacon, also had considerable talent, and composed 
a good deal of Church music, which used to be performed in New 
College Chapel, and which, if it is still in existence, may probably be 
found on the shelves of the College Library, while several of the chants 
which he composed still keep their place in some of our Cathedral 
Psalters. The Archdeacon's sons, too, all inherited a talent for music. 

Almost the first thing Sir Thomas did after succeeding to the title 
was to rebuild the Parish Church, with the exception of the tower, the 
foundation of the new edifice having been laid in 1752, and the 
building completed the following year. It replaced an ancient struc- 
ture, but was itself, as I have heard, an extremely ugly building, 
characterized by Marsh as "exceedingly neat, light, and airy," and 
after somewhat less than a hundred years gave place to the present 
church, erected in 1848. 

Sir Thomas died 27 June, 1787, and was buried at Hursley in the 
mausoleum which he had erected in the churchyard, and to which he 
had already transferred the remains of those members of his family 
who had been previously buried in the vault in the old church.

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Sir William Heathcote, third Baronet, was born 21 June, 1746, and 
christened at Bedfont, 29 June, 1746.* He was of Hertford College, 
Oxford, where he matriculated 22 November, 1763, and was created

He died 26 June, 1819, having had five 
sons and three daughters, two of whom died in his lifetime.

the old family property, both in Ireland and England, he left, by will, 
everything that he could away from his nephew and successor in the 
baronetcy, and by leaving the Hampshire estates without an adequate 
income, was eventually the cause of their total loss. Embley, near 
Rorasey, which had been bis mother's property, and was where he 
had lived during his father's lifetime, was sold, as well as the Irish 
estates, and his nephew was even obliged to buy the family pictures 
and furniture of Hursley. 

My father, the Right Hon. Sir William Heathcote, fifth baronet, 
the only son of the Rev. William Heathcote, second son of Sir William, 
third baronet, was born 17 May, 1801, and was educated first at a 
private school of considerable reputation at Ramsbury, in Wiltshire, 
kept by the Rev. Edward Meyrick, and after four years there became 
a commoner at Winchester College. In 1817 he gained the gold medal 
for English verse, the subject of which was " Antigone," and it was 
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while he was here that he gave the first indication of that force of 
character which afterwards had such an effect on all with whom he 
came in contact, as it is said that the rebellion against Dr. Gabell, 
which took place after he had left the school, only broke out then, as a 
consequence of the removal of his and Dr. William Sewell's influence. 
In 1818 he became a Commoner of Oriel College, Oxford, where his 
tutor was the celebrated John Keble, only nine years older than him- 
self. In 1821 he gained a First Class in Classics, and was elected 
Fellow of All Souls' College in 1822. He then began to read at the 
Temple, and took his B. C. L. in 1824 and D. C. L. in 1830 ; but in 
February, 1825, on the death of his uncle, he succeeded to Hursley, 
when the course of his life was changed, and on 8 November of the 
same year he married his first wife, the Hon. Caroline Frances 
Perceval, daughter of Charles George, Baron Arden. 

From 1826 to 1832 he sat as one of the Members for the County, 
and from 1837 to 1849 as Member for North Hants. In the year 
1829, upon the death of his great -uncle, Archdeacon Heathcote, he 
offered the living of Hursley to Mr. Keble, who had already been 
curate there for a year in 1825 and 1826. The offer could not then, 
however, be accepted, and it was given to the Rev. Gilbert Wall 
Heathcote, the Archdeacon's son. In 1835 Mr. Heathcote resigned 
the living in consequence of ill-health, and it was once more offered to 
Mr. Keble, who then accepted it, and was instituted 9 March, 1836. 
Lady Heathcote had died 3 March, 1835, and after the funeral, at 
which Mr. Keble was present, he gave my father the unpublished 
poem beginning " I thought to meet no more," written in 1827 after 
the death of his sister, Mary Ann Keble, which had taken place in 
September of the previous year. This poem was afterwards printed 
in the Lyra Apostolica. 

My father, who was High Sheriff of Hants in 1832, and a Deputy 
Lieutenant for the County, took the keenest interest in the Hampshire 
Yeomanry, of which Charles Shaw Lefevre, afterwards Speaker of the 
House of Commons and Viscount Eversley, was Colonel. He was 
himself Major and Captain of a troop, and being a good horseman, 
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though he never rode to hounds, found in the duties connected with 
the regiment that pleasure and relaxation which other men find in 
field sports, for which he had no taste. 

The history of the raising of his own troop is not without interest. 
The Hampshire Yeomanry was re-organized after the Machine Riots in 
1830, which, as one of the Deputy-Lieutenants of the County under 
the Duke of Wellington, he had been instrumental in putting down ; 
indeed, the district under his command was kept so entirely quiet by 
his vigorous action, that no serious riot ever occurred in it; but his 
tenants were afraid, in consequence of the prominent part he was 
taking in the matter, that his life was not safe, and begged to be 
allowed to organize an escort to accompany his carriage when he had 
occasion to use it at night. This he would not consent to. He would 
not admit that there was danger, but promised, to satisfy them, that 
he would provide himself with pistols, and would take his faithful 
keeper, James Payne, on the rumble, armed, as an additional pro- 
tection. This, however, did not content them. They persisted in 
thinking his life was in danger, and therefore agreed among themselves 
that two of them at a time should follow him, armed, on horseback, 
and act as a guard, but should keep as much out of sight as possible, 
so that he might not know what they were doing. After a time their 
presence was observed ; he thought he was being followed with some 
evil intent, but on further enquiry the whole thing came out, and then 
struck by the quiet determination and spirit they had shown, and very 
much touched by their devotion to his person, he formed them into a 
troop, in the year 1831. Late in his life Lord Carnarvon urged him 
to write an account of the Machine Riots in Hampshire, but it was 
more than he could then undertake, and all that he would promise 
was that if Lord Carnarvon would write letters to him, asking him 
questions on the subject, he would reply to them at length and with 
care ; but this correspondence was never begun. Though he would 
sometimes talk of these stirring and anxious times, I have no notes 
which would enable me to reproduce any of his recollections. I 
remember, however, he used to tell with keen appreciation an anecdote 
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of a farmer, who, on returning home from market somewhat the 
worse, or in this instance, perhaps, the better, for his potations, found 
a party of rioters just on the point of smashing his machine. With 
his gun in his hand, and that amount of pot courage in his heart, 
which made him entirely oblivious of consequences, he seated himself 
on the driver's seat, and made this pithy little speech to the angry 
crowd : " Now I tell ye how it is, my lads, the fust man dead, the rest 
does as they likes." As no one had the ambition to occupy the r61e 
of " fust man," the crowd grew gradually thinner, until the courageous 
farmer found himself alone in his glory and distinctly master of the 
situation. 

Under his management, and that of his neighbour, Mr. Yonge of 
Otterbourne (the father of the well-known authoress), for whom he 
had a warm friendship, and of whose abilities he had formed a high 
estimate, the parishes of Hursley and Otterbourne were in such good 
order, that they were permitted to form part of a small Union of four 
or five parishes, which still exists, and which is, I believe, one of the 
smallest Unions in the Kingdom. New Churches were built at Otter- 
bourne (1838), and at Ampfield (1841), and Hursley Church rebuilt, with 
the exception of the tower, (1848) ; Schools were erected, education 
promoted, cottages improved, allotments granted to the villagers at 
least as early as 1830, long before they were common elsewhere, and 
many years before the agitation on the subject arose, and in all these 
enterprises Sir William took a conspicuous, and in most the leading part. 

Miss Yonge, who knew him intimately, and who in writing a 
History of John Keble's parishes has had occasion to mention him at 
some length, most kindly permitted me to see her manuscript, which 
has since been published, and to make use of what she had written of 
him, in the slight sketch of his life which is all that can be attempted 
here ; and I avail myself of it with the greater satisfaction, because 
besides giving her own impressions, she has quoted the words of men 
whose opinions command respect from a great variety of people, and 
who, while speaking from personal acquaintance with my father, are 
yet unbiassed by the close ties of relationship. 
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reputation. The pupil of Keble, and afterwards the patron of the living in 
which Keble wrote his Christian Year,* carefully trained in all the learning 
which the Oxford of his day could give, and crowned with all the honours 
which she reserved for her most distinguished sons, one of a group of under- 
graduates which the names of Derby, Shaftesbury, Halifax, Harrowby, Pusey, 
Denison, Morpeth, Grey, in later years made illustrious, he remained true to 
the traditions of his early teaching. Long time a county member and 
intimately acquainted with the subjects and interests which have formed the 
heritage of English country gentlemen, he was as a chairman of Quarter 
Sessions recognised and often appealed to as the very representative and 
pattern of the class, and when afterwards he accepted the blue riband of 
Parliamentary representation as member for the University of Oxford, from 
first to last, through all the waves and weathers of political and personal bitter- 
ness, he retained the trust of friend and opponent. So long as he cared to 
keep that seat, all men desired to keep him. For this was his special char- 
acteristic, that in every period and pursuit of life, in the public business of 
his county, in the House of Commons, in the University, he not only enjoyed 
respect and affection, but he conciliated the confidence of all. It was the 
unconscious tribute to a whole life and character. For to a remarkable clear- 
ness and vigour of intellect he added a fairness of mind, a persuasiveness and 
courtesy of manner with an inflexible uprightness of purpose, which won to 
him friend and stranger alike. I have never known any one who was not 
bettered by his converse, but I think none outside his own county and society 
can fully appreciate the remarkable influence which his name and character- 
in his later years it might be truly said, " datum et venerabile nomen" — 
exercised on all with whom he was connected. If, indeed, he had a fault, it 
was that his standard of action was so high, his nature so absolutely above the 
littleness of ordinary life, that he attributed to inferior men far purer and more 
unselfish objects than those that really moved them. " Vixii enim tanquam in 
Platonis politeia, nan tanquam in Hamuli face. 

It is the common fault of biographers to overcolour the character of a 
favourite hero, but those who knew Sir William Heathcote will admit that 
there is no exaggeration in what I have said. He was the highest product of a 
class and school of thought which is fast disappearing, and which will, perhaps, 

• This is a mistake, the Christian Year had been already published nearly nine years before Mr. 
Keble became Vicar of Hursley, and though he may have written some of the poems when he was 
curate there between October, 1825, and October, 1826, it can only have been a very few, as he had 
contemplated printing the book before he even accepted the curacy. 
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find few representatives in the next generation. With change of times comes 
also change of men ; and the statesmen and politicians of the new world, 
whatever their merits or demerits, will probably be of a very different order 
from him of whom I am writing. The old University culture, the fastidious 
taste, the independence of thought, the union of political life with country 
avocations — bound up as they were in this case by a rare intelligence and a 
moderation of mind, which trimmed with an honest judicial impartiality the 
balance of thought on all matters submitted to him — are not a combination to 
be easily found in any age or society ; but it may be safely predicted that they 
will be even less common in the coming age than they were in the generation of 
which Sir William Heathcote was a representative and ornament. Be this, 
however, as it may, I desire by your favour to record here the loss of one who 
deserved, if ever man did, the name of an English worthy. 

Miss Yonge continues : " This warm hearted tribute is the exact 
truth, as all could testify who ever had occasion to ask Sir William's 
advice or assistance. Another such testimony must be added from a 
speech of Lord Chief Justice Coleridge, at Nobody's Club:" — 

I will try, as you desire it, to say a few words as to the dear friend we have 
lost, to whom the noble Earl in the chair has so feelingly alluded. I could 
indeed have wished that we might have heard from Mr. Walpole himself what 
he thought of Sir William Heathcote, for Mr. Walpole was his life-long friend, 
his near connection, a man of the same rank and family, and who shared 
Sir William's views, and tastes, and opinions. The noble Earl* has told you 
admirably well how he seemed to him. I can only tell you how he seemed to 
me, a man much younger, of very different surroundings, differing from him 
in many points, political and religious ; yet it is my pride and sorrowful delight 
that Sir William Heathcote gave me his friendship for nearly forty years, and 
it is not presumption to say that friendship deepened into affection. I could 
not say if I would, and I would not if I could, all that he was to me, how much 
of what is best (if there is any) in my life I owe to him, how much affection, 
how much gratitude, has gone with him into his grave. His house was open 
like another home ; in joy, and still more in sorrow, his sympathy was always 
warm and ready ; in trouble and difficulty his advice was always at hand. 
What advice it was ! What comfort and strength there was in his company ! 
For the time at least he lifted one up and made one better. Inflexible integrity, 
stern sense of duty, stainless honour — these qualities a very slight acquaintance

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with Sir William Heathcote at once revealed. But he had other qualities too. 
He was one of the closest and keenest reasoners I ever knew. He was a man 
of the soundest and strongest judgment, and yet of the most perfect candour 
and full of forbearance and indulgence towards other men. For a man of his 
intellect, indeed for any man, he was wonderfully modest, and shy, and of a 
humility which was, as I saw it, profoundly touching. Tet there was no weak- 
ness in him ; not unbecomingly, not one whit more than was just, he believed 
in himself , in his position, in his family ; he had dignity, true and inborn, with 
no need of self-assertion, and love and respect toward him went hand in hand. 
Mr. Keble once said, coming away from a long talk with him, that it was like 
holding intercourse with some old Christian knight. And so it was. 

If I do not weary you, the mention of Mr. Keble's name reminds me of an 
incident singularly characteristic of Sir William Heathcote. When Mr. Keble 
rebuilt Hursley Church there was a large and handsome monument of the 
Cromwell family taken down, and this monument, except a small slab bearing 
an inscription, Mr. Eeble never would replace. Many years after, owing to 
circumstances not worth troubling you with, Sir William at some expense, 
restored the monument. I need not say that with the name of Cromwell Sir 
William had no sympathy. But he had come to property which had been 
theirs; it was part of the history of the place, and he thought he ought to 
restore their monument, and he did. It is a small matter, perhaps, but one I 
think very characteristic of the justice of his mind. 

I am not one of those who believe in the degeneracy of the race ; and I 
look forward to the future with hope rather than dismay. I believe, upon the 
whole, the world improves. It is useless to be always looking back. To be 
laudator temporis acti se puero is placed by the wise and genial Horace to the 
discredit and not the credit of old age. But I do think that each age has its 
own virtues, its own type of excellence; and these do not return. We may 
have good things, but we shall not have the same good things. We shall have, 
I hope, good men, and great men, and noble men in time to come, but I do not 
think we shall ever see again a Sir William Heathcote. That most charming 
mixture of dignified self-respect with unfailing gracious courtesy to others, 
those manners in which frankness and refinement mingled with and set off each 
other, that perfect purity of thought and utterance, yet that thorough enjoy- 
ment of all that was good and racy in wit and humour, this has passed away 
with him. So beautiful and consistent a life in its kind we shall hardly see 
again. He was preserved to our time to show us of a later age a perfect 
specimen of the old-fashioned, high-bred, highly-cultivated country gentleman ; 
and a finer type of Englishman it is hardly possible to conceive. 
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In the beginning of the same year a number of his Hampshire 
friends subscribed in order to obtain a portrait of him, which was 
painted by George Richmond, R.A., and since engraved, and presented 
to the County to be hung in the Grand Jury Room, where that of the 
Duke of Wellington had already been placed, and at the same time a 
second portrait, the one reproduced in this volume, also by Richmond 
but not a replica, was presented to my mother. 

Miss Yonge, continuing, says she " must record Sir William's never 
failing kindness to her mother and herself both in matters of business 
and in personal criticism and assistance in those matters in her works 
in which the counsel of a man acquainted with the law is needful 
to prevent mistakes. Indeed, in the discussions on character and 
adventures, nothing was ever more evident to her than that she 
was talking (as Mr. Keble said), to a true specimen of the most 
pure-minded chivalry. 

" His last great public achievement was the re-building and im- 
provement of the County Hospital. Winchester had been the first 
provincial town to possess a County Hospital, and the arrangements 
had grown antiquated and by no means accordant with more advanced 
medical practice. . . . The present building was erected on Mr. 
Butterfield's plans in a more healthy and airy situation in the year 

1868 Few men have earned by a lifetime so much honour, 

gratitude, and affection as he by one consistent upright course of life, 

or have left a nobler memory What a centre of hospitality, 

cheerfulness, and kindness Hursley Park was in those days can hardly 
be described, though remembered by many as a sort of golden age of 
Hursley." 

Besides the generous appreciation of my father's character, which 
is given in the words of those who knew him well, I cannot refrain 
from adding a few extracts from the Life of Richard Henry Dana,* 
because they show how he appeared to a stranger and an American. 
Mr. Dana had received an introduction to my father from our kinsman 

* Richard Henry Dana, a biography, by Charles Francis Adams, Boston and New York, 1891. 
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and friend, Dr. William Heathcote de Lancey, Bishop of Western New 
York, and paid a visit to Hursley in 1856. In his journal he notes as 
follows : — " 1856, August 12. Took eleven o'clock train to Winchester 
to meet Sir William Heathcote. 

"At Winchester found Sir William Heathcote waiting at the 
station. His delightful countenance and delicate manners came over 
one like the sweet South." 

He then describes being taken to see the Deanery and old Dean 
Garnier, the College, the Cathedral building, and to attend the service. 

" Lady Heathcote had driven over to the evening service, and we 
joined her at the Cathedral Close. Here Sir William's full style 
equipage was waiting for us, an open barouche with arms and 
baronet's helmet emblazoned, four prancing blacks, with two postil- 
lions in full livery, and a livery on the box behind. It made a grand 
show as it drove through the narrow streets of Winchester." • 

After describing the drive out to Hursley, he describes the house 
itself. " It is a large brick house of the reign of William III. [George 
I.] ; it cannot be called handsome, but is large, convenient, and stately. 
It has gardens, lawns, and all the appurtenances about it. The hall is 
very long and wide, and filled with pictures, chiefly portraits. Soon 
after ten the guests retired, and I observed that the household retired 
early, and Lady Heathcote told me they rose early. There were no 
odious cards, and indeed I have not seen a pack of cards since I came 
to England." 

On the next day he mentions going to the Church Service after 
breakfast with my father, and his regret that Mr. Keble was away 
from home. 

On the 14 August he describes Merdon Castle ; the troop of 
Yeomanry Cavalry exercising on what he calls " the lawn," by which, 
for the peace of mind of the gardeners, one is thankful to know he 
means the park on the north of the house ; a drive to " Enfield " 

* I will answer for it Mr. Dana was mistaken in saying the horses were "blacks," which my father 
never drove. I remember this particular day and drive perfectly. I went in with my mother as a boy 
between eleven and twelve years of age, and quite well recall the fact that we were going to meet Mr. 
Dana, whose appearance I recollect as he came up to the carriage.

Mr. Arthur Heathcote is the author, among many other writings, 
of some charming stanzas entitled, " Dorothy," which were originally 
published in Good Words, but without his name. A few years ago 
they were publicly attributed in print to Lord Carlisle, and Mr. 
Heathcote had to avow the authorship, which he did in a letter to the 
Editor of Notes and Queries. He has also written a large number of 
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plays, one of which, " The Duchess of Bayswater and Co.," originally 
produced at the Haymarket Theatre, has attained an extended celebrity 
and is still frequently acted, especially by amateurs.

Sir William Heathcote died 17 August, 1881, and was buried in 
the Mausoleum. On the South Wall of the Tower of Hursley Church, 
opposite to the Cromwell Monument, which he had restored to its 
original dignity, stands the monument of similar character which has 
been erected to his memory. It was designed by Mr. Butterfield, and 
is composed of variously coloured marbles, having a raised cross, with 
the words, " I am the resurrection and the life," above, and three 
shields below, the centre one bearing the arms of Heathcote quartering 
Dawsonne, Thorpe, Hungerford, Heytesbury, and Hussey, between 
Perceval quartering Yvery, on one side, and Shirley, quartering the 
Royal Arms within a bordure argent, on the other. The inscription is 
as follows : — 

• Buried in Hursley Churchyard, near the entrance to the Mausoleum. On the base of the cross 
which stands over his little grave are the words, " Who are these that fly as a cloud," suggested by 
Mr. Keble because when his mind was wandering shortly before his death, one of his dreamy 
utterances was, " I should like to fly softly."

£.^ i ?p ( Sri^l t w«J improvements of all kinds both about the place itself and in the 
i>tre!v<m. parish, with the vigour which has been her characteristic through 

life. Mainly through her initiative, and by means of her energy, the 
parish church, a truly frightful structure, was altered, enlarged, and 
greatly improved in accordance with the plans of the celebrated 
architect, Mr. William Butterfield, an old and valued friend of long 
standing, whose character and abilities my father learned to appreciate 
thoroughly at the time of the building of the Hants County Hospital. 
Now at the age of eighty-four she has taken the greatest interest 
in the printing of this History of the family whose name she has 
borne for fifty-eight years, and to which (I ask no one's pardon 
for saying it) she has been for so long a time an honour and an 
ornament. 

In 1888, Hursley Park and a large part of the landed property was 
sold to Joseph Baxendale, Esq. Various other portions were sold at 
intervals afterwards, and at the present time only a small part remains 
in the hands of the Trustees appointed under the late Sir William's 
will. 
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Scott says in " Waverley " that " Houses and family and men have 
a* stood lang eneugh when they have stood till they fall with honour," 
and if " Heathcote of Hursley " is now little more than a name, none 
will deny that the last possessor of the old home passed his long life 
and went to his well-merited rest " with honour" ; nor, I think, will a 
son of the house be hardly judged if in closing this page of his family 
history, while not in any way unmindful of better things, he cannot 
refrain from putting on record something of his own innermost 
thoughts, expressed in words taken from the romance of Henry 
Masterton, by G. P. R. James, which might almost have been written 
on purpose for his use, and which refer so feelingly to that home- 
sickness which it is his earnest hope that none of his readers may 
ever experience. 

" That is your place of memories, there, for you, are stored up all 
the sweet recollections of youth, and depend upon it, wherever you go, 
whether your life be a dream of fortunate enjoyment, like that of some

Samuel Heathcote, fourth son of Sir Thomas Heathcote, second 
Baronet of Hursley, but the eldest son by his second wife, Anne 
Tollett, was baptized 14 January, 1761, and died in 1820. He was 
of Shaw Hill in the county of Wilts, and married, 22 April, 1784, 
Elizabeth, daughter of Rev. William Stone of Melfcsham, by whom 
he had two sons and five daughters, viz. : —

CHAPTER X. 



THE HEATHCOTES OF DERBY AND LITTLEOVER. 



" When our souls shall leave this dwelling, 
The glory of one fair and virtuous action 



A considerable family of Heathcotes, of which there are many 
representatives existing, though not, I believe, in their original county, 
was established at Derby early in the seventeenth century, and about 
a hundred and fifty years later, by marriage with the heiress of 
Harpur of Littleover, became possessed of that place, which has since 
been sold. I have no information as to the stock from which they 
drew their origin, the first in their pedigree being merely described Arg . j -oneu i 
in Lyson's Derbyshire as .... " Heathcote of Derby at the time of ~ " ■ * ™ 
his death in 1618"; but the first Samuel there given, who from the 
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date of his death was probably this man's grandson, sealed his will 
with the Heathcote coat of arms having the argent field, as did his 
son, the second Samuel in the pedigree, from which it may be supposed 
that they claimed to be descended from the same stock as the other 
Derbyshire Heathcotes who used this bearing. 

The Heathcote mentioned by Lysons who died in 1618 was 
the ancestor, and in all probability the father of — 

John Heathcote, who died 1 February, 1656, and whose wife's 
name was Ann. By her he had three sons, viz. : — 
I. Samuel, who succeeded him. 

II. Nathaniel, baptized 16 September, 1630 (? 1620). There was a 
man of this name who was living in Perpole Lane, Holborn, in 1665, 
but who died in America in Anne Arundel Co., and administration was 
granted 31 July, 1683, to his grandson, Samuel. The Christian name 
is a rare one among the Heathcotes, indeed, I only know of one other, 
a son of William Heathcote, a dyer, who was christened at Chesterfield 
about the same time, viz., 20 February, 1624-5, and who was con- 
jectured by Mr. Joseph Hunter to have been the Nathaniel who died 
in America. The mention, however, of a grandson Samuel suggests the 
probability that Nathaniel may rather have been the son of John and 
Ann, among whose descendants Samuel was a characteristic name, 
appearing regularly from father to son for five generations in succes- 
sion, and only disappearing from this branch of the family on the 
death of Mr. Samuel Harpur Heathcote, unmarried, in 1775.* 
III. Joshua. 

• Mr. Joseph Hunter took an interest in the Heathcote pedigree in consequence of an ancestress, 
his great -great -grandmother, having been of that name. She was Mary, daughter of Ebenezer 
Heathcote, of Kingsgate, Holborn, apothecary, by Judith, daughter of Joshua Sylvester and Judith 
Field, and married Joseph Fletcher, of Sheffield, cutler. In a letter to Lady Heathcote, dated 4 August, 
1851, Mr. Hunter observes upon the fact that Nathaniel Heathcote lived in the same district as 
Ebenezer; he was not aware, however, of any relationship between the two, and in mentioning 
Ebenezer in Familut Minorum Gentium, he says : " I strongly suspect that he will turn out to be a son 
of Nicholas," meaning the Nicholas mentioned by Godfrey Heathcote the Alderman of Chesterfield, in 
his will, 1638, as his "loving friend the schoolmaster at Worksop," who married 3 June, 1632, Frances 
Carlile, and had Samuel, baptized 12 February, 1634, and Mary, baptized 5 August, 1638. I do not 
know on what ground he based this supposition. Nicholas the schoolmaster, was more probably the 
son of Anthony {see Heathcotes of Buxton and Hartington), as I find him described as "of Chelmorton, 
schoolmaster," in a deed dated 1650, and was distinct from Nicholas the Pastor of Rowley, whose

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Samuel Heathcote, the eldest son of John and Ann, was born 
6 September, 1618, and married 30 September, 1643, Susannah, 
daughter of John Ridge, Minister of Antrim in Ireland, by whom, 
who died 19 November, 1693, he had ten children. His will is dated 
22 February, 1677, and was proved 29 September, 1681, his death 
having taken place on 21 September, 1681. In it he styles himself 
of Derby, gent., and seals, as has been already observed, with the 
Heathcote coat of arms. He leaves his wife Susannah sole executrix, 
and mentions his sons Samuel, John, and Joseph, and his daughters 
Susannah Howard, Anne Handley, Barbara, Ruth, and Margaret.

Here alsoe lyeth the body of the above said Samuel Heathcote, who continued Town 
Cleric as above by the space of 25 years and upwards. He departed this life the 2nd day 
of January, Anno Do'ni 1723 : In the 71st year of his age. 

Samuel Heathcote, the eldest son of Samuel and Katherine, was 
born at Derby, 18 December, 1687, and died 17 December, 1748. In 
his will dated 30 January, 1747, and proved 11 April, 1749, he leaves 
his wife Hannah, his son Samuel, and his brother-in-law, Bache 
Thornhill of Stanton, executors, and mentions his sister Katherine, 
and his younger children without giving their names, but leaves the 
residue of his property to be divided into five parts, one part to his 
wife and the remaining parts to be divided amongst the children. He 
was a solicitor, and was probably the Mr. Samuel Heathcote whose 
name appears among the signatures to a paper, dated 28 September, 
1745, in support of the King against Prince Charles Edward; it also 
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appears that when the Prince marched into Derby, Lord George 
Murray lodged at Mr. Heathcote's house.* He married, 1 April, 1719, 
Hannah, eldest daughter of John Thornhill of Bakewell, by Anne, 
daughter and heir of Henry Bache of London, and cousin and heir of 
Raphael Bache of Stanton, and by her had fifteen children, viz : — 

I. John, born at Stanton 14 May, 1720 ; died unmarried at 
Matlock Bath, 21 May, 1736 ; buried at All Saints', Derby.

He married, 1781, Emma 
Matilda, daughter of Thomas Coke of Derby, and sister to Daniel 
Parker Coke, M. P. for Notts ; she was born 1736, and died s. p. 
5 December, 1821, aged eighty-five. 

VI. Charles, born 28 February, 1730; Captain in the Army and 

Colonel of the Hereford Militia ; Paymaster of the Hereford recruiting 

district in 1798; died at Hereford 1 November, 1803. He married 

Dorothy Anne, daughter of Cockin Sole, Esq., of Bobbin, co. Kent, 

and widow of Roger Nowell of Derby, surgeon, who died 1764, aged 

twenty-seven, and by whom she also left issue. She was born 1736, 

and was buried in the cloister of Charter House Chapel, where the

I. Elizabeth, born 27 January, 1757 ; married John Wilson, 
Ensign 68th Regiment, and died at Doncaster, 12 April, 1822, leaving 
issue. 

II. Hannah, born 4 August, 1761 ; married John Williams, 73rd 
Regiment, and left issue. 



Bache Heathcote, the eldest surviving son of Samuel and Elizabeth, 
was of Littleover, and was born 22 October, 1759. He was Lieutenant 
6th Regiment of Foot, 1779, and married, at Radborne, co. Derby, 
21 July, 1788, Mary, only child and heiress of Josias Cockshutt, of 
Osbaston, co. Leicester. Her uncle, Thomas Cockshutt, and after his 
death without issue, her father also, took the name of Twisleton. 
Mr. Bache Heathcote died 31 January, 1826, having had seven 
children, viz. : — 

I. Cockshutt, who succeeded him. 

II. Bache Harpur, born 29 June, 1802 ; Captain 9th Regiment of 
Foot ; died, unmarried, in Dublin, 21 October, 1830.

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Cooksbutt Heathcote, eldest son of Bache and Mary, was bom 
25 November, 1793, and was of Littleover, and afterwards of Raleigh, 
near Bideford, co. Devon. He was Captain 53rd Regiment of Foot, 
and married twice, first, 1826, Elizabeth, daughter of John Balguy, 
Esq., of the family of Balguy of Darwent Hall, Duffield ; by her, who 
died in 1832, and was buried at Littleover, he had two children, viz : — 
I. Bache Harpur, bora 1829 ; Major 48th Regiment, 1866 ; Hon. 
Colonel, 1881. He was present at the siege and fall of Sevastopol, 
and was mentioned in despatches; medal with clasp and Turkish 
medal.

Captain Cockshutt Heathcote died at Bideford, 6 December, 1885, 
aged ninety-two.

I. Marguerita, born 1774; died unmarried June, 1845 ; buried 
at Maltby, Yorks. 

I. Charles Thomas, born at Pisa, 1769; Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, B. A., 1789, M. A., 1792, D.D., 1805; Fellow of Trinity 
College, Cambridge; Rector of Little Wigborrow, Essex, in 1814; one 
of the Masters of the Charter House ; Headmaster of Hackney School. 
He married twice, first, in 1795, Dorothea, daughter of John Ward, 
Esq. (formerly of Quy Stow, Cambridgeshire), and Miss Plumptre of 
Kent, and by her he had six children. She died 4 May, 1817, aged 
forty-nine, and is buried at Hackney, where there is a monument in 
the churchyard to her memory and that of others of the family. He 
married secondly, Maria, daughter of John Trower of Upper Clapton, 
who died 5 February, 1850, and is also buried in Hackney churchyard, 
but by her had no children. 

Dr. Heathcote died 14 April, 1820, aged fifty -one, and was buried 
at Hackney.

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CHAPTER XI. 



HEATHCOTES OF BUXTON AND HARTINGTON. 



" Lo ! mighty mother, now be judge, and say 
Whether In all thy creatures more or lesse 
Change doth not raign and beare the greater nway: 
For who seei not thai Time on all doth pray?" 

Spenser — Faerie Queene, vii, 47, 

A considerable family of the name of Heathcote, who from an 
early date were connected with Buxton and Hartington, and whose 
descendants are still existing, seem to owe their origin to a Michael 
Heathcote, whose will, dated 27 September, 1560, was proved at 
Lichfield, 26 September, 1564. In it he desires to be buried in the 
"Church of St. Giles, Hertington " ; he mentions his wife Johan, his 
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brothers Arthur and Nicholas, a brother-in-law, William Herryson, 
besides five sons, Anthony, Arthur, William, Thomas, and John, and 
a daughter, Margaret. Arguments drawn from the occurrence of 
particular Christian names, are, of course, of but little value, unless 
supported by other evidence, but when the names are either uncommon 
in themselves, or appear only in limited districts, and then frequently, 
they often afford hints which a genealogist may improve by other 
means. Michael is a name unknown among the Chesterfield Heathcotes, 
Anthony is uncommon ; but in the families connected with Buxton and 
Harrington, they both occur continually, and I am disposed to hazard 

the conjecture that the Heathcote who lived in the time of 

James I., given in a Pedigree by Mr. Hunter in Families Minorum 
Gentium, who was father of a George of Buxton and Hartington and 
of an Anthony, and grandfather of Michael and a second Anthony, 
was one of the sons of the Michael of Hartington, whose will I have 
mentioned above. Mr. Hunter gives four unconnected Pedigrees in 
the same publication, which, I believe, may all be combined; but it 
must be distinctly understood that I do not speak in the earlier part 
of this chapter with any degree of certainty.* 

The Heathcote who lived in the time of James I. had, 

without doubt, more children than the two given by Mr. Hunter, 
because, 

I. the elder one, George, mentions in his will " every brother and 
sister that I have," and also, " every one that I am uncle to." This 
George had lands at Buxton and Hartington, and his will, dated 
13 January, 1641, was proved 28 February, 1641. He desires to be 
buried in the Chapel at Chelmorton, and describes himself as a butcher. 
He names his wife Dorothy, his eldest son Michael, his son Roland 
sole executor, Joan, the daughter of his brother Anthony, under 
twenty-one, and two of the witnesses are Anthony Heathcote, jun., 
and Nicholas Heathcote. 

II. Anthony, the other son given in Mr. Hunter's pedigree, had 
as above three children, Anthony, Nicholas, and Joan. 

• Appendix XIII. Anthony Heathcote. 
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? in. Humphrey Heathcote of Cowdale, yeoman, whose will, dated 
21 April, 1634, was proved 30 July, 1634, was probably brother of 
George and Anthony. He also desired to be buried in the Chapel of 
Chelmorton, and mentions William, Anne, Elizabeth, and Ralph 
Heathcote, without note of relationship ; besides his godson Nicholas 
Heathcote, and his own children, viz : — 

1. Thomas his eldest son, and Rose his daughter-in-law. 

2. John his youngest son, executor. 

3. Elizabeth Hall his daughter. 

4. Ales Bagnold his daughter. 

Anthony Heathcote of Moniash, husbandman, was probably con- 
nected. His will, dated 15 December, 1653, was proved 30 March, 
1654. He also desires to be buried in the chancel at Chelmorton, near 
his brother Richard, names Thomas Heathcote of Harley Cross ; 
Ralph Heathcote of Middlecliff ; Rowland Heathcote of Harley ; 
Arthur Heathcote of Earl Sterndale ; Dorothy Heathcote, daughter of 
his brother Richard ; Arthur, William, Thomas, and Mary Heathcote, 
of Longston ; Cozen Nicholas Heathcote of Chelmorton ; and his sister, 
Elizabeth Buttivant. 

Michael Heathcote, the eldest son of George of Buxton, and 
Dorothy, appears to be the same person whose will, dated 16 August, 
1687, was proved 16 April, 1692. In it he describes himself as of 
Buxton, yeoman, and desires to be buried in the chancel of the Chapel 
of Chelmorton, near his ancestors ; he mentions his sons Gilbert 
and Anthony; his grandson Michael, son of his daughter Alice and 
Edward Buxton ; three daughters of his son Anthony, besides " each 
of my own daughters' children and each of my sons' children by their 
first wives," and his kinsman, John Heathcote the oldest, of Bake well. 
A pedigree in Families Minorum Gentium shows that besides the sons 
whose names he mentions, he had a son named George, who was 
probably father of another George, to whom Mary Heathcote, widow 
of George Heathcote of Derby, left 40«. to apprentice him, in 1689, 
as "George, the son of George Heathcote of Buxton." 
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The children of Michael, as far as I can gather, were the following : 

I. George of Buxton. 

1 . George, son of George of Buxton ; named in will of 
Mary Heathcote, 1689. 

II. Francis of Taxall, second son of Michael Heathcote, gent. 
(Earwaker's Cheshire) ; married first, Anne, daughter and heir of Peter 
Needham of Ringstones in Taxall, and had by her, with other issue, 

]. Rowland, eldest son, baptized at Taxall 19 June, 1669 
(see below). 
He married a second time, and is believed to be identical with the 
Francis Heathcote of Buxton, who married, in 1 687, Elizabeth Cooke 
of Brampton. 

III. Gilbert, born 1649; mentioned by name in his father's will 
1687; matriculated at Cambridge 30 March, 1667, as the son of Michael 
Heathcote of Buxton; B.A., Christ Church, 1669, M.A. 1673; Curate 
of Youghal, 1683; and from 1685 to 1693, when he was deprived, 
Chancellor of Cloyne. He married, about 1680, Sarah, eldest daughter 
of Sir Richard Kennedy, Bart., of Mount Kennedy, co. Wicklow, who 
was sister to the wife of Dr. Edward Jones, Bishop of Cloyne. Mrs. 
Heathcote died at Tomore, co. Wicklow, September, 1731, being in 
her seventy-third year. The information as to Mr. Gilbert Heathcote's 
career, from the date of his becoming Curate of Youghal, is taken from 
Brady's Records of Cork, Cloyne, and Ross, on the supposition that 
what refers to his life in Ireland may be correct, but the genealogical 
account of him given in that work is pure imagination and not in 
accordance with facts, as may be seen by a reference to Chapter III. 

IV. Anthony, executor to his father in 1687, had three daughters 
mentioned in Michael's will, viz. : — 

1 . Dorothy. 

2. Anne. 

3. Mary. 

I. Alice, mentioned by name in her father's will 1687; married 
(not before 1657, when his first wife died), Edward Buxton of 
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Chelmorton, who was born 1627 and died 1678; by him she had 
a son Michael (Buxton), under twenty-one in 1687. 



Rowland Heathcote of Taxall, the eldest son of Francis and Anne, 
married first, Susanna, daughter of Adam Bagshawe of Wormhill, 
Co. Derby, by whom he had : — 

I. Michael of Taxall ; Groom of the Pantry to George II ; born 
1693 (see below). 

II. A son, whose name is not given by Earwaker, but who was, 
I suppose, William, mentioned in his brother Michael's will, 1768, 
This William had three daughters, viz : — 

1. Susanna, married .... Parkins. 

2. Mary, married .... Jenkinson. 

3. Frances, married • . . . Middham. 

I. A daughter, whose name is not given by Earwaker. 

Rowland Heathcote is said to have married a second time, and to 
have had with other issue, a son, viz : — 

III. Gilbert, born 1701 ; who is mentioned in his brother Michael's 
will, 1768, together with his son Michael and daughters, not named. 

1. Michael; will dated 28 May, 1808; proved 23 January, 

1813. Left an only child, viz : — 

(1.) Elizabeth Ann, who married Samuel Unwin, and 
became the ancestress of the existing family 
of Unwin-Heathcote. (See Chapter XII.) 

2. Daughters, not named. 

Michael Heathcote of Taxall, the eldest son of Rowland and 
Susanna, was born 1693, and married at St. James', Clerkenwell, in 
1719, Mary Coxon ; by her he had a son, Bagshawe, born and died 

1733. He married secondly, Elizabeth whom he left his 

executor, and who died herself 16 March, 1780. Michael Heathcote 
was Groom of the Pantry to George II, and died 22 June, 1768, aged 
seventy-five years. A monument erected to his memory in Taxall 
Church bears the following inscription : —

His will, dated 4 December, 1767, was proved 14 July, 1768. He 
mentions no children, leaves his wife Elizabeth sole executor, desires 
to be buried at Taxall, near his father and mother, names his two 
brothers, Gilbert and William; Gilbert's son Michael and daughters 
without names; William's three daughters by their married names; 
and William's grandchildren without names. His widow Elisabeth's 
will is dated 9 October, 1778, and proved 20 March, 1780, and in it 
she mentions Elizabeth Ann Heathcote, daughter of Michael Heathcote, 
of Milk Street, warehouseman, who is mentioned above as the ancestress 
of the Unwin Heathcotes, also "Mary Heathcote, who lately resided 
with me, and her sister, Mrs. Rogers of Manchester," who may, 
perhaps, have been the daughters of Gilbert, mentioned without names 
in her husband's will ; she mentions, also, her cousin Catherine 
Thompson of Chelsea, and her cousin John Grove of Fern, Wilts, 
and his children. In the Gentleman's Magazine her death is recorded 
thus: "Died March 16, 1780, Dame Elizabeth Heathcote, relict of 
Michael Heathcote, Esq., late of the Ewry of St. James' Palace." 

Rowland Heathcote, the second son of George of Buxton and 
Dorothy, was left executor to his father in 1641. In his will, dated 
25 November, 1660, and proved 26 November, 1661, he describes 
himself as of Cowdal, yeoman, and, like his relatives, desires to be 
buried in the Church of Ch el mortem. His wife's name was Agnes, 
and she was probably sister to Ralph Needham, who is called "brother" 
in Rowland's will ; by her he had : — 
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1. John, to whom he left land at Cowdal and Stadon when 

twenty-one, and who is appointed executor together 
with his mother. 

2. Rowland, to whom he left land at Buxton. 

1. Anne, who is to have 1000 J. if she do not marry one 

William S arson. 

2. Mary. 

3. Elizabeth. 

4. Dorothy, youngest daughter. 

Besides Michael and Rowland given above as the sons of George 
and Dorothy, I think it probable that a George Heathcote of Derby 
a maltster, whose will, dated 24 December, 1674, was proved 26 May, 
1678, was a third son. There was, with little doubt, a connection 
between them, as George of Derby's wife, whose name was Mary 
Leaper, mentions in her will, dated 18 April, 1689, and proved 3 
October, 1690, besides her own children, George Heathcote the son of 
George Heathcote of Buxton, to whom she leaves 40*. to apprentice 
him, and the same family names appear among her grandchildren. 
George of Derby's children were: — 

1. Michael, mentioned in his mother's will, as are all the 
children. 

1 . Hannah, married to Henry Oldham, and had issue. 

2. Mary, married to Joseph Saunders, and had issue. 

3. Elizabeth, married to Robert Weddall, and had issue. 

Michael Heathcote, the only son of George of Derby and Mary 
Leaper, is given in Families Minorum Gentium as the ancestor of a 
considerable branch of the family still existing, of whom was Sir John 
Edensor Heathcote of Apedale Hall, for there can be little doubt that 
he is identical with the Michael Heathcote of Derby, whose will, dated 
17 June, 1701, and proved 18 April, 1707, was witnessed by his sister 
Mary Sanders. His wife's name was Elizabeth, and he mentions five 
sons and a daughter, all under twenty-one. To the eldest, George, he 
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leaves lands at Buxton and Harrington, and to the younger children 
200/. apiece. His children were : — 

1. George, under twenty-one in 1701. 

2. Francis. 

3. Michael. 

4. Anthony, of Buxton, innholder, dead 22 June, 1741 ; 
married Susan, who administered her husband's estate. 

5. John, of Evesknoll, in the parish of Glossop, and of 
Manchester ; he married the daughter and heir of ... . 
Radcliffe, of Glossop, and had by her : — 

(1.) Anthony, born in Glossop, 1725; matriculated 
at BrasenoBe College, Oxford, 1743, as son 
of John Heathcote, of Salford, Lancashire. 
He was Rector of Compton Abbas, Co. 
Dorset, and was living 1760. He married 
a daughter of Captain Balliol of the Navy, 
and had two sons and a daughter who died 
under age, and a daughter who married 
.... Wake, of Romsey. He was, I believe, 
the Anthony Heathcote, mentioned by Sir 
Thomas Heathcote of Hursley, in one of 
his pocket-books, as having died by a fall 
from his horse on 25 August, 1772.

Ol George Heathcote, the eldest son of Michael and Elizabeth, was of 

Buxton, an Innholder, and was dead on 29 April, 1748, when his son 
Michael of Buxton, Innholder, administered his estate, his relict, 
07 Lydia, having renounced. 

Michael Heathcote, son of George and Lydia, was born 1710, and 
nm>p. died 16 March, 1777, aged sixty-seven, being described on his monu- 
ment in Chelmorton Church as formerly of Buxton but late of 
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Hartington. He married, in 1750, Rachel, daughter of Richard 
Edensor, who became heir to her three brothers. She was baptized 
29 November, 1715, and died at Bakewell. Michael's estate was 
administered by his widow, Rachel, 21 January, 1782. He is said to 
have had a large family, among whom were : —

I. Elizabeth, married James Justin Bent, m.d., who died 1814, 
leaving a son, Richard Bent, who married his cousin Frances, daughter 
of Sir John Edensor Heathcote.

married first, 1808, Emma Sophia, daughter of Sir Nigel Bowyer 
Gresley, seventh Baronet, who died in 1813, leaving —

CHAPTER XII. 



THE UNWIN - HEATHCOTES OF SHEPHALBURY. 



"Optivo cognomine crescit." — Hor. t Ep. II, ii, 101. 



The Unwin-Heathcotes of Shephalbury, in the county of Hertford, 
represent in the female line a branch of the Heath cotes of Buxton and 
Hartington, being descended from Rowland Heathcote of Taxall, in 
Cheshire, by his second wife, whose name is not known. 

Michael Heathcote, Rowland's son by his first wife Susanna 
Bagshawe, who was Groom of the Pantry to George II. mentions in 
his will, dated 1767, his brother Gilbert, born, according to Earwaker, 
in 1701, together with Gilbert's son Michael and his daughters, whose 
names are not stated. Michael's widow, Elizabeth, whose will was 
proved in 1780, also mentions without doubt the same Michael 
Heathcote, then of Milk Street, and his daughter Elizabeth Ann, 
as well as a Mary Heathcote and her sister, Mrs. Rogers of Manchester, 
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who may perhaps have been Michael's sisters mentioned above without 
names. 

Michael Heathcote, son of Gilbert, made his will 28 May, 1808, with 
a codicil 11 February, 1812, and describes himself as of Southampton 
Street, in the parish of St. George, Bloomsbury, leaving John Heathcote 
of Aldermanbury, James Heygate, and William Heygate, executors. 
In the will, which is very long, he mentions only one child, Elizabeth 
Ann Hulme, but names six grand-children, children of his daughter by 
her first marriage, named TJnwin, the eldest of whom, Samuel, is to 
take the name and arms of Heathcote in addition to that of Unwin: 
he mentions also his nieces, Elizabeth Ann Richardson, Susanna, wife 
of Jonathan Orme of Duke Street, Lincoln's Inn Fields, and Elizabeth, 
wife of William Parker of Manchester. His only daughter, Elizabeth 
Ann, married first, 8 August, 1787, Samuel Unwin, Esq., of Sutton, 
Co. Notts, second son of Samuel Unwin, of Sutton in Ashfield, and 
in the Gentleman 8 Magazine on the occasion of her marriage, is styled 
" Miss Heathcote, of Newington Green "; by him she had six sons and 
one daughter, viz. : — 
I. Samuel. 

II. Michael (died an infant). 

III. William. 

IV. Michael. 
V. Edward. 

VI. Rowland. 
1. Elizabeth. 

Mrs. Unwin married secondly, in 1800, James Davenport Hulme, 
m.d., who was born in 1772, and died in 1848, and died herself in 
1845. Her eldest son, Samuel Unwin, of Shephalbury, took the 
name of Heathcote in addition to that of Unwin, and graduated at 
Cambridge in 1813. In the same year he married Eleanor, third 
daughter of Sir Robert Wigram, Bart., who died in 1860. On 15 
August, 1815, the coat of arms represented at the beginning of this 
chapter, founded on the old Heathcote coat but distinct from it, was 
granted to Mr. Samuel Unwin-Heathcote, who died in 1862, leaving 
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at least one daughter, Eleanor Wigram, who died at St. Leonards- 
on-Sea 29 March, 1899, aged eighty-four, and an only son, viz : — 

Unwin Unwin-Heathcote, of Lincoln's Inn and Shephalbury, born 
1818, married in 1848 Frances Maria, third daughter of Right Hon. 
Sir James Wigram, Vice-Chancellor, and died 26 February, 1893, 
leaving — 

Alfred Unwin-Heathcote, born 13th July, 1850, Lieutenant 
Royal Engineers 1871, Captain 1883. 

Whether he is the only child I am ignorant, as an application 
for further information met with no response.

CHAPTER XIII. 

THE HEATHCOTES OF STANCLIFFE HALL. 

"The man himself 
Departs, and soon is spent the line of those 
Who in the bodily image, in the mind, 
In heart and soul, in station or pursuit, 
Did most resemble him."

Arthur Heathcote, of Blackwall in Taddington, co. Derby, yeoman, 
who died 6 December, 1807, aged ninety, and was buried at Chelmorton, 
where there is a monument to his memory and that of his wife Anne, 
who died 4 November, 1807, aged ninety-one, was possibly descended 
from the Heathcotes of Earl Sterndale, in which branch the Christian 
name Arthur, an unusual one in the family in early times, was common, 
and who, it is probable, descended from Michael Heathcote of Halting- 
ton, who died 1564, leaving a brother and also a son of the name of 
Arthur; but I have no evidence of any such connection, and the coat 
of arms granted to this line suggests that no relationship was proved 
with any of the families bearing the older coat. 
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Mr. Arthur Heathcote left three sons and four daughters, viz : — 
I. William of Batavia, Demerara, who purchased Stancliffe Hall 
in 1799, but dying at Demerara, without issue, in 1811, bequeathed it 
to his brother John. 

II. John of Stancliffe Hall, in Darley-dale, gent., was baptized 

18 January, 1749, and died, unmarried, 15 January, 1821, leaving 

Stancliffe Hall to his nephew Arthur Heathcote Shepley, from which 

it may be supposed that the remaining brother Arthur died before him. 

III. Arthur, baptized 7 May, 1754. 

Of the daughters : — 

I. Martha, baptized 24 February, 1744, died 6 September, 1819, 
aged seventy-five, and was buried at Chelmorton, where she is called 
Mary on her gravestone.

CHAPTER XIV. 

THE HEATHCOTES OF CUNDALL MANOR, YORKSHIRE. 

Extinct in the Male Line. 

" What's property ? dear Swift ! you see it alter 
From you to me, from me to Peter Walter ; 
Or in a mortgage, prove a Lawyer's share, 
Or in a jointure, vanish from the heir; 
Or in pure equity (the case not clear)

Early in the present century the coat of arms given above was 
granted to a Mr. William Heathcote of Tottenham and Bakewell, 
whose sister Maria was the wife of William James of London. No 
pedigree is entered, and his father's name is not stated, but it is 
mentioned that his ancestors had lived for generations in Derbyshire. 
This gentleman and his sister were the illegitimate children of 
Mr. John Heathcote of Bakewell, who died in 1814, and who was 
the second son of Mr. Daniel Heathcote of the same place. Miss 
Maria Heathcote married on 3 May, 1816, at St. George's, Hanover 
Square, William James, bachelor, of that parish, being herself described 
as spinster, of the parish of Paddington. She died 7 January, 1849, 
leaving issue. 
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Mr. William Heathcote was of Hythe in Hants, and Cundall Manor 
in Yorkshire, and formerly of Downhills in the parish of Tottenham, 
a house which was also known by the name of Mount Pleasant, and 
which he rented from Mr. Henry Hare Townsend before the year 1823 
and again after 1826. He was born 23 September, 1798, and died 
24 August, 1844. In 1820 he married Elizabeth Anne Sterland who 
married also Rev. Joshua Hambleton, and died 17 September, 1873. 
His will dated 27 April, 1833, with a codicil 10 August, 1838, was 
proved 11 September, 1844, and in it he mentions by name his four 
surviving sons, and an uncle, Mr. George Heathcote, but no wife. 
This uncle was the Mr. George Heathcote who was for forty years 
churchwarden of Bakewell and the compiler of a book of Psalms, 
etc., who was born in 1755, and died 4 May, 1828. 

In Tottenham Churchyard there is a monument to Mr. Heathcote 
and his four younger sons, with the following inscription : —

Of these sons, Henry, who was born 29 February, 1824, and died 
the next year, was baptized at Battersea, 14 March, 1824 ; from the 
parish register there, it appears that he was the son of William and 
Elizabeth Anne Heathcote, of Lavender Hill, Battersea Rise, and the 
register of Tottenham has a note on the occasion of his brother 
Frederick's burial, 1 8 January, 1 844, to say that the child's body was 
removed by faculty from Battersea and re-interred in the family vault 
at Tottenham on the same day. In the same register Frederick is 
described at the time of his burial as of Craven Street, Strand ; the 
second Henry (who was born 18 April, 1825) as of St. Marylebone, 
Middlesex ; George (who was born 29 May, 1829), as of Paris, 
Boulevard des Italiens ; and the father William as of St. Martin's-in- 
the-Fields. 

The eldest son of Mr. William Heathcote was also named William, 
and is described as of Cundall Manor, 20, Hyde Park Gate, South, 
and 30, Rue de la Paix, Paris. He was born December, 1820, and 
married Ramona Rosa Basilica Vita, eldest daughter of Don Jose de 
Torres, Marques de Villamejor, who died at Neuilly 28 July, 1865. 

Mr. Heathcote, who became insane before his death, died 12 June, 
1884, aged sixty-three, leaving no issue ; and letters of administration 
of his personal estate, wherein he is described as late of Moorcroft 
House, Hillingdon, Middlesex, widower, without child or parent, 
brother or sister, uncle or aunt, nephew or niece, cousin german or 
any known relative, and as having died intestate, were granted to the 
Solicitor for the affairs of Her Majesty's Treasury and his successors 
in office for the use of Her Majesty, the value of the personal estate 
amounting to upwards of 201,000/. Some of his first cousins, children 
of Mr. and Mrs. James, were, however, living, who, I believe, made 
good their relationship. The pedigree given with this chapter was

CHAPTER XV. 

HEATHCOAT-AMORV, OF KNIGHTHAYES COURT, Co. DEVON. 

" The force of his own merit makes his way." 

ShakspekE— Henry VIII, 1, t. 

This family descends in the female line from a Mr. John Heathcoat, 
who was born at Duffield 7 August, 1 783, and was the son of Francis 
Heathcote, a farmer, of Long Whatton, Leicestershire, and Elizabeth 
Burton bis wife. I have no account of bis ancestors, but there were 
Heatbcotes living at Duffield at the beginning nf the seventeenth 
century, and though Mr. John Heathcoat spelt his name as given 
here, it is probable that he was of the same stock as one or other of 
the Derbyshire families, whose pedigrees have already been traced, 
and if the Dictionary of National Biography is correct, his father 
Francis spelt his name in the usual way. 

Mr. John Heathcoat was a man of great ingenuity and energy, 
and before he was twenty-five bad invented a machine for the 
manufacture of lacf, which was allowed to be the most complicated 
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machine ever produced. Like most pioneers bis inventions were not 
appreciated by those who would have been most benefited by them; 
his factory and machines were burnt, and he determined to leave 
his native district and start again in a new home; he accordingly 
migrated to Tiverton on the Exe in Devonshire, where he made a 
large fortune. He was M.P. for Tiverton from 1832 to 1859, and 
left at his death two daughters, his coheiresses, the younger of whom, 
Eloise, died unmarried. The elder, Anne, probably married twice, as 
she is called in the Dictionary of National Biography Mrs. Brewin, 
but on 19 August, 1826, she married Samuel Amory, of the Priory, 
Homerton, who was born 10 October, 1784, and died 17 November, 
1857, and by him had — 

I. John (Sir John Heathcoat- Amory), who succeeded him. 

I. Sarah Anne, born 7 July, 1827, married, 9 January, 1847, 
John Ingram Travers, Esq., of Portland Place, and died 17 April, 1869, 
leaving issue by him, who died 24 June, 1 866. 

Sir John Heathcoat- Amory, Bart., of Knighthayes Court, Devon ; 
born 4 May, 1829. M.P. for Tiverton, 1868-1885; J.P., D.L. ; Major 
1st Devon Rifle Volunteers; married 6 April, 1863, Henrietta Mary, 
only daughter of William Unwin, Esq. He was created a Baronet, 
21 March, 1874, and assumed by Royal Licence, dated 28 February, 
1874, the additional surname and arms of Heathcoat.

Item, I will 
that a thousand masses be celebrated for me and my wife with all the haste that may 
be made. Item, I give and devise to poor labouring and cultivating people and those 
by no means common beggars, 20/. Item, I devise to have two priests celebrating for two 
years for my wife and me. Item, I devise to the church of Rochford a single vestmeut 
of attaby of cloth of gold. Item, I give and devise to my mother 26/. 13. 4c/. (forty 
marks), to be paid iu four years in case she shall live so long. And if she die within 
the said four years, the residue of it to be distributed for the souls of my wife and me. 
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Item, I will that to Stephen Taverner of Canterbury be paid 20/., and to his fellow, 
who is bailiff at the time that the said Stephen is, forty shillings. Item, I will that 
my sword and my collar 1 be sent to our lord the King. Item, I give and devise 
to my much-honoured lady the Countess of Hereford, my best hanap* of silver and 
gilt, with a coverell and one ewer to match. Item, I give the best hanap that I have 
after that before devised, to Margarete Rokell my sister, and two silver pots also. Item, 
I give to Margarete my said sister the best bed that I have, with all the apparel and 
stuff, and one pair of my best sheets. Item, I devise to my father Robert Waterton 
the third best covered hanap that I have. Item, I devise to my mother a hanap of 
silver, covered, and a bed of white and green with the stuff and two pairs of sheets. 
Item, I give to my brother Robert Rokell my fourth covered hanap of silver and gilt. 
Item, I devise to my said brother all my armour which I have, except my haubergeoo 
and my capeline. 3 Item, I request of my feoffees that my said (sic) son shall be able 
to have all my land when that our Lord God shall do His gracious pleasure concerning 
me, and that he may be able to be under guard and governance of my executors until 
he shall be of the age of sixteen years. And in case that my said son die without heir, 
that the said land remain to Margaret my sister, she paying thence to my mother in 
case that she be then living one hundred shillings per annum. And if it happen my 
said brother and sister do have heirs between them, that the said heirs shall enjoy the 
said laud after the decease of my mother and my sister abovesaid. And if my brother 
and my sister die without heirs between them, then I will that the said land shall be sold 
and the money thence received, by the advice and ordinance of my executors with the 
over-sight of my said much-honoured lady of Hereford, shall be ordained and distributed 
in works of alms as to them shall be thought most profitable to the souls of my father, 
my wife, and me, and if my mother shall be living that she shall have 26/. 13*. id. 
(forty marks) of the money received from the above land. Item, I will that my son 
have my trussing-bed, with my fifth hanap covered aud gilt, with all other stuff of 
sheets, pillows, and all. Item, I will that my cousin William Hethcote have my inn 
in London, with all my vessel 1 which is there, and my napery, and that every thing 
which is there of the Kings be repaid and restored. Item, I will that the said William 
have 6/. 13s. id. (ten marks) of money. Item, I give Coton my hanap of silver for 
travelling. Item, I give to my brother Robert Elys, in remembrance of me, the best 
uouche 4 that I have. Item, I give to my sister Hawys 13/. 6#. W. of money, and a 
gown of sangwyu furred with grys 5 which was her sister's. Item, I will that my mother 
have a gown of scarlet furred with minever which was my wife's. Item, I give to dame 
Elizabeth Marny my gold seal. Item, I will that my sister Moungomery have a gown 
of sangwyn which was my said wife's, of the livery of ray lady of Hereford, and to my

LIST OF THE CHURCH BELLS BELIEVED TO HAVE BEEN FOUNDED 

BY THE HEATHCOTES, BELL-FOUNDERS, OF CHESTERFIELD.— 

Extracted from "The Reliquary," vols, xiii, et $eq. 

Matlock. — 5th Bell. The inscription on this bell is, "sea maria mag dalena 
o. p. n." (Sancta Maria Magdalena ora pro nobis), and the founder's mark, a 
letter which I take to be an R containing the fylfot cross, one of great rarity. 
Mr. Jewitt says that it is evidently one of the oldest as well as most interesting 
bells in the county. If this is so it may perhaps date back to Ralph Heath cote, 
the head of the line, who died in 1525. 

Beeley. — Both the 2nd and 3rd Bells have the founder's mark of George 
Heathcote, who died 1558. 

Baslow. — 3rd and 5th Bells have the founder's mark of Ralph Heathcote, 
who died 1577, R. H. crowned, without the fylfot cross. 

Alfreton. — The 4th Bell has the founder's mark of Godfrey Heathcote 
[b. 1558, d. 1643] and the inscription " Gloria in excelsis Deo," with a fylfot 
cross placed within the letter G of the first word. 

Ashford-in-the-Water. — 1st Bell, the same. 

BasUnv. — 4th Bell, dated 1620, the same. 

Barlborough. — 3rd Bell, the same. 

Bonsall. — 6th Bell, dated 1609, the same. 

Denby. — 3rd Bell, dated 1604, the same. 

Heath. — 2nd Bell, the same. 

Horsley. — 4th Bell, dated 1603, the same. 

WhitweU. — 1st Bell, the same. 

Hathersage. — 6th Bell. The founder's mark upon this bell, which is dated 
1617, appears to be P. H., but it has the inscription which is universal on the 
bells founded by Godfrey Heathcote, viz., " Gloria in excelsis Deo," with the 
fylfot cross in the letter G of Gloria, and a cable pattern border similar to that 
used on the 3rd bell at Beeley. I do not, however, know of any Heathcote of 
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the Bell-founder's line whose Christian name began with P, and if it had not 
been that Mr. Jewitt expressly states that the initials P. H. are in " Lombardic 
capital letters of remarkably clear character," I should have thought that the 
letter supposed to be a P was in reality an R which had lost a limb, and that 
the bell had been founded by Ralph Heathcote, who was born in 1592, and may 
have been in partnership with his father. 

Dronfield. — 4th Bell. Founder's mark of Ralph Heathcote [b. 1592, d. . . ]. 
This bell has the inscription " Gloria in excelsis Deo " in Lombardic capitals of 
extremely clear and sharp construction, similar in every way to those used by 
his father, with the fylfot cross in the first letter G. 

Shirley. — 2nd Bell. Has the founder's mark of Ralph Heathcote, as above, 
but has also a foliated cross and a fleur de lis similar to those used on the 2nd 
bell at Beeley, attributed to his great-grandfather, George Heathcote.

delivWl unto e9ye one of my said sonnes excepte before excepted when the 
shall come to the full age of xxi yeres and before yf yt shall be thoughte 
necessarye by my executors and supvisors and my doughter Elizabethe to 
have hir parte w th in one yere nexte after my departure And for my doughter 
Alyce to have her parte at the tyme of her lawfull maryyage And yf anye 
of my said childerne now unmaryed doe departe and dee before their said

duringe hir lyfe naturall in full contentation of hir third parte of all my 
landes Itm I gyve and bequethe unto the said George and Raphe my Bonnes 
all my landes and tenein tc * with their app r tennces at the Loodes in the pyshe 
of Branton to have and to holde the same unto the said George and Bafe 
frome and Imedyatlye after my dissease duringe their naturall lyves and after 
the dissese of the said Bafe that then the hole to remeyne unto the heyres 
Lawfullye to be gotten of the bodye of the said George And for defaulte 
of suche yssue that then all the same Landes tenem^ withe thapp r tennces 
to remayne unto the heyres of the bodye of the said Baphe Lawfullye to 
be gotten And for defaulte of such yssue to remayne to the right hayres of 
me the said Thorns Heathcoott for ever Itm I bequethe to Bobarte my soone 
my howse withe thappurtennces in Battene Bowe or Bytwell Streete nowe 
beynge in the holdinge of Bowlande Bowne to have and to holde unto the 
said Bobert my soonne and to his heyres from and Imediatelye after my 
discease for ever And of this my laste will and testata* I ordeyne and make 
my aforesaid wyfe and George and Baphe my sonnes my full trewe and lawfull 
executores And as for theexecucyon of the same I desyre my welbeloved 
friendes S r Bichard Whytwourthe pryest Baphe Heathcott bellfownd* and 
Nicholas Clarke to be Supvisores to ayde and assyste my said executores and 
other my childerne in the trewe pformance of this my laste will.

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APPENDIX VI. 

A PAPER SIGNED BY SIR GILBERT HEATHCOTE, 

Which the late Mr. Frank Heathcotb saw and copied while passing through 

Chesterfield in 1877. 

Sent to Ladt Heathcote by the late Mr. John Heathcotb, of Conington. 

I was born in Derbyshire, my Father's name being Gilbert Heathcote, 
my Mother's name Ann, daughter of Mr. George Dickson [sic] by whom he 
had 8 sons and one daughter, viz. : — Gilbert, John, Samuel, Elizabeth, Josiah, 
William, Caleb, George and Thomas, whereof Thomas and Elizabeth died in 
their infancy, but the other 7 sons surviv'd him. When I was about 15 years 
of age I was put apprentice to a merchant, and when about 19 I was sent 
beyond sea, where I spent several years, and then return 'd to settle myself in 
London. That from the time of my going apprentice, I was very little at 
Chesterfield nor ever troubled my head to inquire of my predecessors, but about 
1682 being at my Father's in Derbyshire, several relations came to see me, and 
among the rest one Mr. Peter Watkinson, an antient Minister of about 75 or 80 
years of age old, who had married my Aunt. He entertained me with stories 
of old folkes, and old times, and among the rest, what lands the Heathcotes 
had formerly had enjoy'd at Loads and other parts of Derbyshire ; that their 
first declension was by my great-great-grandfather's [really great-grand- 
father's] engagements with Gilbert, Earl of Shrewsbury, that my grandfather 
whose name was also Gilbert, was a good man but very unfortunate in the lead 
mines, where he wasted much of his estate, with many the like stories which I 
have forgot. It being more of a man's business to look forward and retrieve, 
than to look backward and repine. Amongst the rest of the discourses of that 
kind, they then gave me the Heathcote coat of Arms, upon a piece of cloth, 
which I brought up with me for London, and laid it by as an old relic, and 
tattered ensign, or the Badge of a lost Estate, and thought no more about it 
But about the year 1686 the Heralds, sitting at Salter's Hall in London, near 
the house where I did then, and do now live, an officer summon'd me before 
them, and when I came, they ask'd me for my coat of arms. I told them I had 
such a thing which I had brought out of the country some yean ago, and 
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would fetch it them, if not lost, but I found it and brought it to them. I 
remember they asked me a great many questions. They took some notes, I 
paid some money and so we parted. In the year 1690 it pleased God my 
Father died, and having been not only a good man, but one of the best of 
Fathers, and God Almighty having so particularly bless'd his care in our 
education, as to let him live to see his 7 sons all merchants in good esteem, a 
thing scarce to be paralell'd, I spoke to Mr. Beauchamp, a stone cutter who is 
employed at St. Paul's to cut me an inscription, which I gave him, upon 
marble, to fix near the place he was buried, as well to testify our gratitude as 
to perpetuate his memory. Beauchamp (to promote business I suppose) told 
me that the coat of arms was necessary to be engraven at the head of it, and 
then he could make it handsome. I look'd for that which I had brought from 
Chesterfield and could not find, nor did I ever see it since, or know what 
became of it, so I bid him go to the Herald's office, and if they could find it 
there, they would give it to him, t'was well, if not he must let it alone ; for 
though I remember'd how it was I had forgot how to blazon it, and describe 
the colours ; so he went to the office and they gave it to him and he did it 
accordingly. Four years ago being Sheriff of London and Middlesex the 
Sergeants who were to attend me they told me that they must bring me a table 
whereon all their names and stations were to be written, that I might know 
who did their duty, and who to call for on all occasions, and on this table was 
to be painted the City's arms, the Company's arms of which I was free, and my 
own ; the other two they had but wanted mine. Having them in colours, bid 
them go to the Herald's office which they did and then brought the table to me 
which hangs up still in my parlour. On the whole I think, and do take it, that 
I have a right to the arms, and wish my title was half as good to the estate, 
and for any questions I wish they had been asked long ago, but more especially 
while the old Minister, I mention'd before was alive, but all these folks being 
dead, and myself and brother never having been curious to inquire, our heads 
and time being employed about other matters, no wonder I can say no more, 
nor indeed had I known so much but for that accidental discourse.

EXTRACT FROM "THE SPECTATOR," No. 2. 
Believed to be a Description of Sir Gilbert Heath cote. 

The person of next consideration is Sir Andrew Freeport, a merchant of 
great Eminence in the City of London. A Person of indefatigable Industry, 
strong reason, and great Experience. His Notions of Trade are noble and 
generous, and (as every rich Man has usually some sly Way of Jesting, which 
would make no great Figure were he not a rich Man) he calls the Sea the 
British Common. He is acquainted with Commerce in all its Parts, and will 
tell you that it is a stupid and barbarous Way to extend Dominion by Arms ; 
for true Power is to be got by Arts and Industry. He will often argue, that 
if this Part of our Trade were well cultivated, we should gain from one Nation ; 
and if another from another. I have heard him prove that Diligence makes 
more lasting Acquisitions than Valour, and that Sloth has ruined more Nations 
than the Sword. He abounds in several frugal Maxims, amongst which the 
greatest Favourite is "a Peny saved is a Peny got." A general Trader of 
good Sense is pleasanter Company than a general Scholar; and Sir Andrew, 
having a natural unaffected Eloquence, the Perspicuity of his Discourse gives 
the same Pleasure that Wit would in another Man. He has made his Fortunes 
himself; and says that England may be richer than other Kingdoms by as 
plain Methods as he himself is richer than other Men, though at the same 
Time I can say this of him, that there is not a Point in the Compass but 
blows home a Ship in which he is an Owner.

" Drinking Tea with Mr. Knight his son said he had a curious Letter of the 
famous Sir Gilbert Heathcote to Mr. Strype among the loose papers and letters 
of that Antiquary. I begged to have a sight of it and to copy it, as it serves 
as a comment to what Mr. Pope has said of him, to dispute a few shillings with 
the parson of his parish for the funeral fees of his own Brother is as full a proof 
of his wretched covetousness and misery as can be produced. It was lent to me 
Sunday, Sep. 3, 1780. Mr. Strype has wrote on the back of it, * Sir Gilbert 
Heathcote upon duties required for Buriall of his brother, Dec, 1712.' " 

To the Eev d . Mr. John Strype, these. 

Sir, — I am sorry that what I wrote you about my being blamed by some of 
the parish, should occasion such warm reflections, for I cannot for my life 
persuade myself of the equity of paying parish duties in two places for one 
and the same corps, where in one of them neither the service is performed nor 
the ground made use of, but seeing you say it is Law I'll say no more of it. 

I see you have consulted Mr. Ryon, and that it is his opinion 6*. Sd. be 
demanded for the Churchwarden, if that be the Bate everyone pays for a 
Buriall in the Church he shall have it. 

But why I thought your Fees excessive was from what I remembered I had 
paid on several occlusions at my own parish of St. Swithin's in London, and 
seeing the Clark lately at my house, I ask'd him what they were, to which he 
answered that his Fee for a Buriall in the churchyard was 2*., in the church 
3s. 6d. ; the minister in the churchyard 2«., in the church 6a. Sd.

"MY GRANDFATHER'S POCKET BOOK, FROM A.D. 1701 TO 1796." 

By Rev. H. J. Wale, 1883. 

Suppose about ye years of 1720 & 1730, the most remarkable act of 
generosity was performed by Sir Gilbert Heathcote : who instructed his son 
John (I suppose the late Sir J. H.) whilst a young man, supposed about the 
year 1720, & he about 25: cautioned his said son not to marry or court a girl 
with less than £10 m. fortune, as the fortune he should give him (his said son 
John) would merit much more as times then went. But Jno. liking one of 
Major White of ye Tower of London, his 3 d daughter, ye Major being an 
old Club acquaintance of Sir Gilbert's, who was likewise intimate in the 
Major's family, knew and liked all his daughters, and encouraged his son Jno. 
to ask the question for the one he loved, but reminded his son that he must 
not take less than 10,000 with her (as he had always done in marriage) and fco 
effectuate (at Jack's consent) Sir Gilbert sent for the Major and enquired what 
fortune he would give his daughter, wch the Major (unknowing that it was his 
own son wch Sir Gilbert would recommend) ye Major answered the utmost he 
could afford to give was £1000 each; but upon Sir Gilbert telling him that 
would not do, but was greatly short of what the person he would recommend 
expected & deserved, if for so good a match ye Major answered he would make 
it up £1500, and that was the utmost he could give his daughter without 
hurting the rest of his Family. So Sir Gilbert liking the girl & his son's 
choice, & yet to keep word with his son to make up her fortune £10 m. Sir 
Gilbert made the Major's daughter a present of £8,500 that with ye £1500 
her Father promised her made her fortune at £10,000, and being thus married, 
she had several children by him, made one of the best & most engaging 
industrious wives in England. Sir Gilbert soon after dyed & I know not 
whether Sir Jno. Heathcote or his Lady be at this day alive.

" The Castel of Inshecronane was beseidged the 13 th of March being the 
daie after theye left Balyaly, by GiledufFe O'Shanes and the Grades, and som 
Conoth men that were returning home ; where upon Anthony Hethcot sent a 
letter to the Earle of Thomond, promesing his lordship a riek of wheat, if his 
lordship would be plesed to releve hem ; whereupon the earle sent for Durinan 
O'Brien and John McNamarow and there companys to goe with hem, which 
thaye did accordingly, and lickwaies tuck his one trope and about 50 English 
men in amies and went (according to Mr. Heathcotte's desire) ; but before hee 
came to the castell som of the Irish sent notes to the seeidgars, whereupon 
thaie removed before his lordship came ; but howevar, finding two or three 
rogges remaining in the bushes his lordship kild them. But the rick of wheat 
by the enemy was burnt. Now the Earle returned home, the seidg being 
cleered, som of the English ventard forth to recovar fresh provition, but thaie 
ventard not far, but the Gradies and the Rowhans fell upon them and kild 9 ; 
suffering one Newman to returne with nues, losing all there peeces. Now 
Giladufe and the rest came against the Castell againe ; wheareupon the fore 
said Heathcot sent to Durman O'Brien to bring them and there goodes of ; 
wheare upon the said Brian ordard the English to give the said Shanes xx/i., 
and soe to part with there goodes ; but thaye noe sonar opend there castell, but 
whom pleased intard in, and tuck more of there goodes awaie ; soe som of them 
were sent to Clare Castell, and som came to Balyaly, without auy provition to 
mainetaine them."

The following Monumental Inscriptions, relating to the Heathcotes of 
Chesterfield, descendants of the Bellfounders (see Chapter II), were forwarded 
to me by Mr. J. Pym Yeatman, but too late to be inserted in their proper 
place: — 

p. 33. In Memory of the Revd. Godfrey Heathcotb, son of the Revd. Ralph 

Heathcote, S.T.P., Vicar-General of the Collegiate Church of Southwell, 
who died on the 13th day of June, 1835, aged 83 yean; and of Anns, 
his wife, who died 19th day of July, 1835, aged 77 yean. 



p. 33. William Heathcotb, son of the Revd. Godfrey Heathcote and Anne his 

wife, died July 3rd, 1820, in the 23rd year of his age. 



p. 33. Margaret Garnett, wife of the Revd. Richard Garnett, Incumbent of 

Tockholes, Lancashire, and second daughter of the Revd. Godfrey 
Heathcote and Anne his wife, died Oct. 5, 1828, aged 33. 

Margaret, only surviving child of the above Rich d . and Marg*. Garnett, 
died Jan. 22, 1829, aged 14 months. 



p. 33. Euz TH . Frances Heathcote, died Sep. 17, 1834, aged 34 yean. 



p. 33. Edward Heathcote, son of the Revd. Godfrey Heathcote and Anne his wife, 

Organist of the Collegiate Church of Southwell, died Jan. 21, 1835, 
aged 38 yean. 
Also Catherine, widow of the above, born July 28, 1797, died July 11, 1881. 



p. 33. In Memory of Elis^., widow of the late Ockley Heathcote, who died March 2, 

1866, aged 79 years. 

In a paper, also communicated by Mr. J. Pym Yeatman, I find it stated 
that Joseph Chappell Heathcote (p. 33) married and had several children. 
Also that Major Henry Fisher Heathcote (p. 34) had a son, Gilbert Forth 
Sandham Heathcote, born 1877, died 1878. 

In addition to the above I have the following inscription copied from a 
monument in Chesterfield Churchyard by Lady Heathcote, on 18 August, 1849, 
but I am ignorant to whom it refers: — 

Sacred to the Memory of Godfrey Heathcote, who died Ap. 13, 1832, 
aged 68. Also Mart his wife, died March 6, 1839, aged 69 years. 
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
